National School Lunch Week, 1977 


By the President of the United States of America 

A Proclamation 


Since 1916, Uie National School Lunch Program has been serving nutritious 
lunches to the school children of America In its first year, the program served lunch to 
6 million children daily; today nearly 25 million children in 92,600 schools and resi¬ 
dential child care institutions take advantage of this program every day. Lunches under 
Uiis program arc available to 94 percent of all children attending public schools in 
America. 

As the program begins its fourth decade, its dedicated workers are making a 
significant effort to improve the nutritional quality and appeal of die food while devel¬ 
oping menus in keeping with the changing tastes of our children. Those involved in the 
program maintain their commitment to recognize the children’s needs in order to 
serve them better. 

In recognition of the program’s contribution to America’s youth, the Congress, by 
a joint resolution of October 9, 1962 (76 Stat. 779; 36 U.S.C. 168), has designated 
the week beginning the second Sunday of October of each year as National School 
Lunch Week, and has requested the President to issue annually a proclamation calling 
for its appropriate observance. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, JIMMY CARTER, President of the United States of 
America, do hereby urge the people of die United States to observe the week of 
October 9, 1977, as National School Lunch Week and to give special recognition to 
the role of good nutrition in building a stronger America through its youth. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have hereunto set my Itand diis twenty-second day 
of September, in die year of our Lord nineteen hundred seventy-seven, and of the 
Independence of the United States of America the two hundred and second.

lemons grown In California and Arizona 
under the applicable provisions of the 
marketing agreement aud Order No. 910. 
both as amended (7 CFR Part 910). regu¬ 
lating the handling of lemons grown in 
California and Arizona. This marketing 
order program is effective under the Ag¬ 
ricultural Marketing Agreement Act of 
1937, as amended (7 U-S.C. 601-674). The 
regulation was recommended by the 
Lemon Administrative Committee, es¬ 
tablished under the amended marketing 
agreement and order as the agency to 
administer the terms and provisions 
thereof. The notice provided that writ¬ 
ten comments in connection with the 
proposed regulation be submitted by 
September 14, 1977. None were received. 

Shipments of lemons from the produc¬ 
tion area are now in progress, and such 
shipments are regulated by size through 
September 24. 1977. under Lemon Regu¬ 
lation 57 (41 FR 41918). which requires 
such lemons to be at least 1.82 inches in 
diameter. The regulation, which would 
become effective September 25. 1977. 


woukl continue In effect this size require¬ 
ment. The volume and-size com pas it ion 
of the lemon crop in California and Ari¬ 
zona is such that ample supplies of the 
more desirable sizes are available to sat¬ 
isfy the demand in domestic fresh mar¬ 
kets. The proposed regulation is designed 
to permit shipment of ample supplies of 
lemons of acceptable sizes, maturity, and 
juice content in the interest of both 
growers and consumers, and is necessary 
to maintain orderly marketing condi¬ 
tions and provide consumer satisfaction. 
Sales opportunities for very small fresh 
lemons in domestic markets are quite 
limited, as they have relatively low 
juice yields. Lemons failing to meet the 
minimum size requirement could be 
shipped to fresh export markets, left on 
the trees to attain further growth, or 
utilized in processing. The regulation is 
consistent with the objective of the act 
of promoting orderly marketing and pro¬ 
tecting the Interest of consumers. 

After consideration of all relevant 
matters presented, including the propos¬ 
als set forth in the notice and other 
available Information, it is found that 
the regulation of shipments of lemons, 
as set forth in this regulation, is in ac¬ 
cordance with the amended marketing 
agreement and order and will tend to 
effectuate the declared policy of the act. 

It is further found that good cause 
exists for making this regulation effective 
at the time hereinafter set forth and for 
not postponing the effective date until 
30 days after publication in the Federal 
Register (5 U.S.C. 553) in that (1) 
notice of proposed rulemaking concern¬ 
ing this regulation was published In the 
Federal Register, and no objection to 
the regulation or its effective date was 
received; (2) the regulatory provisions 
are the same as those contained in the 
notice and are currently in effect 
through September 24. 1977; and (3) 
compliance with this regulation will not 
require any special preparation on the 
part of persons subject thereto which 
cannot be completed by the effective 
time hereof.

SUMMARY: The Federal Deposit Insur¬ 
ance Corporation revises its regulations 
on application procedures to include ap¬ 
plications for mergers or assumption 
transactions within the current proce¬ 
dures applied to all other application 
proceedings. The amendment is intended 
to provide a uniformity in the applica¬ 
tion procedures of the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 
Section 303.14 of the rules and regula¬ 
tions of the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation (“FDIC") provides the pro¬ 
cedures for application for deposit insur¬ 
ance by proposed new banks, and for de 
novo branches or office relocations by in¬ 
sured State nonmember banks. Applica¬ 
tions to merge or to consolidate, or to 
acquire the assets of and to assume the 
liability to pay deposits made in other 
banks have not been subject to the re¬ 
quirements of section 303.14. In order to 
present a uniform application process, 
all applications to merge or to consoll- 
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date or for assumption transactions, 
which require FDIC approval, will be 
subject to the procedures of section 
303.14. These include: (1) Procedures 
for the processing of the applications; 
(2) the requirement of publication of 
notice of the filing of applications; (3) 
the establishment of public flies for the 
applications: and (4) procedures where¬ 
by interested persons may make their 
views on applications known. For the 
most part, these procedures are cur¬ 
rently applied informally to merger ap¬ 
plications considered by the FDIC. This 
amendment shall be effective immedi¬ 
ately for all new applications for merg¬ 
ers which arc received. 

These revisions are authorized under 
paragraphs “Seventh** and “Tenth” of 
section 9 of the Federal Deposit In¬ 
surance Act, as amended (12 U.8.C. 1819 
“Seventh” and “Tenth”), and the Bank 
Merger Act (12 U.S.C. 1828(0). 

Because this amendment merely rep¬ 
resents a formal adoption of policies and 
procedures that are currently practiced 
and its promulgation benefits the pub¬ 
lic. the Board of Directors of the TOIC 
has determined, under i 302.6 of the 
rules and regulations of the FDIC <12 
CFR 302.6). that notice of and public 
participation in this rulemaking is un¬ 
necessary and that good cause exists 
for the waiver of the thirty day deferral 
of the amendments* effective date. 

In consideration of the foregoing. Part 
303 of 12 CFR. Chapter HI. is amended 
by revising paragraphs <&). <b), and (c) 
(1) (ill) of § 303.14 to read as follows: 

§ 303.14 Application procedure*. 

(a) Scope of section. This section ap¬ 
plies to: <1) Applications for deposit in¬ 
surance by proposed new banks: <2) ap¬ 
plications by insured State nonmember 
banks to establish branches: (3) appli¬ 
cations by insured State nonmember 
banks to relocate their main offices or 
branch offices: (4) applications to merge 
or to consolidate with, acquire the as¬ 
sets of. or assume the liability to pay 
any deposits made in, a bank or institu¬ 
tion. when the resulting or assuming 
bank is to be an Insured State nonmem¬ 
ber bank, and all other applications to 
merge or to consolidate with, or to as¬ 
sume liabilities, which require the Cor¬ 
poration's prior approval under the Bank 
Merger Act <12 U.S.C. 1828(c)) ; M ' and 
(5) any other applications, requests or 
submittals which the Board of Direc¬ 
tors In its sole discretion deems appro¬ 
priate. In the case of applications, re¬ 
quests, or submittals which come within 
the fifth category, the applicant will be

notified at the time its application Is 
accepted for filing that the procedures 
set forth in this section shall be followed 
in connection therewith. 

<b) Notice of filing of application — 
(1) Notice by publication. (i> In the case 
of “merger transaction’* applications 
defined by the Bank Merger Act* 12 
U8.C. 1828(c)(3)), unless the Board of 
Directors determines it must act imme¬ 
diately in order to prevent the probable 
failure of one of the banks involved, 
the applicant must publish notice of the 
proposed transaction. This notice shall 
be published in a newspaper of general 
circulation in the community or commu¬ 
nities where the main offices of the banks 
or institutions involved are located, or, 
if there is no such newspaper in the 
community, then In the newspaper of 
general circulation published nearest 
thereto. Publication shall be made at 
least once each week on the same day 
for five consecutive weeks and, when 
published in a dally newspaper, one ad¬ 
ditional publication shall be made on the 
thirtieth day from the date of the first 
publication. Where the Board of Direc¬ 
tors of the Corporation determines that 
an emergency exists which requires ex¬ 
peditious action, then notice shall be re¬ 
quired to be published daily during a pe¬ 
riod of at least 10 calendar days. The 
published notice shall Include the name 
and main office location of all banks or 
institutions involved in the transaction 
and the subject matter of the applica¬ 
tion. If it is contemplated that the con¬ 
tinuing bank w r ill operate the offices of 
the other bank or banks as brandies, the 
following statement shall be added to 
the notice: 

It is contemplated that all of the office* 
of the above named banks will continue to 
be operated (with the exception of |iden¬ 
tity and location of each offloe which will 
not be operated]). 

(ID In the case of all other applica¬ 
tions. within 15 days after the Regional 
Director has notified the applicant in 
writing that an application has been ac¬ 
cepted for filing, the applicant shall 
publish one time In a newspaper of gen¬ 
eral circulation in the community in 
which the applicant proposes to engage 
In business notice of the proposed trans¬ 
action. The published notice shall include 
the name of the applicant, the subject 
matter of the application, the location 
or locations at which the applicant pro¬ 
poses to engage in business, and the date 
upon which the application was accepted 
for filing, (ill) In all instances, imme¬ 
diately after final publication, the ap¬ 
plicant shall furnish the Regional Di¬ 
rector with a certificate from the 
publisher and a tear sheet or clipping 
evidencing the publication. 

(2) Comments and protests. Anyone 
who wishes to comment on an applica¬ 
tion may do so by filing his comments in 
writing with the Regional Director. Any¬ 
one who wishes to protest the granting 
of the application has a right to do so if 
he files a written notice of his intent with 
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the Regional Director within 15 days of 
the date of publication of the notice de¬ 
scribed in paragraph (b)( 1 )(H) or, in 
the case of merger transaction applica¬ 
tions. within 15 days of the last publica¬ 
tion of the notice required by paragraph 
(b) ( 1 ) (i). 

<3> Notice of right to comment or pro¬ 
test. In order to fully apprise the public 
of its rights under paragraph (b) (2). the 
notice'described in paragraph (b)( 1 ) 
shall include a statement describing the 
right to comment upon or protest the 
granting of the application. 

(i) In the case of merger transaction 
applications this notice shall consist of 
the following statement: 

Any person wishing to comment on this 
application may Ale his comments In writing 
with the Regional Director of the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation at Its Re¬ 
gional Office (address of the Regional Office). 
If any person desires to protest the granting 
of this application he has a right to do so if 
he flies a written notice of his Intent with 
the Regional Director by (the fifteenth day 
following the last date of required publica¬ 
tion).

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 
There have been reports of the pilot's 
control column and the elevator control 
arm cracking and falling on Beech 18 
series airplanes. The cracks were Initi¬ 
ated by loads from wind gusts striking 
the ailerons and elevators while the air¬ 
planes are on the ground. These cracks, 
if not detected and corrected, can result 
in failure of the control columns and/or 
elevator control arm. These failures can 
cause the existence of unsafe conditions 
since pilots may lose the use of the pri¬ 
mary aileron and/or elevator control and 
have to fly the airplane using the aileron 
or elevator trim system. The FAA does 
not require pilots to demonstrate ability 
to fly their airplanes using only the trim 
systems. Furthermore, failure of an 
aileron or elevator primary control sys¬ 
tem at low altitudes may not allow a pilot 
sufficient time to determine what the 


problem is and begin flying using the ap¬ 
propriate trim system. Subsequent to its 
investigation, the manufacturer issued 
Beechcraft Service Instructions No. 0889- 
155 recommending repetitive inspections 
of the control columns and the elevator 
control arm for cracks. The FAA has con¬ 
cluded that crocking of the control 
columns or the elevator control arm is 
an unsafe condition that may exist or 
develop in other airplanes of the same 
type design. Accordingly, an AD is being 
issued, applicable to all Beech 18 series 
airplanes including military models and 
airplanes modified in accordance with 
supplemental type certificates. The AD 
will require initial inspection of the con¬ 
trol columns and the elevator control arm 
assembly for cracks within 30 days after 
the effective date of the AD and repeti¬ 
tive inspection each 300 hours time-in- 
service or each 12 calendar months 
thereafter whichever occurs first. The 
initial compliance time noted In the AD 
is based on calendar time rather than 
airplane total flight hours time-in-serv¬ 
ice because the cracks arc initiated and 
may be propagated by wind gusts that 
strike the airplane when it is on the 
ground. Obviously, these wind gusts are 
unrelated to airplane flight time. The 
repetitive inspection time interval is 
based on both airplane flight time and 
calendar time since propagation of the 
cracks after initiation may also be related 
to aircraft operation. The FAA has co¬ 
ordinated this document with the manu¬ 
facturer prior to its issuance. The FAA 
has determined that there is an immedi¬ 
ate need for a regulation to assure safe 
operation of the affected airplanes. 
Therefore, notice and public procedure 
under 5 U. 8 .C. 553(b) Is impracticable 
and contrary to the public interest and 
good cause exists for making the amend¬ 
ment effective in less than thirty (30> 
days after the date of publication in the 
Federal Register.

Further, airmen do not use 
the regulatory text of the SIAPs but refer 
to their graphic depiction on charts 
printed by publishers of aeronautical 
materials.

In developing these SIAPS, 
the TERPS criteria were applied to the 
conditions existing or anticipated at the 
affected airports. Because of the close 
and immediate relationship between 
these SIAPs and safety in air commerce. 
I And that notice and public procedure 
before adopting these SIAPs is unneces¬ 
sary. impracticable, or contrary to th$ 
public interest and, where applicable, 
that good cause exists for making some 
SIAPs effective in less than 30 days.

11964, it is necessary to amend that Part 
to reflect that Pub. L. 95-75 also provides 
authority under which certifications are 
Issued. 

This amendment also provides notice 
that the Secretary of the Navy has cer¬ 
tified that USS Oliver Hazard Perry 
(FFG-7) is a vessel of the Navy which, 
due to its special construction and pur¬ 
pose. cannot comply fully with 72 
COLREG8 Rule 21(a) regarding the arc 
of visibility of its forward masthead 
light; 72 COLREOS Annex I. Section

SUMMARY: The amendments In this 
document eliminate the requirements of 
the small passenger vessel regulations 
that overflow of liquid or vapor must dis¬ 
charge overboard. The regulations re¬ 
quire that filling and sounding pipes be 
so arranged that any overflow of liquid 
or vapor cannot escape to the inside of 
the vessel, but will be discharged over¬ 
board. By eliminating the requirement 
that tlie overflow be discharged over¬ 
board. the regulations will be no longer 
in conflict with the Federal Water Pollu¬ 
tion Control Act.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: A 
notice of proposed rule making was pub¬ 
lished in the March 17, 1977 issue of the 
Federal Register (42 FR 14888). Inter¬ 
ested persons were given until April 28. 
1977 to submit written comments. Three 
comments were received. 

The three comments received ex¬ 
pressed concern that the Coast Guard 
was advocating protection of the environ¬ 
ment at the expense of safety. All three 
comment©ra stated that requiring the 
overflow of liquids into the vessel would 
create a safety hazard since explosive 
fumes would be able to accumulate in the 
vessel’s bilges or cockpit areas. 

The regulations, as proposed, would 
still prohibit the escape of any overflow 
of fuel to the inside of the vessel. The 
only difference in the proposed regula¬ 
tions and the current regulations is the 
elimination of the mandatory require¬ 
ment that any overflow be discharged 
into the water, which could result in a 
violation of the Federal Water Pollution 
Control Act (86 Slat. 862. as amended; 
33 UJS.C. 1321). 

Due to the various configurations of 
small passenger vessels, the Coast Guard 
does not plan to require on deck contain¬ 
ment of overflows. Instead, the proposal 
allows the vessel’s owner to determine 
the best method of keeping the overflow 
from liquid fuel from entering the vessel, 
and carries out the Department’s policy 
of eliminating excessive regulations. 


The person filling a fuel tank on a 
small passenger vessel should exercise 
caution to prevent any overflow, because, 
if an overflow does occur, the regulation 
prohibits the liquid from reaching the 
inside of the vessel. If the flow discharges 
overboard, the operator may be liable for 
clean-up of the spUl and a penalty for 
polluting the navigable waters of the 
United States. 

After considering all comments, the 
Coast Ouard has determined that the 
amendments should be adopted as pro¬ 
posed so II 182.15-30(b) and 182.20-30 
<b) will no longer be in conflict with 
the Federal Water Pollution Control Act 
Accordingly, the amendments as pro¬ 
posed arc adopted without change.

X. The Commission has for its consid¬ 
eration a petition filed by The Broadcast 
Equipment Section of The Industrial 
Electronics Division. Electronic Indus¬ 
tries Association (“EIA") which seeks 
amendment of 5 73.614(b) (4) of the rules 
restricting the maximum effective power 
permitted to be radiated above the hori¬ 
zontal plane by a Television Broadcast 
Station. Specifically, this petition re¬ 
quests a re-wordlng of 5 73.614(b) (4) 4o 
accommodate the radiation character¬ 
istics of high-gain television broadcast 
antennas that use beam tilt to control 
and shape the vertical radiation pattern. 

2. Vertical radiation pattern control 
accomplished by beam tilt is achieved 
through either electrical 1 or mechanical * * 
means, or a combination of both. For 
great heights over the terrain, beam tilt 
may be valuable in increasing the local 
field, in order to optimize service area 
coverage, by depressing the maximum 
radiation lobe below the horizontal. Pres¬ 
ently, (73.614(b)(4) requires that the 
maximum effective power radiated in 
any direction above the horizontal plane 
by a television broadcast antenna shall 
be as low as the state of the art permits 
and may not exceed the effective power 
radiated in the horizontal direction in 
the same vertical plane. This require¬ 
ment, written before high-gain antennas 
with beam tilt were developed, is in¬ 
tended to assure that the station does not 
radiate excessive power above the hori¬ 
zontal.

3. EIA points out that, inconsistent 
with 173.614(b)(4). antenna beam tilt 
may cause the power radiated by a minor 
lobe at some angle above the horizontal 
to exceed the power radiated in the hori¬ 
zontal direction, although such power in 
any direction above the horizontal plane 
will be below the maximum power radiat¬ 
ed by the main lobe that is tilted down¬ 
ward to achieve better service area cov¬ 
erage. Petitioner's proposed amendment 
would provide for these radiation char¬ 
acteristics by specifying that effective ra¬ 
diated power above the horizontal plane 
shall be as low as the state of the art 
permits, and In the same vertical plane 
may not exceed the maximum effective 
radiated power in the main lobe which 
can be either in the horizontal direction 
or below the horizontal in the event 
beam Ult is employed. The Commission 
agrees with the petitioner and we are 
hereby amending f 73.614(b) (4) in ac¬ 
cordance with the material set forth 
below.

1. A Notice of Proposed Rule Making 
In the above-captioned matter was re¬ 
leased on June 8. 1977. and published In 
the Federal Register on June 13. 1977 
(42 FR 30222). The specified time for 
filing comments and reply comments 
has expired. 

2. The proposed amendment was de¬ 
signed to remove the limitation in the 
rules which permitted only one aviation 
Instructional station per landing area, 
and thereby allow all eligible applicants 
to become licensees regardless of other 
stations operating on the landing area. 
The Commission indicated that such an 
amendment would eliminate any poten¬ 
tial for discrimination in the utilization 
of the facilities and provide for a more 
convenient service for the users. In that 
ground mobile instructional stations are 
permitted to operate on and In the vi¬ 
cinity of a landing area, and coopera¬ 
tive use of the fixed facilities Ls required 
by the rules, it is not expected that a 
significant congestion problem will de¬ 
velop in this service. In addition, it was 
proposed that the status of free balloons 
with respect to aviation instructional 
stations, be clarified by specifically rec¬ 
ognizing the eligibility of persons en¬ 
gaged in free ballooning activities for 
instructional station licenses. Further, in 
the nature of an editorial change rela¬ 
tive to aviation instructional frequency 
usage by private aircraft, it was pro¬ 
posed that a clause be deleted from Sec¬ 
tion 87.343 and a more general state¬ 
ment added in Section 87.183. 

3. Comments were filed by the Aircraft 
Owners and Pilots Association (AOPA) 
representing more than 200.000 aircraft 
owners and pilous; the Norfolk Navy 
Flying Club, and Mr. Armond F. Can- 
nella. All three of the commonters viewed 
the proposal most favorably. AOPA also 
stated that the rule amendment may re¬ 
sult In a larger demand for Instructional 
stations with a concomitant congestion 
problem in the future. Mr. Cannella ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that no interference 
between subject stations would ensue. 
As Indicated above, we do not foresee a 
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congestion problem In the immediate 
future. However, we fully intend to stay 
apprised of existing conditions in this 
service. 

4. In light of the comments received 
and for the reasons expressed in the 
Notice of Proposed Rule Making as ref¬ 
erenced above, we believe it is in the pub¬ 
lic interest and convenience to amend 
the rules relative to aviation instruc¬ 
tional stations as proposed. 

5. Accordingly, it is ordered. That, 
pursuant to the authority contained in

(a) Subject to paragraph (c) of this 
section, each handler shall pay to the 
market administrator on or before the 
third day prior to the end of each month 
an amount determined by multiplying 
the handlers receipts during the first 
15 days of such month of producer milk 
(excluding, in the case of a handler de¬ 
scribed In 9 1036.9(c), producer milk 
delivered to a pool plant) and milk from 
a handler described In 9 1036.9(c) by the 
Class m price for the preceding month, 
less proper deductions authorized in 
writing by producers from whom the 
handler received milk, except that the 
amount deducted for each producer shall 
not exceed the value (at the Class m 
price) of the milk received from the pro¬ 
ducer during the 15-day period.

(e) The following conditions shall 
apply with respect to the payments pre¬ 
scribed In paragraphs (a) through <d> 
of this section:

EGG RESEARCH AND PROMOTION 
Proposed Rulemaking 

AGENCY: Agricultural Marketing Serv¬ 
ice. USD A. 

ACTION: Proposed Rule. 

SUMMARY: This amendment would re¬ 
quire egg producers who are collecting 
handlers to remit assessments on their 
nest run eggs sold to other collecting 
handlers In addition to remitting assess¬ 
ments on eggs that they grade, carton, or 
break. Such action will facilitate the 
remittance of assessments to the Egg 
Board. An additional amendment would 
require that all refund applications be 
mailed to the Board within 90 days after 
the end of the calendar month during 
which the assessment obligation was due 
and collectible, rather than 00 days after 
the end of the calendar month during 
which the assessment obligation was 
paid. This amendment will make the 
Rules and Regulations consistent with 
the Egg Research and Promotion Order 
and the Egg Research and Consumer 
Information Act

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 
Paragraph (a) (3) of § 1250.516, Collect¬ 
ing handlers and collection, provides, in 
part that an egg producer who grades, 
cartons, or breaks eggs of his own pro¬ 


duction shall be responsible for remit¬ 
ting the assessment to the Board on that 
portion of his eggs which he grades, 
cartons, or breaks and that the assess¬ 
ment on the producer’s remaining nest 
run eggs shall be remitted by the per¬ 
son handling the nest run eggs. 

To facilitate the remittance of assess¬ 
ments, it is proposed to provide ill para¬ 
graph (a) (3) of 9 1250.516 that produc¬ 
ers who grade, carton, or break shall 
remit assessments to the Board on their 
remaining nest run eggs as well as the 
eggs which they grade, carton or break. 

To be consistent with the proposed 
change to paragraph (a) <3> of 9 1250.- 
516, it is proposed to provide in para¬ 
graph (a)(4)(b) of 9 1250.516 that the 
producer who grades, cartons, breaks, 
or otherwise prepares for marketing a 
portion of the eggs of his own produc¬ 
tion shall be the collecting handler and 
shall remit the assessment on his total 
production of the Board. 

To further facilitate the remittance 
of assessments and to allow for exemp¬ 
tions to be consistent with the proposed 
changes in paragraphs (a)(3) and (a) 
(4) (b) of S 1250.516, it is proposed to 
provide in paragraph (a) (2) of i 1250.- 
516 that exemptions be allowed for eggs 
for which there is certification of ex¬ 
emption or eggs for which there Is a 
statement indicating that an assessment 
has already been paid. In addition. It 
is proposed to provide in paragraph (a) 
(4) (c) of 9 1250.516 that exemptions be 
allowed for eggs for which there is a 
statement indicating that an assessment 
has already been paid. 

Concerning the time period in which 
producers are. if they so desire, to flic for 
refunds, the Act provides, in part, in sec¬ 
tion 13 "• • • That such demand shall be 
made • • • but in no event more than 
90 days after the end of the month in 
which the assessments are due and col¬ 
lectable. • • •" The Order provides in 
1 1250.349, Producer refunds. "• • • in 
no event should such period be more than 
90 days after the end of the month in 
which the assessments are due and col¬ 
lectable." Inadvertently, the Rules and 
Regulations provide in paragraph (b) of 
9 1250.523. Procedure for obtaining re¬ 
funds. that ••• • • within 90 days after 
the end of the calendar month during 
which the assessment obligation was 
paid.instead of due and collect¬ 

able. Therefore, language to make the 
Hules and Regulations consistent with 
the Act and Order Is proposed. 

The proposed amended paragraphs 
(a)(2), (a)(3), (a)(4)(b), and (a)(4) 
(c) of 9 1250.516 and the proposed 
amended paragraph <b) of | 1250.523 
read as follows: 

§ 12.70.516 Collectiii^ ImtHlIm »uui col¬ 
lection. 

(a) • • • 

(2) A person who buys or receives nest 
run eggs from a producer and who does 
not grade, carton, or break such eggs. 
Such person shall collect the assessment 
from the producer and remit to the Egg 
Board on all such eggs, except eggs for 
which there is a certification of exemp¬ 
tion or eggs for which there is a state¬ 
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ment indicating that an assessment has 
already been paid;* 

(3) Except as otherwise provided in 
paragraph (a) (4) of this section, a pro¬ 
ducer who grades, cartons, or breaks eggs 
of his own production shall be respon¬ 
sible for remitting the assessment to the 
Board on all eggs produced. This would 
include the eggs which he grades, car¬ 
tons, or breaks as well as the nest run 
eggs which are graded, cartoned, or 
broken by another handler. Such a pro¬ 
ducer who remits the assessment on nest 
run eggs to the Board shall provide the 
handler specified in paragraph <aj <1> 
or (2) of this section with a wTitten

(1) Producer grades, cartons, breaks, 
or otherwise prepares for marketing a 
portion of the eggs of his own production 
and delivers the remaining portion of hte 
nest run eggs to a shell egg packer or 
breaker—the producer is the collecting 
handler and shall remit the assessment 
on his total production to the Board; 
<il) producer sells all or a portion of his 
eggs in nest run form to a handler who Is 
not a shell egg packer or breaker—the 
handler U responsible for collecting the 
assessment and remitting It to the Egg 
Board except for eggs covered by a state¬ 
ment indicating that an assessment has 
already been paid;

The new part wlU pre¬ 
scribe administrative regulations and 
procedures to govern the maintenance 
and control of student records In all edu¬ 
cational institutions under the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the Bureau of Indian Affairs, 
whether operated under contract or 
otherwise. The recent passage of the 
Privacy Act of 1974 and the Buckley 


Amendment created the need for these 
regulations.

Recent 
enactments of Congress have reflected a 
strong legislative intent that agencies of 
the Executive Branch of our Govern¬ 
ment take strong administrative meas¬ 
ures to protect the privacy of records 
kept on Individuals. Recent enactments 
include: <1> The Privacy Act of 1974 
<Pub. L, 93-579). That Act contains spe¬ 
cial provisions restricting the Federal 
Oovcmment'8 collection and use of in¬ 
formation kept on individuals, and gives 
the individual greater rights over the ac¬ 
cess and control of such information; 
and »2> Section 438 of the General Edu¬ 
cation Provisions Act of 1974. as 
amended (Pub, L. 93-380). commonly re¬ 
ferred to as the Buckley Amendment, 
which provides that no Office of Educa¬ 
tion funds shall be made available to any 
educational agency or Institution which 
denies parents and/or eligible students 
the right to inspect and review their ed¬ 
ucational records. The Buckley Amend¬ 
ment contains special provisions de¬ 
signed to protect the privacy rights of 
parents and students with respect to 
such records, and to promote the main¬ 
tenance of only such records as are ac¬ 
curate and essential. 

In order to insure that the spirit of 
these recent enactments reaches all stu¬ 
dent records maintained by the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs. It is deemed necessary 
and desirable that special regulations be 
promulgated to apply to the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs school system. Also, the 
promulgation of such regulations would 
serve to alleviate problems existing as to 
the applicability of the Buckley Amend¬ 
ment to Bureau schools. 

The authority for the Commissioner to 
issue these regulations is contained under 
the Act of April 30, 1908 (35 Stat. 72. 
25 U.8.C. 295). Pub. L. 93-380. as 
amended, and (5 U.S.C. 301). and sec¬

§36.1 PurpoM* anti *copc. 

This Part contains the regulations of 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs, US. De¬ 
partment of the Interior governing the 
maintenance, control, and accessibility 
of student records. This Part will apply 
to all educational Institutions under the 
jurisdiction of the Bureau of Indian Af¬ 
fairs. whether operated under contract 
or otherwise. 

§ 36.2 Definition*. 

As used in this part: 

(a) "Commislsoner" means the Com¬ 
missioner of Indian Affairs. 

<b> "Educational institution** means 
any institution operated under the Ju¬ 
risdiction of the Bureau of Indian Af¬ 
fairs either directly or by contract. In¬ 
cluding. but not limited to. schools or 
dormitories from which Indian students 
attend public schools. 

<c> "Eligible student** means a stu¬ 
dent who has become eighteen years of 
age or is attending nn institution of post- 
secondary education. When a student 
becomes an "eligible student**, the per¬ 
mission required of and the rights given 
to the parents of the student shall there¬ 
after only be required of and given to 
the student. 

(d) "Parent" means a natural parent, 
an adoptive parent, the legal guardian 
or a legal custodian of a student. (Where 
the natural parents arc unavailable, a 
required written parental consent may 
be obtained from the person who has 
assumed custody of the student) 

(e> "Student records" means those 
records. Ales, documents, and other ma¬ 
terials which contain Information di¬ 
rectly related to a student and which 
Are maintained by an educational Insti¬ 
tution. or by a person acting for that 
institution. The term does not include: 

(1) Records of any educational per¬ 


sonnel which arc in the sole possession 
of the maker and which are not acces¬ 
sible or revealed to any other person 
except a substitute. 

(2) Records made and maintained In 
the normal course of business which re¬ 
late exclusively to persons who arc em¬ 
ployed in an educational institution but 
do not attend that institution. 

(3) Directory information as given in 
i 36.20. 

(4) Records on a student which are 
made or maintained by a physician, psy¬ 
chiatrist. psychologist, school social 
worker, or other recognized professional 
or para-professlonal acting in his pro¬ 
fessional or para-professional capacity, 
or assisting in that capacity, and which 
arc made, maintained, or used only in 
treating the student, and are not avail¬ 
able to anyone other than persons pro¬ 
viding the treatment. However, such 
records can be personally reviewed by 
the appropriate professional or para- 
professlonal of the parent or eligible 
students choice. 

§ 36.3 Student right*. 

The regulations in this part do not 
prevent educational institutions from 
giving non-eligible students rights simi¬ 
lar to those given to parents and eligible 
students. Educational institutions may 
do so at their discretion. 

§ 36.4 A nmi.il noli lira lion of right*. 

<&) Each educational institution to 
which this part applies and which main¬ 
tains records on students shall inform 
parents or eligible students of the rights 
given them by this part. 

<b) In meeting the requirement in par¬ 
agraph (a) of this section, the educa¬ 
tional institution shall give notice to 
parents and eligible students at least 
annually of the following: 

(1) The types of education records 
and Information contained in them 
which are directly related to students 
and maintained by the institution. 

(2) The name and position of the 
official responsible for maintaining each 
type of record, the persons who have 
access to those records, and the purpose 
for which they have access. 

(3) The policies of the Institution for 
reviewing and expunging those records. 

(4) The procedures established by the 
Institution under f 36.5. 

(5> The procedures for challenging 
the content of education records in¬ 
cluding those In $ 36.10. 

(6) The cost, if any. which will be 
charged to the parent or eligible student 
for reproducing copies of records under 
5 36.5. 

(7) The categories of information 
which the institution has designated as 
"directory information" under t 36.20. 

(c) The notice given to a parent or 
eligible student under this section shall 
be in a language considered by the in¬ 
stitution to be understandable by the 
parent or eligible student.

Educational institutions shall give 
parents of students or eligible students. 


who are or have been in attendance at 
the institutions, access to student rec¬ 
ords, except as stated in § 36.6. 

§ 36.6 limitation* on ncer**. 

Educational institutions are not re¬ 
quired to make available to students the 
following materials: 

*a> Financial records of the parents of 
the student or any information con¬ 
tained in those records. 

Conndential letters and state¬ 
ments of recommendation, which were 
placed in any students record prior to 
January 1, 1975. and which are not used 
for purposes other than those for which 
they were specifically intended.

This Part docs not prevent educational 
institutions from destroying any records, 
if not otherwise prevented by law. How ¬ 
ever. access shall be granted under § 36.5 
before destroying student records where 
the parent or eligible student has re¬ 
quested access. Only records which are 
no longer relevant or necessary may be 
destroyed, subject to $ 36.23(c).

Each educational institution shall es¬ 
tablish appropriate procedures for 
granting a request by parents for access 
to the records of their children or by 
eligible students for access to their owm 
records within & reasonable period of 
time.

Upon the request of the educational in¬ 
stitution. the parent or eligible student, 
a hearing shall be conducted under the 
procedures adopted and published by the 
Institution. Such procedures shall include 
at least the following elements: 

(a) The hearing shall be conducted 
and decided within a reasonable period 
of time following the request for the 
hearing.

<b) Student records which are used In 
making any determination about any 
student shall be maintained with such 
accuracy, relevance, timeliness, and com¬ 
pleteness as is reasonably necessary to 
assure fairness to the student in making 
the determination. 

(c) Information which may be used in 
determining a student's rights, benefits, 
and privileges under Federal programs 
shall be collected directly from that stu¬ 
dent or his parents, to the greatest ex¬ 
tent practicable.

(a) Student records shall be main¬ 
tained with appropriate administrative, 
technical and physical safeguards to in¬ 
sure the security and confidentiality of 
records and to protect against any an¬ 
ticipated threats or hazards to their se¬ 
curity or integrity which could result in 
substantial harm, embarrassment, incon¬ 
venience, or unfairness to any individual 
on whom information is maintained. 

(b) When maintained In manual form, 
student records shall be maintained, at 
a minimum, subject to the following 
safeguards, or safeguards giving com¬ 
parable protection: 

(1) Areas in which the student records 
arc maintained or regularly used shall be 
posted with an appropriate warning 
stating that access to the records 1s lim¬ 
ited to authorized persons. The w r aming 
shall also summarize the requirements 
of § 36.23 and state that employees may 
bo subject to a criminal penalty for the 
unauthorized disclosure of student rec¬ 
ords. 

(2) During working hours, the area in 
which the student records are main¬ 
tained or regularly used shall be occu¬ 
pied by authorized personnel, or access 
to the student records shall be restricted 
by their storage in locked metal file cab¬ 
inets or a locked room. 

(3) During non-working hours, access 
to the student records shall be restricted 
by their storage in locked metal file cab¬ 
inets or a locked room. 

(4) Where a locked room te the 
method of security provided for a sys¬ 
tem, the educational Institution respon¬ 
sible for the system shall, no later than 
December 31. 1376. supplement that 
security by: 

(i) Providing lockable file cabinets or 
containers for the student records, or 

<ii) Changing the lock or locks for the 
room so that they may not be opened 
with a master key. For the purpose of 
this paragraph, a master te a key which 
may be used to open rooms other than 
the room containing student records un¬ 
less those rooms arc used by officials or 
employees authorized to have access to 
the student records. 

(c) When maintained in computerized 
form, student records shall be main¬ 
tained. at a minimum, subject to safe¬ 
guards based on those recommended in 
the National Bureau of Standards' book¬ 
let "Computer Security Guidelines for 


Implementing the Privacy Act of 1974" 
(May 30. 1975), and any supplements to 
It. which are adequate and appropriate 
to assure the Integrity of records in the 
system. 

<d> The education institution respon¬ 
sible for a system of student records shall 
be responsible for assuring that specific 
procedures are developed to assure that 
the student records in the system for 
which it te responsible are maintained 
with security meeting the regulations in 
this section. These procedures shall be 
In writing and shall be posted or other¬ 
wise periodically brought to the atten¬ 
tion of employees working with the stu¬ 
dent records contained in the system. 

§ 36.23 Conduct of rmplorr*. 

(a > Employees whose duties require 
handling of student records shall at all 
times, take care to protect the integrity, 
security and confidentiality of these rec¬ 
ords. 

<b) No employee of the educational 
institution may disclose student records 
unless disclosure te permitted under 
I 36.14 or made to the parent of the stu¬ 
dent or eligible student to whom the 
record pertains. 

No employee of the educational 
institution may alter or destroy a stu¬ 
dent record, unless: 

<i) Alteration or destruction 1s prop¬ 
erly undertaken in the course of the em¬ 
ployee’s regular duties, or 

(2) Alteration or destruction is re¬ 
quired by an authorized administrative 
decision or the decision of a court of com¬ 
petent Jurisdiction. 

<d> The educational institution re¬ 
sponsible for a system of student records 
shall be responsible for assuring that 
employees with access to the system are 
made aware of the requirements of this 
section.

Aimioamr: The provisions of this part

§ 232.1 Purpose. 

The purpose of this part is to prescribe 
policies and procedures whereby all rele¬ 
vant oil and gas data and information 
resulting from exploration, development, 
and production operations for oil and 
gas on the Outer Continental Shelf, that 
are provided to the Director, U.8. Geo¬ 
logical Survey, and ore subject to the 
constraints contained In § 252.6. may be 
made available to the Governors of af¬ 
fected States, and. upon request, to inter¬ 
ested local government executives. 

| 232.2 Definition*. 

As used in the regulations in this part: 

(a) Director. TTie Director of the 
United States Geologic^ Survey or his 
delegate. 

(b) Outer Continental Shelf. All sub¬ 
merged lands which lie sew&rd and out¬ 
side of the area of lands beneath navi¬ 
gable waters as defined in the Submerged 


Lands Act (43 U.S.C. 5! 1301 and 1302) 
of which the subsoil and seabed apper¬ 
tain to the United States and are subject 
to its jurisdiction and control. 

(c) Lease. The contract or agreement 
under which the leasehold rights are 
held by the lessee, or the land covered by 
the contract or agreement, whichever is 
required by the context. 

<d> Lessee. The party authorized by a 
lease, or an approved assignment there¬ 
of, to develop and produce the leased 
deposits in accordance with the regula¬ 
tions in Part 250 hereof, including all 
parties holding such authority by or 
through him. 

<e> Affected State means, with respect 
to any program, plan, lease sale, or other 
activity, proposed, conducted, or ap¬ 
proved pursuant to the provisions of the 
Outer Continental Shelf Lands Act, any 
State: 

(1) The laws of which are. pursuant 
to section 4<&>(2> of the Outer Contin¬ 
ental Lands Act, laws of the United 
States for the portion of the Outer Con¬ 
tinental Shelf on which such activity is. 
or is proposed to be, conducted: 

(2) Which is. or is proposed to be. di¬ 
rectly connected by transportation facil¬ 
ities to any artificial island or structure 
referred to In section 4(a)(1) of the 
Outer Continental Shelf Lands Act: 

(3) Which is receiving, or in accord¬ 
ance with the proposed activity will re¬ 
ceive. oil for processing, refining, or 
transshipment which was extracted from 
the OCS and transported by means of 
vessel; or by a combination of means 
including vessels: 

(4) Which is designated by the Sec¬ 
retary of the Interior as a State in which 
there is a substantial probability of 
significant impact on or damage to the 
coastal, marine, or human environment, 
or a State in which there will be signifi¬ 
cant changes in social, governmental, or 
economic Infrastructure, resulting from 
the exploration, development, and pro¬ 
duction of oil and gas anywhere on the 
Outer Continental Shelf; or 

(5) In which the Secretary of the In¬ 
terior finds that because of such activity 
there is. or will be. a significant risk of 
serious damage, due to factors such as 
prevailing winds and currents, to the 
marine and coastal environment in the 
event of any oil spill, blowout, or re¬ 
lease of oil or gas from vessels, pipe¬ 
lines, or other transshipment facilities. 

(f) The term '‘Governor*’ means the 
Governor of a State or the person or 
entity designated by, or pursuant to. 
State law to exercise the powers granted 
to such Governor relevant to the Outer 
Continental 8helf Lands Act or the 
Coastal Zone Management Act. 

(g) The term “exploration** means 
those activities performed as part of the 
process of searching for oil or natural 
gas. Such activities include (1) geo¬ 
physical surveys where magnetic, grav¬ 
ity. seismic, or other systems are used 
to detect or imply the presence of such 
resources; and (2) any drilling, whether 
on or off known geological structures, 
Including the drilling of a well In which 
a discovery of oil or natural gas in pay¬ 
ing quantities is made, the drilling of 


any additional delineation wells after 
such discovery is made when such welLs 
are needed to delineate reservoirs or are 
needed to enable the lessee to determine 
whether to proceed with development 
and production activities. 

<h) The term “development** means 
those activities which take place follow¬ 
ing discovery of oil or natural gas in pay¬ 
ing quantities. Said activities Include 
geophysical activity, drilling, platform 
construction, and construction and oper¬ 
ation of all near-shore and onshore sup¬ 
port facilities which are for the purpose 
of ultimately producing the resources 
discovered. 

(i) The term “production** means 
those activities which take place after 
successful completion of any means for 
the removal of resources, including such 
removal, field operations, transfer of oil, 
or natural gas to shore, operation moni¬ 
toring. maintenance, and work-over 
drilling. 

(j) Data. Facts and statistics or sam¬ 
ples which have not been analyzed or 
processed. 

(k) Analyzed geological information. 
Data which have been subjected to some 
analytical process such as identification 
of lithologic and fossil content, core 
analysis, laboratory analysis of physical 
and chemical properties, logs or charts 
of electrical, radioactive, sonic, and other 
well logs, and descriptions of hydrocar¬ 
bon show's or hazardous conditions. 

(l) Processed geophysical information 
Data which has been subjected to a 
change in form so as to facilitate inter¬ 
pretation. Processing operations may in¬ 
clude, but are not limited to, applying 
corrections for known perturbing causes, 
rearranging or filtering data, and com¬ 
bining or transferring data elements. 

(m> Interpreted geological informa¬ 
tion. Knowledge, often depicted in the 
form of maps and cross sections, devel¬ 
oped by determining the geological sig¬ 
nificance of data and analyzed geological 
information. 

(n) Interpreted geophysical informa¬ 
tion. Knowledge, often depicted in the 
form of maps and cross sections, devel¬ 
oped by determining the geological sig¬ 
nificance of geophysical data and proc¬ 
essed geophysical information. 

<o) Information. This term, used 
without a qualifying adjective, includes 
analyzed geological information, proc¬ 
essed geophysical information, inter¬ 
preted geophysical Information, and in¬ 
terpreted geological information. 

(p) Act The Outer Continental Shelf 
Lands Act. 67 Slat. 462, 

(43 US.C. Secs 1331-1343). 

§ 232.3 Oil and data sind informa¬ 
tion to Ik* provided. 

Any person conducting any activity 
which is conducted in the exploration 
for. or development or production of, oil 
and gas on the OCS shall make all data 
and information obtained or developed 
as a result of such activity, including 
geological and geophysical data, ana¬ 
lyzed geological data, processed geo¬ 
physical data, and Interpreted geological 
and geophysical information available to 
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the Oil and Oas Supervisor. U.S. Geo¬ 
logical Survey, for his inspection and re¬ 
view. and shall provide copies of such 
specific data And information and any 
interpretation of any such data and in¬ 
formation as the Supervisor my request.

Proposed Change in the Sulfur Content of 
Fuel Burned by Three Large Fuel Burn¬ 
ing Sources in the Southeastern Massa¬ 
chusetts Air Pollution Control District 

AGENCY: Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA). 

ACTION: Proposed rule. 

SUMMARY: The proposed revision to 
the Massachusetts Implementation Plan 
would permit three large fuel burning 
sources in the Southeastern Massachu¬ 
setts Air Pollution Control District 
(SEMAPCD) to bum approximately 2.2 
percent sulfur content residual fuel oil 
or its equivalent of approximately 1.4 
percent sulfur content coal until May 1, 
1978. These three sources presently bum 
residual oil with a maximum allowable 
sulfur content of approximately 1.0 per¬ 
cent. The Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering (the 
Massachusetts Department) submitted 


this revision pursuant to a state law 
which requires periodic review of the 
State Implementation Plan <SIP> to 
determine if any of the regulations are 
more stringent than necessary to attain 
and maintain National Ambient Air 
Quality Standards (NAAQS). 

DATES: Comments must be received on 
or before October 26. 1977.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 
On May 31. 1972 (37 FR 10872), pursuant 
to Section 110 of the Clean Air Act and 
40 CFR Part 51. the Administrator ap¬ 
proved. with exceptions, the Massachu¬ 
setts Implementation Plan for the at¬ 
tainment of NAAQS. 

On December 30, 1976, the Massachu¬ 
setts Secretary of Environmental Affairs 
submitted a revision to Regulation 5.1, 
'Sulfur Content of Fuels and Control 
Thereof.'* which would allow large fuel 
burning sources in the SEMAPCD to 
burn higher sulfur content fuel until 
May 1. 1978. Existing SIP regulations 
permitted the burning of fossil fuel with 
a sulfur content not in excess of 9.55 
pounds per million Btu heat release po¬ 
tential (approximately equivalent to 1 0 
percent sulfur content residual fuel oil 
by weight). The revision would permit 
fossil fuel utilization facilities having an 
energy input capacity rated at one hun¬ 
dred mUlion Btu per hour or greater to 
burn fossil fuel with a sulfur content not 
in excess of 1/11 pounds per million Btu 
heat release potential (approximately 
equivalent to 2.2 percent sulfur content 
residual fuel oil by weight) until May 1, 
1978. All other sources would continue 
to burn 1.0 percent sulfur content coil 
equivalent) fuel. The revision also would 
require that the use of the higher sulfur 
fuel by each source be approved, and a 
permit be granted by the Massachusetts 
Department prior to use. in order to In¬ 
sure that the NAAQS will not be violated. 

'Hie Massachusetts Department sub¬ 
mitted information pertaining to the 17 
sources located in the SEMAPCD which 
were in the size category under consid¬ 
eration to bum the higher sulfur fuel. 
On September 2. 1977 i42 FR 44235>. 
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EPA published final rulemaking which 
approved the use of the higher sulfur 
content fuel for 10 of the 17 sources, and 
disapproved its use for 4 of the 17 
sources. No action was taken on the re¬ 
maining 3 sources pending further evalu¬ 
ation of their air quality impart. These 
three sources arc: 

1. Harodite Finishing Company. Digh- 
ton 

2. Montaup Electric Company. Somer¬ 
set Station. Somerset 

3. New England Power Company, 
Brayton Point Station. Somerset 

In this Notice, the Administrator is 
proposing to approve the use of the 
higher sulfur content fuel for these three 
sources. The Massachusetts Department 
has agreed to incorporate certain condi¬ 
tions into the approval permits for these 
sources. A discussion of these conditions, 
as well as a summary of EPA's further 
evaluation of these three sources fol¬ 
lows: 

The SEMAPCD is the same geographic 
area as the Massachusetts portion of the 
Metropolitan Providence Interstate Air 
Quality Control Region (AQCR). EPA 
has designated the SEMAPCD as "at¬ 
tainment'* for sulfur dioxide <SCM 
standards, based on no recent violations 
of the primary or secondary NAAQS for 
SO, In this area. EPA has designated the 
SEMAPCD as "non-attainment" for 
total suspended particulates (TSP* 
standards, based on a primary 24-hour 
TSP violation and several secondary 24- 
hour T8P violations in the area. 

By a March 4, 1977 letter to the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Department. EPA officially 
notified the State of the non-attainment 
designation, and called upon the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Department to evaluate 
whether or not a more stringent SIP for 
TSP should be devised in order to attain 
standards. The results of that evalua¬ 
tion. together with any necessary 
changes in the SIP, will be submitted to 
EPA by November 1. 1978. However, this 
date may be extended to January 1, 1979. 
the date called for by the August 7, 1977 
amendments to the Clean Air Act. This 
plan will also contain provisions to Insure 
the maintenance of both the SO, and 
TSP air quality standards. 

Prior to final approval of this SIP re¬ 
vision. the Administrator must find that 
the revision will not allow any concen¬ 
tration of pollutants to exceed any 
NAAQS* Although the regulation which 
has been submitted for approval will di¬ 
rectly affect only the emission limitation 
for SO,, it Is believed that some addi¬ 
tional TSP emissions would result from 
the switch from 1 percent to 2.2 percent 
sulfur fuel. Accordingly. EPA has pro¬ 
jected the anticipated effects for both 
SO, and TSP in reviewing the impact of 
the proposed SIP revision. 


Discussion: Sulfur Dioxide 

The Agency’s present conclusions 
about the SO, impacts of each of three 
sources affected by this proposed SIP re¬ 
vision arc as follows: 

1. Harodite Finishing Company . TTie 
source presently has ml neaps on Its 
stacks. The Massa chusetts Department, 
using the PTMTP model, predicted that 
this source could cause SO; standards 
violations if the raincaps on its stacks 
prevent plume rise; without the raincaps. 
modeling predicts that this source could 
burn 2.2 percent sulfur content residual 
fuel oil without causing violations of any 
NAAQS. The Massachusetts Department 
has agreed to require the removal of the 
raincaps as a permit condition for burn¬ 
ing higher sulfur fuel. 

2. A funtaup Electric Company . Somer¬ 
set Station. The Massachusetts Depart¬ 
ment submitted modeling performed by a 
private contractor using a proprietary 
model which predicted the plant would 
cause violations of the primary 24-hour 
SO, standard, both when operating by 
itself and when Interacting with the 
Brayton Point Station. The Massachu¬ 
setts Department has agreed that, as a 
condition of Its permit to Somerset Sta¬ 
tion, it will require that no more than 
75 percent of the plant capacity be used 
in any day. thus reducing the modeled 
concentrations below the standards for 
both the single source and interaction 
cases. EPA therefore projects that no SOi 
violation would occur. 

3. Hew England Power Company f 
Brayton Point Station . The previously 
mentioned proprietary modeling study 
predicted that the Brayton Point Station 
would not cause any violations of the 
primary or secondary NAAQS for SO.. 
However, in a supplementary modeling 
analysis using the CR8TER model. EPA 
predicted that Brayton P^int Station, 
interacting with the Duro Finishing 
Company <Duro) plant in Fall River, 
might contribute to viofetfons of the 24- 
hour SO standard. However, interpreta¬ 
tion of modeling results in the vicinity 
of Duro is complicated by local topogra¬ 
phy and micro-meteorology. The impact 
of the Duro plant itself Is clear: the 
model predicts the plant will cause vio¬ 
lations of the primary and secondary 
NAAQS for SO, while burning fuel in 
compliance with the existing SIP emis¬ 
sion regulations (i.e., 1 percent sulfur 
content residua] oil). Duro Finishing 
Company was previously disapproved 
from burning high sulfur fuel (42 FR 
44235), and was referred to the Massa¬ 
chusetts Department for further evalua¬ 
tion became of predicted ambient air 
quality violations under the present SIP. 
Interaction of the plumes from the Duro 
and Brayton Point plants such as to 
cause a violation of the primary 24-hour 
SO, standard is predicted by the modi¬ 
fied PTMTP model to occur under mod¬ 


erate to strong northwesterly winds 
(wind blowing from direction of Brayton 
to Duro> and under slightly unstable to 
neutral stability conditions. EPA feeLs 
that sufficient uncertainty exists as to 
the probability of a violation occurring, 
that the SIP revision herein proposed 
can be approved. The Massachusetts De¬ 
partment has agreed to require the lo¬ 
cation of a monitor at the point where 
maximum impact from the plume inter¬ 
action of the Brayton and Duro plants 
is predicted to occur by EPA. EPA be¬ 
lieves that should the monitoring indi¬ 
cate the existence of a violation, ade¬ 
quate authority exists in 8cctlon 121 of 
the recent Cleon Air Act Amendments to 
enable the state to require an increase in 
Duro's stock height if necessary to cor¬ 
rect such a violation. EPA further be¬ 
lieves that the public health would be 
adequately protected since the Brayton 
Point Station would be required by the 
Massachusetts Deportment to perma¬ 
nently switch back to the lower sulfur 
fuel if the monitor measures one excur¬ 
sion over the level of the primary 24- 
hour standard and emissions from Bray¬ 
ton Point are shown to contribute to the 
excursion. Thus, no violation of the pri¬ 
mary standard, being the second such 
excursion, would be allowed to occur. 

As an additional condition of approval 
for these three sources, the Massachu¬ 
setts Department has agreed to require 
the establishment of a network of TSP 
and continuous ambient SO, monitors at 
specified locations in the vincinity of the 
facilities eligible to burn the higher sul¬ 
fur content fuel as necessary. Exceed¬ 
ance of any NAAQS for 80. or TSP re¬ 
corded by any monitor would be grounds 
for an immediate and permanent return 
to the use of lower sulfur fuel by the 
source Involved, as determined by the 
Massachusetts Department and EPA on 
a case by case basis. 

Discussion : Total Suspended 
Particulates 

Although the SIP revision herein pro¬ 
posed does not permit an increase in the 
particulate emission limitation under the 
SIP. EPA believes that use of fuel with 
22 percent sulfur content could cause up 
to 50 percent higher particulate emis¬ 
sions than use of 1.0 percent sulfur con¬ 
tent fuel. It is also believed that increased 
TSP loadings in the atmosphere may 
result from secondary aerosol forma¬ 
tions. The Massachusetts Department 
will require stack testing in connection 
with the conversion to higher sulfur fuel, 
as a condition to the sources' permits to 
bum such fuel. None of the sources for 
which approval Is being granted will be 
permitted to continue burning higher 
sulfur content fuel If the source lias par¬ 
ticulate emissions in excess of the emis¬ 
sion limitation contained in the present 
SIP. 
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Particulate emissions at the present 
time, with sources burning 1 percent sul¬ 
fur fuel, are below the level permitted by 
the SIP (now permitted to be up to .12 
pounds per million BTU). Burning 2.2 
percent fuel would result in source emis¬ 
sions at or Just below the permitted level. 
Tiie sources are legally permitted to bum 
at this higher level at the present time; 
tills condition would remain unaffected 
by the proposed 8IP revision. These pro¬ 
jected particulate increases are an issue 
because the Brayton Point and Somer¬ 
set plumes contribute to the TSP 
loadings in areas of the City of Fall 
River where TSP violations have been 
occurring. 

Monitoring data for 1975 and 1976 
show 16 days when TSP levels exceeded 
the national secondary ambient air 
quality standard of 150 micrograms per 
cubic meter. On three of those days TSP 
levels exceeded the primary TSP stand¬ 
ard of 260 micrograms per cubic meter. 
These readings resulted in one violation 
of the primary standard in 1976 and 
eleven violations of the secondary stand¬ 
ard in 1975 and 1976. 

EPA has concluded that the ten in¬ 
stances of levels above the secondary 
standard recorded in 1975 would not be 
representative of actual conditions in the 
area of Brayton Point for the purposes of 
evaluating the impact of this SIP revi¬ 
sion. primarily because both Brayton 
Point (Units No. 1. No. 2. and No. 3). and 
Somerset Station (Unit No. 8) were given 
temporary suspensions permitting them 
to bum coal during all or a portion 
(varying from unit to unit) of the period 
in which the exceedances were recorded. 
Emissions from those units were far 
higher in TSP during the coal-burning 
period due to the ash content (approxi¬ 
mately 15 percent for Brayton and 10 
percent for Somerset) of the fuel and 
the fact that both plants were allowed 
to exceed the SIP emission limitation 
during the period. Accordingly. EPA’s 
analysis of the projected air quality im¬ 
pact of this SIP revision is based on 
1976 data. The following table shows the 
dates, monitoring sites and TSP levels 
involved;

EPA lias performed laboratory anal¬ 
yses of each of the hi-vol filters showing 
exceedances of TSP standards during 
1976. The results of these analyses are 
available in the form of a technical re¬ 
port entitled “Evaluation and Validation 
of Total Suspended Particulate NAAQS 
Exceedances, Pall River. Mass.. 1975-76“ 
which will be made available upon re¬ 


quest at the Regional address shown 
above. The laboratory analyses consisted 
of optical microscopy performed by a 
consultant, as well as x-ray fluorescence 
spectography and chemical analyses per¬ 
formed by EPA. By using these methods, 
EPA was able to identify not only the 
elemental chemical composition of the 
material in the filters (i.e.. Iron, nickel, 
etc.) but also to characterize the physi¬ 
cal state in which the elements appeared 
(i.e.. sand particles, soot, fly ash. etc.). 
EPA also checked the dates on which the 
City of Fall River was sanding, sweeping 
or salting in the vicinity of the monitor¬ 
ing sites and obtained samples from the 
City’s sand storage area for comparison 
purposes. EPA also reviewed meteoro¬ 
logical data for each day In question. 
This evidence tends to suggest that the 
chemical and physical properties of the 
material found on the filters matches the 
properties of the material taken from 
the City’s sand piles. The optical micro¬ 
scopic analysis, though subjective, at¬ 
tempted to distinguish between soot 
(caused by low temperature combustion 
sources) and fly ash (caused by high 
temperature combustion sources such as 
power plants) and concluded that low 
levels of fly ash (ranging from 3.8 per¬ 
cent to 12.1 percent) are present Thus, 
power plants contributed at most only a 
fraction of the filter loadings. Further, 
while the fuels used at Brayton Point 
and Somerset contain relatively high 
levels of nickel and vanadium, the anal¬ 
yses showed low levels of both on the 
filters. Finally, meteorological data on 
the days in question showod that on only 
one day (June 11, 1976) of the days 
showing violations of the secondary 
standard was the wind blowing within 
30" from the direction of Brayton Point, 
and on only two days «February 9 and 
April 9. 1976) was the wind blowing 
within 30" from the direction of 
Somerset. 

From the above, EPA has concluded 
that the non-attainment status of the 
SEMAPCD is due principally to road 
sanding operations plus wind-caused re- 
entrainment of sand and other mate¬ 
rials. Nevertheless, as indicated by the 
presence of fly ash in the analysis de¬ 
scribed above, it can be concluded that 
the two power stations affected by the 
SIP revision do contribute to the prob¬ 
lem. Consequently, though EPA believes 
the problem would persist even if both 
power plants were not in operation. 
Justification exists for continuing to re¬ 
quire stringent levels of TSP control at 
both plants. 

As to projected particulate levels asso¬ 
ciated with the burning of higher sulfur 
fuels, it is EPA's belief, subject to the re¬ 
sults of the State’s TSP study, a pro¬ 
jected EPA Region I study on particulate 
nonattainment, as well as other pro¬ 
jected and ongoing national studies 
identifying particulate control measures 
for both traditional (stationary) and 


non-traditional sources (including road 
dust reentrainment), that such incre¬ 
mental amounts could be more than off¬ 
set by reductions in TSP levels obtained 
through better controls over sanding and 
sweeping. In furtherance of this, EPA 
has required that the Massachusetts De¬ 
partment demonstrate progress towards 
the development of the TSP attainment 
plan due in November. 1978, which plan 
would Include measures recommended by 
the above mentioned studies. In order 
to assure this. EPA will carefully monitor 
the development of this plan by the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Department. The failure of 
the Massachusetts Department to satis¬ 
factorily demonstrate progress towards 
the development or submission of the 
plan as scheduled could impact on the 
time required to review the terms for a 
permanent SIP revision after expira¬ 
tion of this temporary revision in May. 
1978. 

The Massachusetts Department will 
require particulute stack testing for i ll 
sources permitted to burn the higher 
sulfur fuel and will work wtih EPA in 
requiring sulfate testing as nccessar;* 
The existing opacity and particulate 
emission limitation will continue to be 
enforced by both the Massachusetts De¬ 
partment and EPA. Any source exceed¬ 
ing such particulate regulations will be 
subject to State and EPA enforcement 
action, and will not be permitted to con¬ 
tinue burning higher sulfur fuel. In addi¬ 
tion. the Massachusetts Department has 
broad authority to require the source.** to 
collect and analyze additional data in¬ 
cluding sulfate and meteorological da«a. 
and will work with EPA in requiring such 
data as necessary. 

The Administrator’s decision to ap¬ 
prove or disapprove this SIP revision 
will be based on whether it meets the 
requirements of sections 110f&)<2)<A> 
and 110(a)(3) of the Clean Air Act. as 
amended, and EPA regulations in 40 
CFR Part 51. This revision is being pro¬ 
posed pursuant to sections 110(a) and 
301 of the Clean Air Act. as amended (42 
UBC. 1857-<5) <a> and 1857(g)). The 
EPA solicits comments regarding the ap- 
provability of the regulations being con¬ 
sidered, especially comments relating to 
particulate matter consequences and the 
proposed means of assuring attainment 
of the SO; standards in the vicinity of 
the Duro Finishing plant. 

It is therefore proposed to amend 40 
CFR Part 52 in the manner set t£rth 
below.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 
This proposed rulemaking Is being issued 
under the authority of section 5 of the 
Outer Continental Shelf Lands Act (43 
U.S.C. 1334), It specifies the types and 
kind of information that the Bureau of 
Land Management will moke available 
to States affected by activities on the 
Outer Continental Shelf and the condi¬ 
tions under which such information will 
be provided. This information Is needed 
so the affected States can determine the 


impact the OCS programs will have and 
can plan accordingly. 

The public's attention is specifically 
directed to section 3301.8(c) of these 
proposed regulations, which provides 
that the Department shall keep confi¬ 
dential the names of the particular par¬ 
ties nominating particular tracts, in 
order not to compromise the competitive 
position of any party. This provision is 
very similar to one include^ in the OCS 
Lands Act Amendments of 1977 now be¬ 
ing considered by Congress. We concur 
with the approach taken In S. 9. os ap¬ 
propriate to not compromising competi¬ 
tive positions and to preserving for the 
Federal owners of the resource full ac¬ 
cess to tract-specific industry estimates 
of where the most promising oil and gas 
prospects are located. This is a different 
approach than that adopted by the De¬ 
partment in the case of cool, where in¬ 
dustry nominations have been made 
public. The difference reflects differences 
In tiie two situations—in the case of cool, 
industry interest Is substantially known 
already as a result of acquisition of sur¬ 
face rights or adjacent cool, and the gov¬ 
ernment has considerably more informa¬ 
tion on the location of the resource than 
It does on the Outer Continental Shelf, 
also, owners of private surface overlying 
Federal cool have an interest In learning 
the identity of nominators which Is not 
paralleled by any interest in the OCS.

Comments in opposition 
to the petition were filed by the Interna¬ 
tional Taxicab Association (ITA>. FIT 
filed reply comments. 

3. In support of the petiUon. FIT states 
that licensing in the Forest Products 
Radio Service in recent years has experi¬ 
enced rapid growth In the pacific north¬ 
west and south- 1 It is argued that such 
growth has caused severe frequency 
crowding aud congestion in these two 
areas. Compl icati ng the matter further, 
according to FIT. is the fact that in the 
northwest along the U.S./Canadian bor¬ 
der. Canadian operation has precluded 
the use of a number of Forest Products 
channels while in the south. Shortages 
are experienced because of the required 
sharing of frequencies with the Petro¬ 
leum and Manufacturers Radio Services, 
both heavy users In that area. FIT con¬ 
cludes that since most of Forest Products 
radio use is rural In nature and Taxicab 
use ts predominately located In and 
around urban areas, some sort of inter¬ 
service geographic sharing plan would 
be the logical approach to relieving the 
congestion in these areas. 

4. ITA opposes the petition. It argues 
that FIT does not present any channel 
usage data to document its claims of 
frequency congestion. In addition. It 
states that FIT'S assumption that taxi¬ 
cab usage is limited to urban areas is not 
factual and notes. "Taxicab Radio Serv¬ 
ice licensees make exceptionally intensive 
use of their frequencies to the point 
where any sharing is difficult/' 

5 We have carefully considered the 
petitioner's request along with comments 
filed and have concluded that the public 
interest would be best served by making 
additional use of 450 MHz band taxicab 
frequencies, however, only in the more 
rural areas of the country. Such use 
would afford some relief to the petitioner. 
However, for the reasons summarized 
below we are denying the request for 
shared use of the 150 MHz band frequen¬ 
cies. 

6. The six taxicab frequency pairs 
sought by FTT are tertiary frequencies, 
that is to say frequencies separated from 
the next assignable frequency by only 
15 kHz. The 15 kHz adjacencies in this 
case, are available in the Business Radio 
Service in areas outside standard metro¬ 
politan areas of 50.000 or more popula¬ 
tion. As business entities, forest indus¬ 
tries are eligible to use these frequencies 
on the same basis as other ellgibles in the 
Business Radio Service. Further, while 
in all of the other private land mobile 
services (Parts 89. 91. and 93) assign¬ 
ments with 15 kHz separation are made 
in the 150-160 MHz band. 30 kHz separa¬ 
tions are required in the Business Radio 
Service. The reasons for this are dis¬ 
cussed in the Commission's Report and 
Order in Docket 17703 (FCC 71-606* and 
Order in Docket 13930 <FCC 72-312). 
Basically. 15 kHz assignments require 
close coordination to assure sufficient 
geographical separation between systems 
on 15 kHz adjacencies. In these proceed-

Inga, the Commission concluded that this 
was not practical In the Business Radio 
Service. The same rationale applies here. 

7. The twelve 450 MHz. band frequency 
pairs asked for in the petition are avail¬ 
able for taxicab base/mobile operations 
nationwide, and on a secondary* basis for 
fixed operations under Parts 89 and 91. 
We have carefully examined the loading 
on these frequencies and find that they 
are not used extensively for taxicab op¬ 
erations outside of population centers. 

It appears that some of the stated re¬ 
quirements of the petitioner's members 
could be satisfied on these frequencies 
without seriously affecting existing or 
future taxicab use. Accordingly, we pro¬ 
pose to grant this portion of the petition. 
We are. therefore, proposing to make the 
twelve taxicab frequency pairs* in the 
450-470 MHz band available for assign¬ 
ment for baae/mobile operations in the 
Forest Products Radio Service in the 
states of Washington, Oregon. Idaho, 
and Montana in areas outside standard 
metropolitan areas of 50.000 or more 
population. A list of those areas is at¬ 
tached.* In those areas, the frequencies, 
as before, will be available for taxicab 
operations. To keep taxicab users on par 
with Forest Products operations in these 
more rural areas, the maximum trans¬ 
mitter output power will be limited to 
what is permitted under Part 93, 75 

8. We realize this action will impact 
secondary use of these base/moblle fre¬ 
quencies under Parts 89 and 91 in these 
four states. However, with the number of 
other frequencies available for fixed use. 
we do not anticipate any problems * 

9. Accordingly, the PIT petition is 
granted to the extent indicated above 
and in all other respects is denied. 

10. Authority for these proposed 
amendments, as set forth in the Appen¬ 
dix. is contained in Sections 4(1) and 
303*r* of the Communications Act of 
1934. as amended. 

11. Pursuant to applicable procedures 
set forth In Section 1.419 of the Com¬ 
mission’s Rules, interested persons may 
file comments on or before October 31. 
1977. and reply comments on or before 
November 10. 1977. All relevant and 
timely comments will be considered by 
the Commission before final action is 
taken in this proceeding. In reaching its 
decision, the Commission may also take 
into account other relevant information 
before It. in addition to the specific com¬ 
ments invited by this Notice.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 
In connection with construction of the 
Trans-Alaska Pipeline System, the Al- 
yeska Pipeline Service Co. (Alyeskat 
twice requested waivers from compliance 
with the general requirements of { 105.- 
218 for a total of eight girth welds. The 
information furnished by Alyeska in sup¬ 
port of their requests and by wielding 
engineering experts outside the govern¬ 
ment. supported MTB’s granting (41 FR 
38202. September 9. 1976. and 42 FR 
42943, August 25, 1977 > the requested 
waivers. In addition to finding that the 
w aivers were not inconsistent with pipe¬ 
line safety and were in the public in¬ 
terest, MTB concluded that the require¬ 
ment of ( 195.218 does not appear nec¬ 
essary for safety. Because of the signifi¬ 
cance of these decisions and their Impact 
on pipelines to be constructed by others. 
MTB is considering removing the re¬ 
quirement of t 195.218 from 49 CFR Part 
195. MTB is of the opinion that the ad¬ 
vancement of technology for pipe manu¬ 
facturing and pipe welding has made ob¬ 
solete the need to offset the longitudinal 
seam wh en w elding lengths of pipe to¬ 
gether. MTB’s opinion Is based upon the 
following reasons: 

1. The ductility of the pipe and girth 
weld metals presently in general use pro¬ 
vides for localized yielding where high 
residual stresses may exist and thereby 
prevents fracture initiation and failure 
of the weld. (Section 195.218 was adopted 
when pipe and weld materials in gen¬ 
eral use were less ductile than materials 
in general use at present.) 

2. The similarity of mechanical prop¬ 
erties between the girth weld and pipe 
metals that are presently in general use 
minimizes the likelihood of any concen¬ 
tration of residual stresses existing at 
the Intersection of welds and surround¬ 
ing heat affected zone. 

3. The fact that longitudinal seams are 
ground flush with the inside pipe cir¬ 
cumference at the Joint mitigates the 
likelihood of any concentration of resid¬ 
ual stresses caused by excess metal at the 
intersection of welds.

SUMMARY: The Service issues a pro¬ 
posed rulemaking pursuant to the En¬ 
dangered Species Act of 1973. which 
would reclassify from Endangered status 
to Threatened status the greenback‘cut¬ 
throat trout ( Salmo clarki stomias ). 
Conservation effort* by State and Fed¬ 
eral agencies on behalf of this species 
have restored it to the point where it 
is no longer endangered. Threats from 
hybridization and habitat alteration 
exist but are not serious enough to re¬ 
quire an Endangered status; they do in¬ 
dicate. however, that the trout is 
Threatened. The greenback cutthroat 
trout occurs only in Colorado and this 
proposed rulemaking would permit the 
species to be taken in accordance with 
the laws of that State.

Background 

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION; 

The greenback cutthroat trout is cur¬ 
rently classified as an endangered spe¬ 
cies. It was originally listed as endan¬ 
gered under the Endangered Species 
Conservation Act of 1969. and evidence 
on hand at that time Indicated that it 
was endangered due to competition from 
hybridization with introduced species of 
trout and deterioration of its habitat. 
We now have evidence that the green¬ 
back cutthroat trout is no longer en¬ 
dangered as defined by the Endangered 
Species Act of 1973 and should be re¬ 
classified as Threatened. 

Greenback cutthroat trout populations 
have been located or reintroduced in a 
number of waters within its former 
range in the headwaters of the South 
Platte and Arkansas River drainages, 
and efforts to eliminate introduced 
species of trout In selected areas which 
could hybridize with the greenback cut¬ 
throat trout are succeeding. The green¬ 
back cutthroat trout is not presently in 
clanger of extinction throughout all or a 
significant portion of its range. 

Section 4<a> of the Act states: 

General.—(1) The Secretary ahAli by regu¬ 
lation determine whether any species la an 
endangered spec lea or a threatened a jh*c lew 
because ol any of the following factor*: 

(1) The present or threatened destruction, 
modification, or curtailment of Its habitat 
or range: 

(2) OvcruUUzation for commercial, sport¬ 
ing. scientific, or educational purposes; 

(3) Disease or predation; 

(4) The Inadequacy of existing regulatory 
mechanisms; or 

(6) Other natural or manmade factors 
affecting its continued existence. 

This authority has been delegated to 
the Director. 

Summary or Factors Affecting 
tux Species 

Specifically, we have evidence that 
conditions (1) and (5) above are perti¬ 
nent to determination that the green¬ 
back cutthroat trout be classed as 
threatened. 

<1) The present or threatened de¬ 
struction. modification . or curtailment 
of its habitat or range. The greenback 
cutthroat trout is less tolerant of ad¬ 
verse conditions than ore other trouts 
such as brown trout or rainbow trout. 
Optimum conditions of oxygen, temper¬ 
ature. water purity, etc., from the green¬ 
back cutthroat trout appear to be more 
stringent than for other trouts. The 
original distribution of the greenback 
cutthroat trout was the headwaters of 
the South Platte and Arkansas River 
basins. Permanent populations were re¬ 
stricted to the mountains and foothiUs 
because the warm, turbid conditions in 


the South Platte and Arkansas Rivers in 
the plains did not provide suitable hnbi- 
tat. The extirpation of the greenback 
cutthroat trout proceeded very rapidly 
due to competition and hybridization 
with introduced trouts and loss and 
degradation of habitat from mining, 
logging, grazing, and irrigation projects. 
By 1930, the greenback cutthroat trout 
in it* pure form was commonly assumed 
to be extinct. 

Protection of presently occupied habi¬ 
tat varies. Como Creek and Black Hol¬ 
low Creek are on Roosevelt National 
Forest lands with the exception of a 
few hundred yards of the head of Como 
Creek, which is on the grounds of the 
Arctic and Alpine Research Institute of 
the University of Colorado. Bear Lake. 
Forest Canyon. Hidden Valley, and Cad¬ 
dis Lake are on lands of the Rocky 
Mountains National Park; Island Lake 
and the Boulder Watershed Lakes are on 
land owned by the City of Boulder. The 
headwaters of the Little South Platte 
River is on Roosevelt National Forest 
and Rocky Mountain National Park. 
South Huerfano Creek is on a private 
ranch surrounded by San Isabel Na¬ 
tional Forest and Florence Creek is on 
the Uintah and Ouray Indian Reserva¬ 
tions. The habitats on public lands ap¬ 
pear to be safe from degradation. Waters 
on private land either known to contain 
greenback cutthroat trout or in the his¬ 
toric range and possibly containing un¬ 
discovered populations continue to be 
threatened by habitat destruction due to 
logging, mining, grazing, or water de¬ 
velopment projects. 

(5) Other natural or manmade fac¬ 
tors affecting its continued existence. 
The greenback cutthroat trout Is not 
likely to coexist successfully with other 
species of trout. The introduction of 
nonnativc trout within the range of the 
greenback cutthroat trout presents the 
most serious threat to its continued ex¬ 
istence, Hybridization usually occurs 
with other subspecies of cutthroat trout 
and with rainbow* trout. Eastern brook 
trout do not hybridize with greenback 
cutthroat trout wherever the two species 
occur together. Introduction of norma¬ 
tive trout into greenback cutthroat habi¬ 
tat by fishermen is a threat to the spe¬ 
cies, as is destruction of barrier dams. 

In spite of the above problems, there 
is evidence that the greenback cutthroat 
trout would benefit from regulated tak¬ 
ing by noncommercial fishing In some 
areas. Regulated fishing on streams and 
lakes which have reached their carry¬ 
ing capacity would be beneficial to the 
population and Increases public support 
for further restoration projects on pub¬ 
lic lands 

The Director intends that finally 
adopted rules be as responsive as possi¬ 
ble to the conservation of the greenback 
cutthroat trout; he therefore desires to 
obtain the comments and suggestions of 
the public, other concerned governmen¬ 
tal agencies, and private interests on 
these proposed rules. 
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Pinal promulgation of these regula¬ 
tions will take Into consideration the 
comments received by the Director 8uch 
comments and additional Information 
received may lead the Director to adopt 
Anal regulations that differ from this 
proposal 

Effect or the Rulemaking 

The effects of this determination and 
rulemaking include, but are not neces¬ 
sarily limited to, those discussed below. 

Endangered species regulations al¬ 
ready published in Title 50 of the Code of 
Federal Regulations set forth a series of 
general prohibitions and exceptions 
which apply to all endangered species. 
All of these prohibitions and exceptions 
also apply to any threatened species un¬ 
less a special rule pertaining to the 
threatened species has been published 
and indicates otherwise. In the case of 
the greenback cutthroat, a special regu¬ 
lation has been proposed which would 
allow •take" of the species in accordance 
with 8tate laws. 

This proposed rulemaking, if finalized, 
would not change the eligibility of the 
greenback cutthroat trout for the pro¬ 
tection provided by section 7 of the Ad 
That section reads as follows: 

iMTOAGrtrcY Cooperation 

The Secretary shall review other program* 
administered by him and uUlise auch pro¬ 
grams In furtherance of the purposes of this 
Act. All other Federal departments and 
agencies shall, in consultation with and with 
the assistance of the Secretary, utilise their 
authorities In furtherance of the purposes 
of this Act by carrying out programs for the 
conservation of endangered species and 
threatened species luted pursuant to section 
4 of this Act and by taking such action nec¬ 
essary to Insure that actions authorized, 
funded, or carried out by them do not Jeop¬ 
ardize the continued existence of such en¬ 
dangered species and threatened species or 
result In the destruction or modification of 
habitat of such species which is determined 
by the Secretary, after consultation a a ap¬ 
propriate with the affected States, to be 
critical. 

Although no Critical Habitat has yet 
been determined for this species, the 
other provisions of section 7 are appli¬ 
cable. 


Pursuant to section 4(b) of the Act, 
the Director will notify the Governor of 
Colorado, with respect to this proposal 
and request the comments and recom¬ 
mendations before making final deter¬ 
minations. 

Public Comments Solicited 

The Director intends that the rules 
Anally adopted will be as accurate and 
effective as possible in the conservation 
of any Endangered or Threatened spe¬ 
cies. Therefore, any comments or sug¬ 
gestions from the public, other concerned 
governmental agencies, the scientific 
community, industry, private interest* or 
any other interested party concerning 
any aspect of these proposed rules are 
hereby solicited. Comments particularly 
are sought concerning: 

(1) Biological or other relevant data 
concerning any threat (or lack thereof) 
to the greenback cutthroat trout;

LIMITEO (BCAL) 

Order To Show Cause 

Adopted by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board at its office in Washington. D.C. 
on the 19th day of September. 1977. 

Pursuant to Order 73-333 approved 
March 9, 1973, British Caledonian Air¬ 
ways Limited (BCAL) was granted a 
foreign air carrier permit authorizing it 
to engage in scheduled air service be¬ 
tween the coterminal points London and 
Manchester. England, and Prestwick. 
Scotland, and the terminal point New 
York; and between London. England, the 
intermediate point Chicago, Illinois, and 
the terminal point Los Angeles, Cali¬ 
fornia. On November 19. 1976, BCAL re¬ 
quested amendment of its permit to en¬ 
able it to operate foreign air transporta¬ 
tion between points in the United King¬ 
dom and Atlanta, Georgia, and Houston. 
Texas. The authority* requested was not 
contemplated under the then existing Air 
Services Agreement between the United 
States and the United Kingdom. An 
answer in support of BCAL's application 
was filed by the City of Houston, and 
Delta Airlines has filed a petition for 
leave to intervene. 

On August 1.1977. the British Govern¬ 
ment designated BCAL to serve UJC. 
Routes 4 and 11 (Atlanta/Houston com¬ 
bination and All-Cargo services) con¬ 
tained in the new U8.-U.K. Air Services 
Agreement signed July 23,1977. As noted. 
BCAL's application for amendment of its 
foreign air carrier permit to Include au¬ 
thority to operate between points in the 
United Kingdom and Atlanta, Georgia, 
and Houston. Texas, had been filed prior 
to signing of the new Agreement. 

In view of the fact that BCAL has 
previously been granted a foreign air 
carrier permit by the Board (for New 
York/Chlcago/Los Angeles authority). 
and that the United Kingdom has now 
designated the carrier to operate the 
Atlanta and Houston services under the 


new Agreement, we see no valid reason 
to conduct lengthy hearings to amend 
BCAL's permit in accordance with the 
Agreement and the current UK. desig¬ 
nation. On at least two past occasions 
(Dockets 24509 and 23972). the Board 
found that BCAL was substantially 
owned and effectively controlled by citi¬ 
zens of the United Kingdom, that it was 
financially and operationally fit, and 
that it was in the public interest to grant 
BCAL's requests for transatlantic au¬ 
thority. We are aware of no changes 
In BCAL's structure or operations which 
would require us to modify those find¬ 
ings. 

BCAL’s currently outstanding foreign 
air carrier permit authority Is based on 
a designation to serve New York. Chi¬ 
cago, and Los Angeles. BCAL does not 
now operate scheduled services under its 
current permit. Moreover, BCAL's rights 
to operate to those points under the re¬ 
vised bilateral Air Transport Services 
Agreement will expire if it is not desig¬ 
nated under the new Agreement to pro¬ 
vide all or part of the rights contained 
In its present permit by November 1. 
1977. The Government of the United 
Kingdom has not expressed its inten¬ 
tions with regard to BCAL's present op¬ 
erating authority. It would not be in 
the public interest to leave such au¬ 
thority outstanding in an amended per¬ 
mit should BCAL's rights under the new 
bilateral to operate its presently au¬ 
thorized scheduled services terminate. 
Accordingly, we will provide in the 
amendment permit that BCAL's author¬ 
ity to serve New York. Chicago, and Los 
Angeles will terminate if. and to the ex¬ 
tent that. BCAL Is not designated by the 
United Kingdom to serve these points 
on or prior to November 1. 1977. This 
would place BCAL’s permit authority in 
conformance with the new U.S.-U.K. 
Agreement. 

In view of the foregoing and all the 
facts of record, the Board tentatively 
finds and concludes that: 

(a) British Caledonia Airways Lim¬ 
ited (BCAL) Is substantially owned and 
effectively controlled by citizens of the 
United Kingdom. 

(b) It is in the public interest to 
amend the foreign air carrier permit 
issued to BCAL pursuant to Order 73- 
3-33; 

(1) To authorize the carrier, subject 
to conditions, to engage In foreign air 
transportation with respect to persons, 
property and mail between the cotermi¬ 
nal points London and Manchester, Eng¬ 
land. and Prestwick. Scotland, and the 
cotermlnal points Houston, Texas, and 
Atlanta, Georgia: and 

(U) To provide for termination of the 
currently outstanding authority of the 
carrier to serve New York, Chicago and 
Los Angeles on November 1, 1977; Pro¬ 
vided, That such authority shall con¬ 
tinue In effect if. but only to the extent 
that, on or prior to November 1. 1977, 
the holder is designated by the United 
Kingdom Government to exercise such 
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rights, or a part thereof, pursuant to 
the air services agreement between the 
United States and the United Kingdom, 
effective July 23.1977. 

(c) The public interest requires that 
the exercise of the privileges granted by 
such amended permit shall be subject to 
the terms, conditions and limitations 
contained in the specimen form of per¬ 
mit attached to this Order and to such 
other reasonable terms, conditions and 
limitations required by the public as may 
from tlme-to-time be prescribed by the 
Board. 

(d) BCAL is fit. willing and able prop¬ 
erly to perform the above-described for¬ 
eign air transportation, and to conform 
to the provisions of the Act and the rules, 
regulations* * and requirements of the 
Board thereunder. 

(e> A hearing on the application of 
BCAL is not required in the public In¬ 
terest. 

(f) Except to the extent granted* the 
application of BCAL, and all other re¬ 
quests in this proceeding should be 
denied. 

The Board further tentatively finds. In 
view of the limited services proposed 
pursuant to rights granted in the bi¬ 
lateral agreement previously entered In¬ 
to. that amendment of BCAL's foreign 
air carrier permit would not constitute a 
“major” Federal action significantly af¬ 
fecting the quality of the environment 
within the meaning of section 102(2) (C) 
of the National Environmental Policy Act 
of 1969 (NEPA). Similarly, we tenta¬ 
tively find that our action would not be 
inconsistent with the policy objectives of 
the Energy Policy and Conservation Act 
of 1975 (EPACA). 1 

All Interested persons will be given 15 
days following the date of service of this 
order to show cause why the tentative 
findings and conclusions set forth here¬ 
in should not be made final. Wc expect 
such persons to dlrecttheir objections, if 
any. to specific issues and to support 
such objections with detailed analyses.

Order Relating to North Atlantic Passenger 
Fares 

Adopted by the Civil Aeronautic* 
Board at its office in Washington, D C. 
on the 16th day of September, 1977. 


By tariff revisions filed for travel to 
commence on September 18, 23 or 26, 
1977, Pan American World Airways, Inc. 
(Pan American). Trans World Airlines, 
Inc. (TWA), British Airways. Alr-India. 
and Iran National Airlines Corporation 
(Iran Air) propos e new standby, budget 
and super-APEX (advance purchase ex* 
curslon) fares for use between New York 
and London. The budget and standby 
fares are proposed at $256 roundtrip, and 
the supor-APEX at $290 roundtrip; all 
were filed to compete with Laker Airways’ 
Skytrain service which is expected to 
begin operations September 26. 1977 at a 
Nea ? York-London fare of $236.48 * 

Numerous complaints were filed by 
various parties, and the fares were later 
Incorporated, with some changes, into an 
agreement among the members of the 
International Air Transport Association 
(IATA). Additional comments were re¬ 
ceived on the IATA agreement. On Au¬ 
gust 30 the Board gave notice that it 
would hear oral argument on the TTA 
agreement and the tariff filings. The oral 
argument was heard on September 7, 
1977. This order deals with the IATA 
agreement. A separate order dealing 
with the tariffs now on file Is being sub¬ 
mitted to the President. 

For the reasons explained below, the 
Board has decided to approve the standby 
fares, disapprove the super-APEX, and 
approve the budget fare subject to an 
increase to a more appropriate fare level. 

The Proposals 

Laker’s New York-London one-way 
Skytrain fares are $135 eastbound and 
£59 westbound, or about $236.48 round¬ 
trip from New York at current exchange 
rates. Briefly, the IATA agreement pro¬ 
poses three New York-London fares in 
competition with Laker: Cl) a standby 
fare at $256 roundtrip; (2) a budget fare 
at $256 roundtrip; and (3) a super- 
APEX fare at $299 roundtrip. The stand¬ 
by fare would be available for sale begin¬ 
ning at 4 a.m. on the day of departure 
with a cutoff three hours before flight 
Ume (two hours in London). 

The budget fare would require pay¬ 
ment at least 21 days before the week of 
departure, with the exact selection of 
departure and return days and flights 
at the opUon of the carrier, which would 
inform the passenger not earlier than 10 
days before the first day of the week of 
travel. Capacity for both fares combined 
would be limited to 700 seats in each di¬ 
rection. per week, for each of the third/ 
fourth freedom carriers <Ppn American. 
TWA and British Airways), while other 
carriers operating New York-London 
service would have lower limits. 5 The su- 
per-APEX fore is simply a reduction In 
the level of the current New York-Lon¬ 
don APEX fare from $350 to $209, basi c 
season, and carries the customary APEX 
capacity restriction of 25 percent of n 
carrier’s economy-class seats, Super- 
APEX fares would be made available at 
other U.8. and European points with a

smaller reduction than would apply to 
New York-London. The IATA agreement 
was proposed to become effective Sep¬ 
tember 1. 1977, with travel under the 
standby and budget fares to commence 
September 15. and supor-APEX travel to 
commence October 1.1977. A chart com¬ 
paring the various fares is set out as 
Appendix A. 

Positions or the Parties 

Pan American. TWA and British Air¬ 
ways support fares proposed In the agree¬ 
ment as appropriate competitive re¬ 
sponses to Sky train, which the Board 
assured them it would allow in its order 
granting Laker’s permit. However, each 
carrier is the proponent of a different 
option as the best competitive response; 
TWA, the standby: Pan American, the 
budget; and British Airways, the super- 
APEX. 

Several parties oppose the proposals on 
the grounds that they would destroy the 
supplcmen tal < charter-only > carriers 
and charter tour organizers, who are al¬ 
leged to have been the only real competi¬ 
tive spur In providing Jow-cost transpor¬ 
tation and price competition on the 
North Atlantic; that once the supple¬ 
mental* arc eliminated there will be 
nothing to prevent the IATA carriers 
from dropping the discounts and raising 
fares to excessive levels. These parties 
allege generally that the proposed fares 
are an over-reaction to Skytrain, would 
be considerably more attractive to the 
public than either Skytrain or charters, 
and are below-cost uneconomic and 
predatory. Arguing along these lines arc 
the National Air Carrier Association 
(NACA), Brendan Tours, Inc. (Bren¬ 
dan), Charter Travel Corporation 
(CTO. The Educational Cooperative 
(TEC), the Air Charter Tour Operators 
of American (ACTOA) and United Buy¬ 
ing Service. Inc. (UBS>, Unitours, a 
California Corporation (Unitours), and 
Vouga Travel Agency (Vouga). 

Laker asserts that the proposed fares 
are not an appropriate response to Sky¬ 
train and are essentially conventional 
reservations service, which is obviously 
more attractive to the public, offered at a 
reduced, bclow-coet level, and would not 
only destroy Skytrain but would wipe out 
the charter market as well. 

The- American Society of Travel 
Agents (ASTA) supports approval of the 
budget and super-APEX fares, alleging 
that they are distinguishable from con- 
ventidmil reservations service by their 
uncertainties ami ticketing and service 
restrictions, which will also prevent them 
from being a serious threat to the cl car¬ 
ter market. ASTA asserts that the budget 
and super-APEX fares will maintain the 
value and flexibility of com nr r.ii 
marketing arrangements, and the exper¬ 
tise afforded by trawl agents. In con¬ 
trast. ASTA urges disapproval of the 
standby fare on the ground that it would 
not preserve these important values, and 
is not a proper way to market scheduled 
air transportation. 

The United States Department of Jus¬ 
tice (DOJ) opposes the fares with re¬ 
luctance stating that, while the fares 
may offer low-price benefits to comum- 
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era in the abort run. they are likely to be 
predatory with respect to charter serv¬ 
ices in the Iona run. Once the supple¬ 
mental carriers are eliminated. DOJ 
argues, the IATA carriers could discon¬ 
tinue discounts and raise fares, and for¬ 
eign regulatory and political hostility to 
charter competition could make subse¬ 
quent re-entry of low-price competition 
impossible. 

The Board’s Office of the Consumer 
Advocate (OCA > expresses the same con¬ 
cerns as DOJ, but believes that the 
standby fare might be acceptable if of¬ 
fered at. a higher level to reflect Its great¬ 
er value and cost than Skytrnin. 

The positions and arguments of the 
parties are set forth in greater detail In 
Attachment B. With the exception of Air 
India. Iran Air. Aerlinte. and Vouga. all 
of the parties participated hi the oral 
argument 

Findings 

The Board has determined to approve 
the standby fare and to disapprove the 
super-APEX. We accept the concept of 
the budget fare, but will disapprove Its 
use at the proposed level for the reasons 
set forth below. In reaching these results, 
we begin with one basic premise: that 
the scheduled carriers are entitled to 
make a competitive response to Laker 
and. more fundamentally, that the trav¬ 
eling public Is entitled to the benefits of 
price competition, which should not 
necessarily be confined to merely passive 
imitations of Sky train. The Board made 
this clear when we granted Laker’s per¬ 
mit, and indicated that the present situ¬ 
ation may be a golden opportunity' to 
encourage Imagination and innovation in 
the North Atlantic air travel market. As 
we stated in Order 77-G-68: 

Our “concern 1* to ensure that the experi¬ 
ment In low-fare achedviled service repre¬ 
sented by Laker's proposed '*Sk.vtrain" will be 
conducted in a competitive environment In 
which US. carrier* can take part on a fair 
and equal basis, one In which they not only 
ore permitted to compete directly and on 
equal terms with Laker's service, but also are 
permitted to Innovate and experiment with 
similar but not necessarily Identical forma 
of low-faro scheduled service. In granting a 
permit for Laker** ’“Skytrain’*, we are by no 
means endorsing this particular concept as 
the only or even the best possible form of 
low-fare scheduled service. On the contrary, 
we tend to believe some of the restrictions 
imposed on Laker by 1U UK. lice rue are un¬ 
necessarily burdensome to the traveling pub¬ 
lic, and may even threaten the ultimate via¬ 
bility of the service. Others, such as the 
rigid predetermination of the capacity to be 
offered, are flatly contrary to UJB. policy, and 
we could not agree to such restriction* being 
Unposed on U.S. carriers. 

“‘The carriers' response might comprise a 
separate low-fare service similar to Laker's, 
or it might comprise, for example, a standby 
service on presently scheduled flights. We see 
no leoson why the latter alternative should 
be ruled out In advance. A standby service by 
definition docs not displace normal-fare pas¬ 
sengers. the economic vice of most promo¬ 
tional fares which allow or require booking 
well In advance of departure, and probably 
doc^not have the same tendency to Induce 
increase* in capacity as other discount farm 
do. rfootuote omitted 1. 


•The foregoing does not necessarily ex¬ 
haust the kinds of competitive responses to 
•‘SkytraLn” by the existing scheduled car¬ 
rier* which might be deemed appropriate: it 
simply Illustrates one possible kind of re¬ 
sponse which we would consider reasonably 
within the scope of an experiment in low- 
fare scheduled service ’** 

Given this proposition, the critical 
question for us to decide is whether the 
proposed fares do. in fact, constitute an 
appropriate competitive response: and. 
to advert to our more fundamental 
premise, whether they are a proper part 
of a healthy competitive process in the 
basic public interest. Wc have before us 
the contention, forcefully expressed, that 
they are not; that, because they would 
be much more attractive, both in price 
and quality, than either Sky train or 
charters, they would result in the elimi¬ 
nation of both laker and the supple¬ 
mental carriers from the market: and 
that without the low-price innovators, 
the market would be at the mercy of the 
IATA carriers, who would undoubtedly 
raise fares, free from the discipline of 
even potential price competition. 

The proponents have alleged that all 
of the proposed fares offer, in the short 
run. tlie significant public benefits of 
innovation, low fares and a wide range of 
price/quality options; and that since 
there is no way of predicting precisely 
what will happen in the marketplace, the 
Board should approve all three fares and 
let the market itself, which alone is in¬ 
fallible, determine the outcome. On the 
other hand, we must give at least equal 
consideration to the question of long-run 
public interest, which hinges on the 
magnitude of the threat that the fares 
pose to Laker and the supplemental^, 
and the risk that they will not be able 
to re-enter if once driven from the mar¬ 
ketplace. In view of the hazard that the 
public may therefore be deprived of the 
benefits of price competition we cannot 
afford to be myopic. 

With this resolve, we proceed to our 
evaluation of the long-run public in¬ 
terest implications of the IATA pro¬ 
posals. Tlie largest and most crucial 
question is whether It is in fact neces¬ 
sary and desirable to offer some protec¬ 
tion to tlie supplemental* and Laker, 
thus putting ourselves in tlie uncom¬ 
fortable position of balancing or fine- 
tuning competition among the different 
participants on the market. We believe 
it Is. There Is no doubt that the supple¬ 
mental carriers have been the prime 
movers in genuinely cutting prices in this 
market, which is crucial to them, and 
their benefits to travelers and demon¬ 
strable. Neither is there doubt that 
while the scheduled carriers have always 
played a large role in the charter busi¬ 
ness. their main interest has been to pre¬ 
serve the predominance of scheduled 
service, and It has been the supplemental 
carriers, with only charters to offer, who 
have played the major role as a good and 
stimulus in offering low-cost transporta¬ 
tion to the public. The loss of this corn-

peUtivo spur, we believe, would involve 
too great a risk to the public, especially 
since supplemental carriers, once driven 
from the marketplace, would find it 
extremely difficult to re-enter given the 
historical attitude of many European 
governments. Finally, the theatre of 
competition on the North Atlantic has 
thus far been limited to a cast of two 
classes of carrier: it would be a genuine 
tragedy if the newest player. Laker, were 
knocked out In the first act of the new 
drama about to be performed. The Board 
has taken very large steps forward in 
recent years in making the North Atlan¬ 
tic market more responsive to the needs 
of the impecunious traveler. We are not 
now prepared to risk unraveling the 
thread of competition, already so pains¬ 
takingly woven into the fabric of the 
market, for the sake of what would likely 
prove to be purely temporary gains. For 
the reasons explained below, the Board 
is convinced that the budget fare, as now 
constituted, and tlie super-APEX fare 
present a serious threat to the supple¬ 
mental^ as well to Laker. 

Given our determination to preserve a 
reasonable balance In the competitive 
environment, the next question we must 
answer is: how serious is the potential 
threat to Laker and the supplemental®. 
At this point we shall examine the three 
proposals separately to evaluate whether 
they are an appropriate response to Sky- 
train. and whether they would unduly 
threaten the supplemental®. At the out¬ 
set. we consider the contention raised by 
the complainants that the proposed fnres 
are prlma facie predatory and unreason¬ 
able because they arc significantly below 
average fully-allocated scheduled-serv- 
icc coats, and should be disapproved for 
this reason alone. We reject this argu¬ 
ment The fares are designed as fill-up. 
and arc applicable during a period which 
is predominantly off-season, when ca¬ 
pacity levels are high in relation to de¬ 
mand.* Under these circumstances, we 
are not prepared to disapprove the fares 
on grounds of cost alone, where they are 
clearly in excess of marginal costs. 

We have reviewed the B-747 cost ex¬ 
perienced by Pan American and TWA 
for New* York-London operations during 
Calendar 1978. using standard "Version 
6” costing methodology, and find that, 
on a composite basis, their economy class 
total economic cost was $376.26 round- 
trip. at their experienced 58.8 percent 
load factor. At other load factors, this 


•Tills Is clearly so with respect to the 
standby fare. Moreover, for present purposes 
we ore assuming this is also the case with 
respect to the budget and super-APEX fares, 
both of which require the carrier to make 
advance projections of seat availability. Nev¬ 
ertheless. there to a serious question as to 
the carrier's ability to moke such advance 
projections accurately, particularly in the 
case of the super-APEX which requires 
reservations and ticketing at least 48 days 
In advance. To the extent these fora would 
preempt higher-fare traffic, the use of only 
nan-capacity costs (see fn. 5 Infra) as a test 
of reasonableness would understate the costs 
properly attributable to this traffic. 
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pcr-passenger cost would range from a 
high of $395.12 at 55 percent to a low 
of $276.44 at 95 percent. These figures, 
however, reflect fully-allocated costs, 
including return, and as we have already 
observed, we regard It as Improper to 
apply a fully-allocated cost test, when 
the marginal cost of this service is clearly 
much below that. At a 60 percent load 
factor, non-capacity costs represent 
about 37 percent of total cost, or approx¬ 
imately $140.09 on a roundtrip basis, a 
figure well exceeded by the proposed fare 
levels of $256 and $299, even allowing 
for cost Inflation over recent months.* 
But it is evident that if w T e use short-run 
marginal cost as a test for evaluating 
scheduled fares offered In competition 
with charters, the supplemental will not 
be able to long survive such competition. 
The supplementals’ average costs, while 
much lower than scheduled carriers* 
average costs, due to the charters* In¬ 
herent economic advantage in operating 
at extremely high load factors and other 
efficiencies, will always be higher than 
the scheduled carriers* short-run mar¬ 
ginal costs, l.e., the added cost of carry¬ 
ing additional passengers in otherwise 
empty seats. 14 To permit the scheduled 
carriers to price on this basis would in¬ 
deed place a powerful weapon in their 
hands. There is ample basis in regulatory 
theory for the proposition that rates in 


• Her© we are using non-capacity coat u a 
proxy for abort-run marginal costa, although 
there Is a minute portion of capacity cost 
(i.©„ Increased fuel burn) which varies with 
the amount of traffic on board and la thus 
marginal, and a portion of non-capacity coat 
(l.e.. depreciation, amortization, and general 
and administrative expenses) which falls 
Into the category of long-run marginal ooet. 

*• We ore not entirely persuaded that each 
of the fares here before us meets the condi¬ 
tion of exceeding Us short-run marginal ooet. 
We have already (in footnote ♦, above) de¬ 
scribed what we see as a genuine posaibUity 
that super-APEX, particularly, may preempt 
some regular-fare paying traffic: in such 
eases Sts short-run marginal cost (including 
the external effect of discommoding regular 
customers) could well exceed the proposed 
fare. There is another reason. It must be con¬ 
ceded that If the services merely fill seats 
that would otherw ise go empty, the fares wUl 
unquestionably cover short-run marginal 
production ooet by a wide margin. But it 
docs not follow from this observation that 
these farce are Justified even In terms of 
static economic efficiency. The offerings are 
held to a limited number of seats. In order 
to meet the stated condition. The oonae- 
queuce is a genuine possibility that the sup¬ 
ply of tbote seats at these low rates will fall 
short—indeed. It seems almost inevitable 
that it will fall short at lea*t at certain 
tunes—of demand, and the service will there¬ 
fore have to be rationed on a first-come flrst- 
fterved basis. Under these conditions, the 
quoted price is quite definitely not the eco¬ 
nomically efficient price; this would be the 
price that clears the markets. i.e„ that 
equates the available seats with the number 
demanded In these circumstance* the prices 
are not at the economically efficient short- 
run marginal social opportunity cost; the 
pertinent short-run marginal cost is the 
value of the seat to the particular customer 
who (a) falls to get oue and (b) would have 
been willing to pay the highest price of all 
the excluded customers for It. 


competitive situations such as these 
should cover long-run, not merely short- 
run, marginal costs.** 

Turning now to the issue of the fares* 
relative attractiveness and competitive 
impact on Laker and the supplementals, 
we find that the standby fare is the most 
appropriate response to Skytraln. It is 
clearly distinguishable from regular res¬ 
ervations service and is the closest imi¬ 
tator of Sky train; although the standby 
passenger could get a confirmed seat be¬ 
tween 4 a m. and three hours before de¬ 
parture (two hours at Heathrow), he 
could not make advance reservations, 
and the carrier may close off standby 
sales for a particular flight at any time 
to satisfy the requirement* of regular 
fare passengers already booked, and 
thereby comply with the weekly standby/ 
budget fare capacity limit On the other 
hand, it is clear that, in some respects, 
the standby fare could prove more at¬ 
tractive than Skytraln notwithstanding 
the $20 price differential. The standby 
fare offers a greater free baggage allow¬ 
ance; free meals; sales through agents 
and on credit cards; - and a confirmed 
seat after check-in beginning at 4 am. 
However, the free meals are more than 
adequately compensated for by the $20 
price difference, and the other ad¬ 
vantages over Sky train stem from the 
limitations of Laker’s U.K. permit. Laker 
is now seeking removal of restrictions re¬ 
lating to baggage, agent sales and time of 
check-in. and wc certainly would not op¬ 
pose suitable amendments of the Sky- 
train tariff on file with the Board if the 
Civil Aviation Authority grants Laker’s 
request for such liberalizations, which 
would put Skytraln on on equal footing 
with the standby fares. 


* If the faros arc for nests that would oth¬ 
erwise remain vacant, end if the additional 
traffic generated by these faros were to have 
no effect on the carriers' scheduling and 
other investment decisions, long- and short- 
run marginal cost would be the tame. But 
this appears not to have been the historic 
pattern of carrier behavior on the North At¬ 
lantic; Instead, various discount and promo¬ 
tional fares have repeatedly been Introduced 
for the avowed purpose of filling empty seats, 
and traffic has steadily Increased, in part at 
least In response to the various discount 
fares, yet scheduled load factors have re¬ 
mained relatively constant as the earners 
have Increased capacity In step with the 
growth of traffic. In the present circum¬ 
stances. however, we do not find a bants for 
disallowing these fares because of this possi¬ 
bility. The standby and budget faros are so 
novel In their characteristics, and at such a 
low level, that we cannot asvumt that the 
carriers will odd capacity tn response to the 
added traffic they may generate, a * they have 
In the past. Moreover, the Board doc* not 
lack the power to prevent this kind of be¬ 
havior; the kinds of adjustments we make in 
parsing on requests for fare increases could 
he so fashioned as to hold revenues per plane 
mile constant. In that event it would not be 
rational for the carriers to add capacity be¬ 
cause of this additional traffic, and long-run 
incremental costs would not exceed short- 
run. 

•Although we anticipate, and AST A be¬ 
lieves. that few standby seals would be sold 
through agents. 


As for the charter market, it is com¬ 
posed primarily of conventional vocation 
travelers, many of whom travel in family 
groups, have fixed vacation times of 
limited duration, and must therefore 
plan in advance and purchase reserved 
hotel accommodations and other ground 
arrangements, which may require de¬ 
posits. Often the air and ground por¬ 
tions are purchased together as part of 
an overall package put together by a tour 
organizer. Few such passengers would be 
able to take advantage of the standby 
fare, because of its uncertainties. The 
Board discounted the danger to charters 
from Skytraln for similar reasons when 
we granted Laker's permit, and since the 
standby closely approximates Skytraln 
its threat should not be significantly 
greater. Although there would be some 
inevitable overlapping of the markets at¬ 
tracted to each type of service, we be¬ 
lieve that the standby fare would divert 
much less traffic from charters than 
would the super-APEX or budget fares, 
and we ore not persuaded, considering 
also the other actions wc are taking here, 
that approval of the standby fare would 
present any real threat to the supple¬ 
mental carriers—let alone an unfair one. 

The Board is co nvinced, however, that 
the super-APEX does pose a serious 
threat to the supplemental carriers. Even 
if it does not actually put them out of 
business during the duration of the LATA 
agreement (through March 31, 1978>, it 
would seriously impair their competitive 
position in the North Atlantic market— 
which seems crucial to their continued 
viability—and would therefore weaken 
their overall financial position/ 

There is little doubt that the super- 
APEX would divert significant amounts 
of traffic from charter services. The con¬ 
ditions of travel on the APEX are vir¬ 
tually identical to those of the ABC 
charter, and the APEX has the clear 
advantage of a lesser chance of cancel¬ 
lation and. in general, the greater cer¬ 
tainty attached to scheduled service. The 
super-APEX passenger has complete 
freedom to select his departure and re¬ 
turn dates within the 14/45-day mini¬ 
mum /maximum stay, particularly during 
the off-peak winter season when there 
is ample daily capacity available on 
scheduled service to assure him wide 
flexibility in making his travel plans. On 
the other hand, there are many fewer 
charter programs and seats available in 
the off-season, and the passenger must 
not only fit his plans to the available 
departure date*, but must also return 
with the same group to which he is as¬ 
signed. 

Further, the super-APEX fares would 
be available to every major point m 
Europe from every major U.S. interior 
point through the extensive network of 


• Of the four affected supplemental car- 
rfent, only ONA U currently In an operating 
loee position. However, Capitol and World 
are in less than farorablo positions and ex¬ 
perienced losses last year. Only TIA Is now 
enjoying a substantial operating profit. 
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schodulcd-service route* *, while charter 
programs, especially in the winter, are 
largely limited to originations at New 
York and other large U.8. gatew ays, and 
have a narrower choice of destinations 
on the European end. Finally, the super- 
APEX has less onerous penalties for can¬ 
cellation before departure;* and all of 
the marketing advantages of the sched¬ 
uled carriers' extensive reservations and 
ticketing systems. Moreover the proposed 
super-AFEX fare level at $299 roundtrip, 
New York-London, is comparable to or 
lower than prevailing charter prices for 
the winter season. While the supplemen¬ 
ts tariffs Indicate rates erf about $190- 
$220 per seat to the charter, the price to 
the passenger is considerably higher due 
to the markup applied by the tour organ¬ 
izer. In consequence, the charter pro¬ 
grams wo have examined (including the 
ones cited by the parties) offer prices 
from $259 to $369, with moat in the $259- 
$309 range. With a comparable level of 
$299 and the greater attractiv eness of 
scheduled service, the super-APEX is 
dearly a superior service and thus would 
always be preferred by passengers 
whenever available. 

There is no reason why the tour op¬ 
erator's markup should not itself be sub¬ 
ject to the pressure of competition; and 
it is not our intention to eliminate that 
pressure. On the other hand, there is 
every reason to believe this market is 
already effectively competitive. There is 
no reason to believe it requires the un¬ 
fair competition of super-APEX to hold 
those margins within reasonable 
bounds.* 

We believe it is clear that the suf>or- 
APEX Is intended to compete primarily 
with charters, and not with Skytrain. 
That was the purpose of the APEX 
when originally introduced, and the 
Board approved it with great reluctance 
for that reason, accepting it primarily 
because it was set at a level significantly 
above prevailing charter prices. 1 " 

Of the three proposals, the super- 
APEX is clearly the least competitive 
with Laker and the most competitive with 
charters. When the Board stated its de¬ 
termination and that scheduled carriers

Consider¬ 
ing these matters, plus the highly competi¬ 
tive nature of the market we are not per¬ 
suaded that there is fat in the wholesaler 
markups, and therefore cannot conclude that 
rbarter could effectively compete with the 
super-APEX by simply cutting prices

be allowed the opportunity to compete 
with Skytrain. we did not contemplate 
a fare designed for an entirely different 
purpose. It seems obvious that the super- 
APEX is in fact designed to compete with 
charters rather than Laker, and the pres¬ 
ence of Skytrain merely offers an op¬ 
portune occasion for introducing it. In 
this we are persuaded not only by the 
fare itself and the charter parties cogent 
arguments, but also by our reading of 
the minutes of the I AT A conference and 
British Airways' presentation at the oral 
argument, where it Indicated that it has 
sought the introduction of a super-APEX 
in the UB.-Europe market for some time, 
quite independently of the appearance 
on the scene of Skytrain. 

While the Board is seeking to open up 
new fields for the supplemental such as 
the Pacific, at the same time we are 
not prepared to risk the loss of their 
single largest market. 11 We find it sig¬ 
nificant that, of the three proposals, only 
the super-APEX is not limited to Lon¬ 
don. but is proposed for virtually ail 
major UB -Europe markets. For these 
reasons, and despite the uneasiness we 
feel about suspending any reduced fares, 
we must disapprove the super-APEX. 

The budget fare presents a much more 
difficult problem. It Is priced at the 
standby level but provide the passenger 
with a confirmed reservation in advance 
of the day of departure. For this reason, 
the market for this service would over¬ 
lap that served by charters to a greater 
extent than It would the market at¬ 
tracted by Skytrain or standby. Its un¬ 
certainty 1$ of a different character than 
that of Skytrain/standby service, since 
the passenger cannot (at least in theory) 
select the date of his reserved departure 
and return; the uncertainty as to the 
return date would seem to be the greater 
handicap. On the other hand, we are 
somewhat skeptical about the degree of 
uncertainty which will develop In actual 
practice, since the carrier may be able 
to offer a good deal of consideration to 
the passenger's expressed preference, 
given the amount of excess capacity 
available in the winter season. The Board 
is therefore convinced that the budget 
fare, as proposed, is not a reasonable 
response to Skytrain. and would also 
present a more serious threat to char¬ 
ters than would the standby fare. But 
we are reluctant to disapprove It out¬ 
right. not only because our previous deci¬ 
sion in the Laker case encouraged re¬ 
sponses that were not perfectly duplica¬ 
tive of Skytrain, but also because the 
major virtue of the competitive process 
is that it encourages just such ingenuity 
among competitors as the budget fare 
reflects, and results in bringing benefits 
to broader strata of the market. It is 
clear that Skytrain and standby fores 
are narrowly confined in the kinds of 
travelers which they would benefit; In 
this we are influenced by ASTA's argu¬ 
ments.

What then, can we do to preserve the 
budget fare as on additional price/qual¬ 
ity option for the traveling public? We 
have two basic choices before us. NACA 
suggests liberalization of various charter 
rules as a partial but far from sufficient 
equalizing measure. The other choice is 
to reduce the attractiveness of the budget 
fare in terms of price or conditions of 
travel. NACA. which contended in argu¬ 
ment that the budget fare was the least 
objectionable of the three IATA pro¬ 
posals. suggests limiting it to off-peak 
periods in terms of season, direction, and 
day of week. 

In seeking to restore a reasonable com¬ 
petitive balance our natural inclination 
is to prefer to liberalize one competitor's 
offering rather Qian further restrict his 
opponent's, since the latter course in¬ 
volves a tangible loss of benefits to the 
public," However, the possibilities of lib¬ 
eralizing charter rules are fraught with 
great difficulties, not the least of which is 
the very obvious timing constraint The 
changes urged by NACA would also pre¬ 
sent serious potential difficulties with 
foreign governments and, in these cir¬ 
cumstances. this option is foreclosed as 
a practical matter. We arc left then with 
tho option of tinkering with the budget 
fare, a very distasteful game for advo¬ 
cates of competition, especially consider¬ 
ing the real value of this proposed service 
innovation. NACA has suggested limiting 
the budget fare to off-peak periods, but 
the fare is already limited to the winter 
season, and we do not have before us suf¬ 
ficient information to fed confident in 
choosing "blackout" periods or days. Fur¬ 
ther, the whole basis for this fare is 
that the carrier will administer it to 
place traffic where it can be most readily 
accommodated; ideally, the limitation 
of the budget fare to flights with other¬ 
wise empty seats will be achieved anyway, 
without restrictions imposed by the 
Board. 

Thus we are left only with price as a 
prospect for alteration. Although less 
attractive than charters, the budget fare 
appears to be. in almost every respect, a 
more attractive, higher quality product 
than the standby. It should be priced ac¬ 
cordingly. for three reasons, first, being 
more attractive, it is more likely than 
the others to be characterized by an ex¬ 
cess of demand over the available supply, 
which means its short-run marginal op¬ 
portunity cost is higher than theirs. 
Second, it will almost certainly impose 
more administrative costs on the carrier 
for handling its complex reservations 
system, and on this account should be 
priced higher. Finally, the price of a 
higher-valued competitive response to 
Skytrain should be higher than that of 
a lower-valued service, if that competi¬ 
tive response is to be a proper one—de¬ 
signed to meet rather than destroy com¬ 
petition. 


“Except for Its reservations feature tho 
advantage* of the budget fare over Skytrain 
are the same as those of the standby fare, and 
the suggested liberalization of fikytratn dis¬ 
cussed above would put it In a better posi¬ 
tion vis-a-vis budget os well. 
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On the question of relative quality Pan 
American's assertion that It has already 
received over 1,600 reservations on the 
underpriced in relation to demand for 
the available seats. The only aspect 
where the standby seems superior to the 
budget fare Is its lock of a cancellation 
penalty, and the $50 cancellation fee on 
the budget fare might not be imposed 
very often considering that the passen¬ 
ger has already given up his freedom of 
choosing a departure date in return for 
the assurance of a confirmed reservation. 
It is this confirmed reservation that 
sets the budget fare apart from Skytrain 
and standby service, and puts it more on 
a par with charters, through the uncer¬ 
tainty in not being able to choose a de¬ 
parture and return date makes the budg¬ 
et fare less attractive than charters, par¬ 
ticularly for those passengers on rela¬ 
tively short vacations who must have a 
precise itinerary« 

On the question of relative costs, we 
observe that the standby fare would not 
be commissionable in actual practice, as 
pointed out by ASTA; the budget fare, 
in contrast, could be actively sold by 
agents, and their commission would re¬ 
duce the net return to the carrier ac¬ 
cordingly/* * 1 Further, reservations cost on 
the budget would likely be greater than 
usual due to its more complicated proce¬ 
dures, and the standby fare of course 
Involves no reservations cost at all. On 
the other hand, the standby fare may 
also involve some extra cost as well, be¬ 
cause of the ofT-airport checkin require¬ 
ment imposed by the UJC. authorities. 

In view of all these considerations, the 
Board concludes that a budget fare of 
not less than $280 would adequately re¬ 
flect its greater value and attractiveness 
vis-a-vis the standby service, and its les¬ 
ser value vis-a-vis charters, and would 
therefore constitute an acceptable com¬ 
petitive response to Skytrain and the 
charters. 

Disposition 

For the reasons set out above, wc will 
approve that portion of new IATA Reso¬ 
lution 071m which proposes New York- 
London standby fares. We will also ap¬ 
prove that portion of the Resolution 
which contains the conditions of the pro¬ 
posed budget fare, but will not approve 
Its $256 level. 14 The proposed amend¬ 
ments to Resolution 07 lp. which would 
reduce the levels of APEX fares, will be 
disapproved. We will also disapprove the 
proposed amendments to proportional 
fares establishing super-APEX levels to 
U.8. interior points, contained in Reso¬ 
lution 015. Concurrently, we are sending 
a proposed order of suspension to the

President which would suspend the uni¬ 
lateral tariff filings of budget and super- 
APEX fares. 

We will also Impose record-keeping 
and reporting requirements relating to 
these fares similar to those imposed on 
Laker In Order 77-6-68. 

Conclusion 

No agency that regards Its principal 
responsibility as one of protecting the 
consumer can be happy about suspend¬ 
ing proposed reductions in fares, or al¬ 
tering them in such a way as to make 
them less attractive to the public. Clearly 
DOJ and OCA are equally uncomfort¬ 
able in advocating such action on our 
part. But we cannot ignore the fact that 
the super-APEX, and, to a lesser degree, 
the budget fare threaten the survival of 
what any impartial reader of recent his¬ 
tory must agree has been the prime 
source of competition in this market- 
competition which has provided demon¬ 
strable low-fare benefits to travelers. 

We must be careful not to confuse a 
policy of competition with a policy of 
laisse faire. The entire logic of our anti-

trust laws Is that competition Is not nec¬ 
essarily self-sustaining: that it is neces¬ 
sary to prescribe the rules of the game.

congestion 1 Finally. TWA states that it has 
not attempted to provide a detailed profit 
impact estimate since, as the Board pointed 
out in Order 77-0-88. any such forecast 
would be ‘highly speculative** In light of the 
lack of experience In evaluating fares such 
as those now proposed in the New York/Lon¬ 
don market. 

Pan American states that a low-fare re¬ 
sponse to Laker is necessary In order to pre¬ 
serve the UB. flag competitive position on 
the North Atlantic, and since there Is no 
single scheduled fare that would appeal to 
all the market segments attracted to the 
Skytraln, different alternatives are appropri¬ 
ate. Pan American believes the budget fare to 
be the best response and in support of It 
alleges that, while in most industries supply 
can be adjusted to demand, in the airline 
business capacity is offered In large, discrete 
blocks and the only effective way to improve 
utilization Is to adjust demand to fit supply; 
and the budget fare would achieve that end. 
Pan American asserts that with a sufficient 
price incentive passengers will give up their 
right to a particular lllght. enabling the car¬ 
rier to assign budget-fare passengers precisely 
to those low load-factor flights where addi¬ 
tional traffic will result in the optimum Im¬ 
provement in utilization, as well as avoiding 
any reduction in the availability of seats for 
regular-fare passengers; that the budget fare 
will account for no more than five percent of 
Pan American's total traffic In the market, 
and plenty of excess capacity is available for 
budget-fare passengers; and that very few of 
the new passengers would be diverted from 
charter service since, to the typical charter 
passenger, the marginal savings offered by 
the budget fare would not be worth the un¬ 
certainties associated with it. The carrier 
also contends that the proposed refund 
penalty ($50 from New York) will substan¬ 
tially alleviate problems of speculative and 
double bookings, cancellations and no-show*.

potion, by virtue of the radical changes pro¬ 
posed here. 

Concerning the standby fare. NACA alleges 
that It is not a true standby fare at all. 
but rather a last-minute reserved seat priced 
at a level equivalent to Skytraln with a 
much higher value of service; and that it Is 
prim* facie below coat, and would divert 
considerable traffic from charter services as 
well as being counter-productive for the 
scheduled carriers due to self-diversion of 
higher-fare scheduled-service paanenger*. 
NACA believes the budget fare, with Its sub¬ 
stantial restrictions, to be less objectionable 
than the other two tares but alleges It Is 
still at an uneconomic level, and that the 
total discretion allowed the carrier for as¬ 
signing capacity levels lends Itself to arbi¬ 
trary and capricious administration. If the 
Board does not disapprove the budget fare 
NACA urges that It should be limited to off- 
peak periods in terms of season, day of week 
and direction, and that the supplemental 
carriers be authorised to provide some form 
of comparable low-fare services using the 
charter mode. 

Brendan a nd C TC allege that the budget 
and super-APKX fares are not truly com¬ 
parable to Skytraln, but are really designed 
to destroy plane-load charters; that all three 
of the proposed fares are below cost and 
should be disapproved; that the inability to 
select day of travel on the budget fore Is 
outweighed by the shorter advance-purchase 
requirement (21-27 days compared to 46 
days on ABC s); that the cancellation penal¬ 
ties for charters are higher than for the pro¬ 
posed scheduled fares; that the budget and 
super-APEX fares divert substantial traf- 


• ABC operators must obtain written con¬ 
tracts with each passenger, file flight mani¬ 
fests both with the Board and foreign gov¬ 
ernment# and submit to a bond and escrow 
arrangement 

•Far example. NACA cites Trans Interna¬ 
tional Airlines' New York-London off-peak 
ABC programs at 6280. os well u other pro¬ 
grams at similar or higher prices. 


Ac from charters, and if the Board approves 
them It should also liberalise charter rules 
by abolishing advance- bookin g rules on In¬ 
clusive-tour charters (OTCTs), adopting a 
simplified tour charter rule, and allowing 
charter operators to sell up to 40 percent of 
their seats after passenger lists are filled. 

TEC. a travel agency which packages 
tours for students ualng ABC's, concurs with 
the argument# of Brendan and CTC. and 
alleges in addition that the seats allocated 
to the standby fare may be preempted by 
budget fare passengers, and thus the car¬ 
riers would be holding out a product—the 
standby fare—which la not always available, 
a deceptive practice harmful to consumers. 
Moreover, TEC contends that the scheduled 
carriers could easily increase the prices of 
these discount fares after having vanquished 
the charter operators. 

Laker alleges that the super-APEX. 
standby, and budget fares are essentially 
conventional reservation services, a vastly 
superior product which the IATA carriers 
propose to sell at or near Laker fare level, 
and are not a bona fide competitive response 
to Skytraln; that the combined carrier seat 
offerings at these fores, even assuming the 
cell tags attached to their use are enforced, 
are hardly a "limited'* capacity offering: 
and that the fores ore predatory and In¬ 
tended to destroy both Skytraln and conven¬ 
tional charter service. Elaborating on the 
character of the proposed fares. Laker asserts 
that there la clearly no difference between 
existing APEX service and the super-APEX 
other than price; that the budget fare la 
distinguished from regular economy service 
only by a gimmicky and costty advance¬ 
booking feature: that the standby fare Is 
not a true standby fare at all but rather a 
late-booking, full-amenity economy-class 
service: and that in contrast to Laker's se¬ 
verely restricted Skytraln service, the IATA 
fare#* would all offer use of more convenient 
Heathrow airport, sales by agents and airline 
sales offices, sales on credit, full meals and 
other amenities, no weight limitation on 
baggage, and other auxiliary services* Laker 
contends further that the fares would pro¬ 
duce yields far below the scheduled camera* 
costs of service, and cannot be accepted un¬ 
less they cover fully-allocated costs, since 
they will account for about one-third of the 
scheduled carriers* total traffic between New 
York and London, much of which will be 
self-diverted from higher-fore categories. 
Finally. laker alleges that Pan American la 
guilty of unfair competitive practices be¬ 
cause it ha* already offered and sold the 
standby and budget fares, without even the 
customary notice that the fares are subject 
to government approval or any notice to 
the passenger that the fares are capacity - 
restricted. 

DOJ, supporting the charter parties* com¬ 
plaints. states that while it has always sup¬ 
ported the increased availability of low-cost 
transportation, nevertheless It ho# concluded 
that the proponed IATA fares are likely to 
be predatory with respect to charter services, 
and should be disapproved DOJ argues that 
the differentials between the proposed fares 
and existing scheduled fores ore so dispro¬ 
portionate that It la difficult to Imagine how 
both sets of fares could be lawful In terms 
of costa: that the scheduled carriers could 
cover full costa by allocating the entire 
burden of capacity costs to higher-rated 
traffic, whereas the charter carriers have no 


* Laker also notes that the budget and 
standby fares are free of tho many restric¬ 
tions attached to charter fares such as 45- 
day advance booking, roundtrlp travel, mini¬ 
mum stays, passenger contracts and escrow 
arrangements. 


access to high-yield scheduled service traffic 
and thus must recover all costa from low- 
yield charter traffic: and that the danger 
of a predatory result la even more likely 
under the new UB.-UJC bilateral agreement, 
since the scheduled carriers will, in effect, 
share a scheduled-service monopoly, en¬ 
abling them to increase higher-rated fares 
with limited danger of profit dusUpatton 
from service competition DOJ fears that. If 
the fares are approved, the charter carriers 
will be permanently eliminated, leaving the 
scheduled carriers free to eliminate the dis¬ 
counts: and urges that sn Investigation be 
Instituted to carefully examine whether 
these proposal# would have predatory effect 
and whether they arb cost-Justified. 

ACTOA. UBS, Unltoun and Vouga present 
arguments similar to those advanced by the 
other charter parties, and ACTOA empha¬ 
sizes particularly that the proposed IATA 
fare* are merely symptoms of a general dis¬ 
ease. which to the effort of the scheduled 
carrier* to destroy charter operation# and 
operators not under their controL ACTOA 
states that they have succeeded in removing 
charter* from the UJ9. transcontinental and 
mainland-Hawaii markets through such de¬ 
vices as the "Super-SaveT Fare", and only 
the North Atlantic Is left for the supple* 
mentals; once removed there, they will no 
longer be available as a competitive force In 
aviation, and the operators who have the 
Inherent economic advantage (because they 
are designed to operate only At very high 
load factors) will have been wiped out by 
uneconomic predatory fares. 

In answer to the complaints of NACA. 
Brendan and CTC and TEC. Pan American 
submit* that, In granting Laker its permit, 
the Board exprea^ed tho strong determina¬ 
tion that the U S. scheduled carriers be per¬ 
mitted to compete with Laker In a manner 
appropriate to their situations, and specifi¬ 
cally recognised that the U-8. carrier re¬ 
sponses might take different forms from the 
Laker proposal; that the budget faro advo¬ 
cated by Pan American has significant 
restriction* which offset the fact that it is 
not a standby fore, and only if it Is per¬ 
mitted to become effective will the Board 
have before It the actual results of com¬ 
petitive response* when it evaluates the Sky¬ 
traln experiment next year. Pan American 
state* further that the charter parties' al¬ 
legations of severe Injury In opposing the 
budget and other fares are the same argu¬ 
ment* they raised in opposition to the Laker 
permit, and the Board should reject them 
here just as It did when It granted Laker s 
permit. 

British Airway* characterizes NACA** com¬ 
plaint a* a lament against competition, and 
denies NACA'# contention that the super- 
APEX fares are uneconomic.* The carrier 
also asserts that the supplemental carrier* 
are not prevented from meeting competition 
as they seem to indicate In their complaint 

In answer to NACA. Brendan and CTC, and 
TEC. TWA dies Order 77 6 68 in which the 
Board assured the UA scheduled carriers 
the opportunity to compete with Laker, and 
awerl* that the standby fare to a valid com¬ 
petitive response. In further support of the 
standby fare. TWA allege# that its capacity 
and ticketing restriction* will prevent the 
massive diversion from charters which the 
complainant* fear, as well sa limiting setf- 
d I version from higher scheduled fares; and 
that NACA*9 arguments concerning costa are 
Irrelevant In light of the basis of the Board's 
approval of tho Skytraln experiment and the 


• British Airway* ntates that It has sub¬ 

mitted full economic Justification for the 
super-APEX fare to the UJC. Civil Aviation 
Authority, 
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policy consideration* expressed In Order 
77-6-68. Regarding the auper-APEX. TWA 
contend* that. Mnce the fare will be gen¬ 
erative and will fill up exceea capacity, and 
la subject to algnlficant restrictions, It la not 
t>virp rising that Ita proposed level approaches 
that now available on charter flights; and 
that the fare bi the most appropriate vehicle 
for offering the bargain fares on transatlan¬ 
tic scheduled, reserved-seat service that the 
public seems, to want and the Board is de¬ 
termined to give.

intent To Suspend and Conditionally Sus¬ 
pend Registrations of Pesticide Products 

September 8, 1977. 

I. Introduction 

During the past several weeks, the staff 
of the Agency have been engaged in an 
intensive investigation of the pesticide 
dibromochloropropanc e*DBCP“>. The 
principal reason for this intensive in¬ 
vestigation was recently disclosed infor¬ 
mation allowing that male chemical 
plant workers exposed to relatively low 
levels of DBCP have become sterile. How¬ 
ever. prior to receiving this information. 
DBCP was undergoing review to deter¬ 
mine whether regulatory action to ban 
or restrict its uses was appropriate, be¬ 
cause of animal test data developed by 
the National Cancer Institute Indicating 
that the compound is a carcinogen. 
Based upon the results of this expedited 
review of the risks and benefits asso¬ 
ciated with the use of this pesticide. I 
have determined that It is necessary to 
take several regulatory actions pursuant 
to my authority under the Federal In¬ 
secticide. Fungicide, and RodenUclde 
Act. as amended (“FIFRA'*), to insure 
that the use of this pesticide does not 
cause unreasonable adverse effects on 
man or the environment. 

Tlie purpose of this notice is to an¬ 
nounce my intention to take expedited 
action to control on an interim basis 
hazardous uses of the pesticide DBCP, 
by invoking my authority under Section 
6(c) of FT FRA to suspend the registra¬ 
tions of pesticide products found to be 
posing an “imminent hazard" to man or 
the environment. As developed more fully 
below, this provision permits me to pro¬ 
hibit, on an interim basis, the distribu¬ 
tion. sale and use of a pesticide in situ¬ 
ations where the use of that pesticide 
appears likely to pose an unreasonable 
risk to m a n during the period necessary 
to conduct and complete more lengthy 


administrative proceedings. In which the 
ultimate fate of Die pesticide can be 
determined/ 

This document contains six parts. 
Part I is this introduction. Part II Is a 
brief description of the provisions of Die 
statute under which this action is taken. 
Part HI is a brief description of the 
interim remedies I have decided to im¬ 
pose. and a summary of my findings and 
conclusions that use of DBCP poses an 
imminent hazard to man. Parts IV and V 
are my detailed findings concerning the 
Imminent hazard to man posed by these 
chemicals for the two different suspen¬ 
sion actions which I am iniUatlng. Part 
VI is devoted to procedural matters. This 
section describes in some detail the pro¬ 
cedures which I have determined should 
be employed in an expedited hearing, in 
the event that one is requested. 

H. Legal Authority 

In order to obtain a registration for a 
pesticide under FIFRA, a manufacturer 
must prove that the pesticide satisfies the 
statuory standard for registration. That 
standard requires (among other things) 
Dial the pesticide perform its intended 
function without “unreasonable adverse 
effects" on the environment • • t 
I FIFRA SccUon 3(c)(5)). “Unreasona¬ 
ble adverse effect on the environment** is 
defined to mean “any unreasonable risk 
to man or the environment, taking into 
account the economic, social and envi¬ 
ronmental costa a nd be nefits of the use 
of any pesticide." I FIFRA Section 2(bb). 
In effect, this standard requires a finding 
that the benefits of each use of the pesti¬ 
cides exceed Die risks of the use. The 
burden of proving that a pesticide satis¬ 
fies the registration standard continues 
for as long as the registration remains in 
effect. Under Section 6 of FIFRA, the Ad¬ 
ministrator is required to cancel the 
registration of a pesticide whenever he 
determines that tlie pesticide no longer 
satisfies Die statutory standard for regis¬ 
tration. 

The administrative procedures for 
making and implementing pesticide can¬ 
cellation decisions are very time consum¬ 
ing. Tlie Agency’s experience has been 
that two or more years may be necessary 
in order to reach a final decision in 
a contested case. 

Tlie suspension provisions In section 6 
<c) of the statute are designed to give 
the Administrator authority to take in¬ 
terim action pending the completion of 
the time consuming procedures required 
for reaching final registration decisions. 
Pursuant to that section. Die Adminis¬ 
trator may suspend the registrations of

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a product, and thereby preclude Its dis¬ 
tribution, sale or use. upon a finding that 
the pesticide poses an “imminent hazard" 
to man or the environment, “Imminent 
hazard" is defined in the statute to mean 
a situation wherein: 

Tlie continued uae of pesticide during the 
time required for cancellation proceeding 
would be likely to result In unreasonable ad¬ 
verse effects on the environment or will In¬ 
volve unreasonable hazard to the survival of 
a species declared endangered by the Secre¬ 
tary of the Interior under Public haw 94- 
139 . 

As discussed above, “unreasonable ad¬ 
verse effects on the environment" is de¬ 
fined to mean a situation where the risks 
of the use of pesticides outweigh the ben¬ 
efits of use. Thus, in order to find an im¬ 
minent hazard it Is necessary to find that 
the risks of use during the period likely 
to be required for cancellation proceed¬ 
ings appear to outweigh the benefits. 

The courts have repeatedly “cautioned 
that the term ‘imminent hazard*,is not 
limited to a concept of crisis: 'it is 
enough If there is a substantial likeli¬ 
hood that serious harm will be experi¬ 
enced during the year to require that any 
realistic projection of the administrative 
(cancellation) process’ “ Environmental 
Defense Fund, Inc . v. Environmental 
Protection Agency. 510 F2d 1292, 1297, 
(D.C. Or. 1975) (Emphasis In original), 
quoting from Environmental Defense 
Fund. Inc. v. Environmental Protection 
Agency. 465 F2d 528, 540 <D.C. Cir. 1972). 
Moreover, the registrant bears the bur¬ 
den of proof during a suspension pro¬ 
ceeding, because, as Indicated above, the 
burden of proof under FTFRA always re¬ 
sides with the proponent of registration 
throughout the life of a registration. See, 
e.g. Environmental Defense Fund v. En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency. 510 F2d 
at 1297; Environmental Defense Fund v. 
Environmental Protection Agency . 465 
F2d at 540. Finally, the courts have re¬ 
peatedly held that “the function of a 
suspension decision is to make a pre¬ 
liminary assessment of evidence, and 
probabilities, not an ultimate resolution 
of difficult issues." Enttfronmcnfol De¬ 
fense Fund v. Environmental Protection 
Agency. 510 F2d 1292. 1298 (1975 >. 

There are two kinds of s uspen sion pro¬ 
ceedings authorized under FIFRA: emer¬ 
gency suspensions and ordinary suspen¬ 
sions. Emergency suspensions require 
certain special findings, and are effective 
Immediately. Ordinary suspensions are 
not effective immediately: instead the 
Administrator is required to give regis¬ 
trants notice of his intention to suspend, 
and 5 days in which to request a hearing. 
If no hearing is requested, the suspension 
becomes effective. However, if a hearing 
is requested, the Administrator is re¬ 
quired to convene an expedited adminis¬ 
trative proceedings. In which the sole Is¬ 
sue is whether an imminent hazard in 
fact exists. While a notice of intent to 
suspend may be issued without issuing a 
notice of intent to cancel, in order to 
Issue a suspension order it is necessary 
to have Issued or issue at the same time 
a notice of Intent to cancel the registra¬ 


tion of a pesticide. This proceeding is, at 
least for the present, an ordinary suspen¬ 
sion proceeding, and no notice of Intent 
to cancel has been issued. 1 If a hearing 
Is not requested, it will be necessary to 
Issue a notice of intent to cancel in order 
to make tills suspension action effective. 

m. Summary or Findings Concerning 

Imminent Hazard and Description or 

Proposed Suspension Actions 

My findings concerning the existence 
of an imminent hazard with respect to 
the pesticide DBCP are set forth in detail 
below. In broad summary. I have found 
a substantial likelihood that the pesticide 
poses a cancer risk to man, because of 
convincing data indicating that the pes¬ 
ticide causes cancer in laboratory ani¬ 
mals. I have further found, based upon 
human data and tests performed In 
laboratory animals, that DBCP causes 
adverse reproductive effects in human 
males exposed to low levels of the com¬ 
pound. These adverse reproductive effects 
include reduction in sperm counts and 
sterility. I have found that the risks of 
these adverse effects to man exceed the 
benefits of the use of the pesticide during 
the period of several years necessary for 
final decision on these matters, in those 
situations where use of the pesticide re¬ 
sults or appears reasonably likely to 
result in residues of DBCP on agricul¬ 
tural commodities intended for human 
consumption. The agricultural commodi¬ 
ties with respect to which residues of 
DBCP occur or are likely to occur are root 
crops and certain vegetable crops grown 
in contact with the ground. With respect 
to these food crop uses. I have found that 
an imminent hazard exists, and accord¬ 
ingly am announcing my Intention to 
suspend the registrations of DBCP pesti¬ 
cides registered for these uses. Moreover. 
I do not intend t o invo lve the “special 
rule" provision of FIFRA section 15(b) 
to permit sale, distribution or use of prod¬ 
ucts registered and labeled for suspended 
uses. 

I have also found that DBCP use in 
accordance with current label restric¬ 
tions poses a cancer risk and risk of 
sterility and other severe reproductive 
effects to applicators of the pesticide. I 
have further determined that these risks 
to applicators can be significantly re¬ 
duced. if not eliminated, by imposing on 
an Interim basis various restrictions on 
the use of these compounds. These risk 
reduction measures Include restriction to 
use o nly by applicators certified under 
FIFRA Section 4, restricting some uses 
to use only by professional applicators, 
and requiring the use of protective cloth¬ 
ing and respirators. The costs of these 
Interim risk reduction measures to users 
are small, and clearly less than the 
probable cancer and sterility risks posed 
to applicators if they are not Imposed. 
Accordingly, I have found that the con¬ 


* However, U during the course of these 
proceedings additional facts come to my at¬ 
tention suggesting that an emergency situa¬ 
tion exists, I can at that point Invoke the 
emergency suspension provisions. 


tinued use of DBCP In accordance with 
current label restrictions poses an “im¬ 
minent hazard" to man. and I am hereby 
announcing my intention to suspend 
them. However, because of my prelimi¬ 
nary conclusion that applicator exposure 
can be controlled at least on an interim 
basis by imposition of appropriate re¬ 
strictions, this suspension action shall 
not apply to DBCP product* (1) the 
registrations of which have been 
amended to incorporate appropriate re¬ 
strictions. as described below, and (il) 
whose labels reflect these restrictions. 
The suspension shall be effective with 
respect to all other DBCP products. 
Suspended products may not be sold, dis¬ 
tributed, or otherwise moved in com¬ 
merce: however, stocks of these products 
already In the hands of users (who are 
not also distributors) may be used, pro¬ 
vided that they are used in a manner 
consistent with the restrictions imposed 
on the category of product In question, as 
described below. Finally. I emphasize that 
my finding that these risk reduction 
methods adequately reduce pesticide ap¬ 
plicator exposure is a tentative finding. 
If as a result of further review of this 
problem, it appears that these measures 
are not providing adequate protection to 
applicators, other remedies including 
suspension and cancellation of all uses 
arc available and can be implemented. 

IV. Uses in Which Residues Are Rea¬ 
sonably Expected in the Edible Por¬ 
tion or Food Crops 

A. USES OF CONCERN 

At the present time, there are no toler¬ 
ances for DBCP * per se In or on raw 
agricultural commodities because it was 
concluded on the basis of data originally 
submitted by petitioners for tolerances 
(Pesticide Petition Numbers 294, 417, 
5F4030, 7E0513, 0F0856. and 0F1O04) 
that no DBCP residues would result. 
However, tolerances for residues of in¬ 
organic bromides resulting from DBCP 
uses on fruits, vegetables and nuts were 
established (40 CFR $ 180.197). based on 
the rationale that the parent compound 
DBCP released bromide ions which were 
fixed in soils and subsequently taken up 
by plants as inorganic bromide, and 
based on the fact that the analyses then 
available for organic bromides in crops 
grown in treated soil were negative. The 
analytical method employed at that time 
for organic bromide had a sensitivity of 
0.2 to 1.0 ppm (parts per million) and 
was based on potentiometric titration. It 
was not specific for DBCP per se, but 
rather measured any organic bromide 
which was extracted by the procedure 
and not lost In clean-up steps. 


1 DBCP Lb I, 2-dlbromo-3~chloropropaue, 
commonly known am dlbromochloropropane

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More sophisticated analytical methods 
have been developed since the establish¬ 
ment of the tolerances referred to above, 
and It Is now possible to detect residues 
of the parent compound DBCP using a 
gas chromatographic-electron capture 
method which U specific to DBCP and 
which generally has a sensitivity of 0,01'' 
ppm. This method was first published In 
19T3 by Hodges and Lear »Nematologien 
19: 146) for DBCP In soil. and was 
utilized by Newsome ct at (J.Ag. & Food 
Chem. 25: 684 (1977 > > for the detection 
of DBCP residues In root crops ‘carrots 
and radishes) grown in soli which had 
been fumigated with DBCP. Although 
the dosage applied was lower than that 
which is currently permitted by existing 
registrations of products containing 
DBCP. the study found substantial 
residues of DBCP per sc in bbth the 
edible portions and the foliage of both 
crops. Values ranged up to 0 19 ppm In 
edible portions of radishes and up to 
1,5 ppm in edible portions of carrots. 

In addition, other data available to 
the Agency • from supervised field trials 
approximating registered uses show that 
detectable residues of DBCP per se result 
in or on edible portions of certain crops. 
Crops for which there are positive find¬ 
ings (and the range of analytical results 
thereon) are as follows: cauliflower 
(0.01-0,08 ppm); broccoli <0.03-0.13 
ppm): cabbage ‘0.01-0.12 ppm): cucum¬ 
bers 10.01-0.04 ppm); and peanut meats 
(0.01-0.14 ppm). 

The translation of residue data within 
groups of related crops ce.g.. root crop 
vegetables, leafy vegetables, etc.) is a 
common and widely accepted practice 
(see 40 CFR l 180.34); such extrapola¬ 
tions may also be based in part on com¬ 
mon growing characteristics of certain 
crops in relation to crops within such 
groupings (e.g.. crops whose edible por¬ 
tions develop on or close to the soil sur¬ 
face. Accordingly, the positive DBCP 
residue data pertaining to the crops 
enumerated above may be extrapolated 
to predict the existence of DBCP residues 
in certain other crops for which there 
are registered uses and for which resi¬ 
due data arc either absent or inconclu¬ 
sive: brass?] sprouts, celery, lettuce, en¬ 
dive. parsnips, turnips, squash, melons, 
eggplants, peppers, tomatoes, and straw¬ 
berries. 

From available data the Agency is 
presently unable to reach a conclusion 
that there is a likelihood of DBCP resi¬ 
dues in or on the remaining food crops 
for w hich there are registered uses. How¬ 
ever. further consideration will be given 
to those crops as additional residue in¬ 
formation becomes available. 

a. EXPOSURE FROM DBCP RESIDUES IN DIRT 

The level of human dietary exposure to 
DBCP resulting from the consumption of 
food commodities containing DBCP resi¬ 
dues may be estimated based on the

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average daily consumption of those food 
commodities as derived from published 
tabulations of their percentage contri¬ 
bution to an average daily 1030 gram 
diet. It must be noted, however, that es¬ 
timates resulting from multiplication of 
the residue levels by the estimated con¬ 
sumption would necessarily be based on 
an assumption that the entire crop of a 
particular commodity had been grown in 
DBCP-treated soil. Since this assump¬ 
tion may not reflect actual use patterns, 
estimates of the percentage of the na¬ 
tional crop which has actually been 
treated with DBCP have been calculated 
for each crop and factored into the Anal 
calculations of DBCP in the diet. 

Those calculations result in an esti¬ 
mated daily dietary intake of DBCP in 
the range of 2.2 x 10* rag/kg/day to 
6.1 x 10 * mg/kg/day. using the lower 
and upper limits of the range of analyt¬ 
ical <or extrapolated) residue data, re¬ 
spectively. Although this estimated 
amount of daily intake of DBCP may 
seem relatively low. analysis of the po¬ 
tential risks to human health as a con¬ 
sequence of its consumption, as discussed 
more fully below, shows this level of 
DBCP in the diet to be cause for signifi¬ 
cant concern. 

I have determined that human dietary 
consumption of DBCP constitutes a seri¬ 
ous risk to the population of this coun¬ 
try. since it appears that not only is 
DBCP a powerful carcinogen in animals 
which provides strong evidence that it is 
a human carcinogen, but that it may 
also damage human reproductive func¬ 
tions. and may cause sterility in males. 

1. With respect to the carcinogenicity 
of DBCP. the Agency's Cancer Assess¬ 
ment Group tCAO). in accordance with 
the Agency's ‘ Interim Procedures and 
Guidelines for Health Risks and Eco¬ 
nomic Impact Assessment of Suspected 
Carcinogens*' (41 PR 21402, May 25. 
1976) (the "Cancer Guidelines"),* has 
determined that: "There is strong evi¬ 
dence that DBCP is likely to be carcino¬ 
genic to man. The compound produces 
high levels of squamous cell carcinoma 
of the stomach in rats and mice of both 
sexes at both exposure levels. A signifi¬ 
cant increase in the mammary cancer 
rate was also found in female rate. In 
addition, the times to tumor tend to be 
very short, and the tumors metastasize 
to a m*ide variety of other organs." 

This determination was based on long- 
term bioassay tests on rats and mice 
conducted at Hazelton Laboratories, and 
sponsored by the National Cancer Insti¬ 
tute tNCI) between 1972 and 1974. The 
study was conducted at tw'o dose levels 
for each species (30 and 15 mg leg day 


- The Cancer Guidelines represent the 
Agency's accumulated expertise concerning 
the identification and aafteanment of carcino¬ 
gens. The approach taken In the Cancer 
Guidelines Is generally supported by the final 
report of the National Cancer Institute’s Na¬ 
tional Cancer Advisory Board Subcommittee 
on Environmental Carcinogenesis, entitled 
"‘General Criteria for Assessing the Evident* 
for Carcinogenicity of Chemical SuhoLances** 
(also known as the “Shublk committee Re¬ 
port"). 
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for rats and 260 and 130,mg. kg day for 
mice); 50 males and 50 females of each 
species were placed in each of these 
treatment groups and in the untreated 
control group. The animals received 
DBCP via stomach intubation 5 days 
per week for 78 weeks; the rate were 
sacrificed after another 32 weeks of ob¬ 
servation. while the mice were sacrificed 
after an additional 12 weeks of obser¬ 
vation. 

The results of tills study obtained at 
different stages of the bloassay have 
previously been reported by several of 
the participants therein. A progress re¬ 
port by Olsen et ai. < J. Natl. Cancer Inst. 
51: 1993 (1973)> indicated that DBCP 
was inducing squamous cell carcinomas 
of the stomach In treated rats and mice. 
Ward and Habermann (Bui. Soc. Pharm. 
Env. Path 74: 10-11 (1974)), the pa¬ 
thologists for this study, reported that 
DBCP was "very carcinogenic". Powers 
et al. (Abs. Tox. Appl. Pharm. 33 <1): 
171-172 (1975)). at the termination of 
this study, reported stomach squamous 
cell carcinomas in excess of 60 percent 
of the rats and 90 percent of the mice 
treated with DBCP: they also cited a 
high incidence (54 percent) of mammary 
gland adenocarcinomas in female rate. 
Finally. Weisburgcr (1977), in a draft 
report presented at a National Cancer 
Institute seminar, reported these find¬ 
ings in more detail. 

CAG preliminary review of the NCI 
rat study shows that a high frequency 
of DBCP-treated rats died with squamous 
cell carcinomas of the stomach: high dose 
rate were dying with carcinomas as early 
as 30-40 weeks of treatment, low dose 
rate at 40-50 weeks for females and 50- 
60 weeks for males. Tumors In both dos¬ 
age groups metastasized by Invasion Into 
adjacent organs and by spread to various 
distal sites; high dose rate were found 
with metasUtses earlier in the study than 
were low dose rats. Up to 6 to 9 organs 
per rats showed metastatic implants from 
the gastric carcinomas. Borne high dose 
rata which lacked gastric carcinomas had 
squamous cell papillomas of the stomach. 
In addition to gastric carcinomas, both 
DBCP-treated groups of female rats 
showed significant increases in the inci¬ 
dence of mammary adenocarcinomas. 
Tumors were noted as early as 14 weeks 
of treatment, increased greatly in size, 
sometimes ulcerated and. in a few cases, 
metastasized to the lung and kidney. 

A second bioassay on rats and mice at 
Haaelton Laboratories is currently in 
progress and is funded by Dow Chemical 
Co. The rat study was terminated at 104 
weeks in June 1977, and consisted of 4 
groups of 60 female and 60 male albino 
rate dosed at levels of 0. 0JJ, 1.0 and 3.0 
mg/kg/day of DBCP in the diet. A 78- 
week progress report received by the 
Agency on July 21. 1977 indicates a sig¬ 
nificant incidence of "possible neo¬ 
plasms" of the stomach, in both males 
and females receiving 1.0 and 3.0 mg. kg/ 
day. based on a review of the gro&s ne¬ 
crosis sheets. 

Based on the demonstrated carcino¬ 
genicity of DBCP. and using estimates of 
human exposure to DBCP on the baste 
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of residues of DBCP in food commodities 
consumed in the human diet, the CAO 
has evaluated the risk of cancer asso¬ 
ciated with human exposure to DBCP. 
These estimates ore, by their nature, 
very crude due to uncertainties in actual 
human exposure loots and in the extra¬ 
polation of dose-response data to very 
low dose levels, and due to the differences 
in levels of susceptibility of Animals and 
humans. (Cancer Guidelines, I 2.0.) They 
have been developed by the CAG to pro¬ 
vide me with a rough approximation of 
the degree of human risk which may be 
expected to attend the continued use of 
DBCP. using extrapolation models ap¬ 
propriate to a decision-making process 
which involves human health considera¬ 
tions. I caution that these estimates 
should not be interpreted either as scien¬ 
tific certainties, nor as absolute upper 
limits on the risks of cancer which may 
be posed by the continued use of DBCP.* 
With these caveats, the estimates devel¬ 
oped by CAO are as follows: 

Assuming that DBCP is consumed in 
the diet over an entire lifetime (assumed 
to be 70 years), the probability of 
DBCP producing cancer in a human in 
his or her lifetime ranges from 2.8 x 10 ‘ 
(using the lower residue estimates) to 
7.4 x 10 4 (using the higher residue esti¬ 
mates). Put differently, lifetime DBCP 
consumption may be expected to cause 
anywhere from 28 to 740 cases of cancer 
per one million people exposed, during 
the lifetime of the exposed population. 

Assuming that DBCP is only consumed 
in the diet over a two-year period, the 
probability of DBCP producing cancer in 
a human in his or her lifetime ranges 
from 7.9 x 10 T to 2.1 x 10 Put differently, 
two-year DBCP consumption may be ex¬ 
pected to cause anywhere from 0.79 to 
21.0 cases of cancer per one million peo¬ 
ple exposed, during the lifetime of the 
exposed population. 

2. With respect to the reproductive ef¬ 
fects of DBCP, several reports in the pub¬ 
lished literature indicate that DBCP 
causes significant damage to the repro¬ 
ductive organs of several animal species. 
Torkelson (Tax. Appl. Pharm. 3(5): 545 
(1961) conducted several tests for Shell 
and Dow Chemical Companies pertain¬ 
ing to DBCP. The authors noted that 
with respect to the inhalation exposure 
studies. “the most striking observation 
at autopsy was severe atrophy and de¬ 
generation of the testes of nil species.*’ 
Briefly summarized, the studies showed 
that in groups of 15 rats exposed to 
DBCP vapors of 0, 5, 10, 20. or 40ppm 
for a total of 50 exposures over 7 weeks, 
the treated rate developed gross lesions 
in the testes at the lOpprn and higher 
dosages. Testes atrophied in treated rate 
at 20 and 40 ppm. while testicular weight 
was reduced in some males at as low as 
5 ppm. In addition, 3 male rabbits and 10 
male guinea pigs exposed to 12 ppm

DBCP vapors 66 times showed severe tes¬ 
ticular atrophy and degeneration. 

A Russian study (Reznik and 8prin- 
chan. Gig, Sanlt: 101,1975) has reported 
significant injury to male and female sex 
gland activity In one group of rate given 
100 mg/kg DBCP once pcrorally and in 
another group given multiple doses of 
10 mg/kg over 4 to 5 months. For males 
acutely exposed to 100 mg/kg. the con¬ 
centration of spermatozoa in the ejacu¬ 
late dropped sharply; after one week the 
sperm count decreased to 2.617.000/ml 
In treated rate versus 4.870.000/ml in the 
control animals (p<.001), and the con¬ 
centration did not change significantly 
after an additional week (2,847,000/ml 
vs. 4.850.000/ml). Moreover, the duration 
of spermatazoon mobility decreased 
sharply, varying from about 10 to 20 
minutes in treated rats and from 30 to 33 
minutes for controls (p<.01). Accord¬ 
ingly. it was concluded that the final 
phases of spermatogenesis were damaged 
and the spermatozoon function destroyed 
by the acute dosage. In female rate. 94.5 
percent of the group exposed once to 100 
mg /kg developed atypical estrous cycles. 
The average number of complete cycles 
per female dropped and the stages of 
cstrus and diestrus were extended; the 
stage sequence was also destroyed in 
many of the females in the treated group. 

With respect to the chronic exposures, 
the function of the testes in the treated 
groups was also damaged, with the con¬ 
centration of spermatozoa gradually de¬ 
creasing after two months to 4.500.000/ 
ml In the treated males versus 5.400.000/ 
ml in the controls <p<.01). After four 
months the concentration decreased to 
2.480.000 ml in the treated animals, com¬ 
pared to 4.890,000/ml in the controls 
ip<.001). Moreover, the mobility of the 
sperm of treated rats at two and four 
months was also significantly lower than 
that of the controls <p<.0i and p<.001, 
respectively >. 

Other Russian studies Indicating re¬ 
productive effects in rats resulting from 
exposures to DBCP include Faydysh ctal. 
(Med. Zh. Uzbek Ls tan t: 64 (1970)) and 
Rakhmatullayev (Med. Zh. Uzbekistan a 
7: 75-78 <1969)). 

In addition, there are indications from 
human epidemiological studies con¬ 
ducted at chemical plants which manu¬ 
facture or formulate DBCP. that em¬ 
ployees who have been exposed to DBCP 
during its manufacture or formulation 
into other products exhibit signs of 
oligospermia (reduced sperm counts' or 
aspermia (zero sperm count). Of 15 
employees at the Occidental Chemical 
Co. at Lathrop. Calif., tested for fertil¬ 
ity, 7 employees had zero sperm count, 
2 employees were Judged "functionally 
sterile.” and 1 employee had an abnor¬ 
mally low sperm count. Moreover, the 
company stated that the examining 
physician had advised them that ' there 
is an apparent medical correlation be¬ 
tween length of employment in the com¬ 
pany’s pesticide formulation operations 
and the Incidence of the medical find¬ 
ings of aspermia or oligospermia within 
the total population group of employees 
working in the pesticide formation op¬ 


erations. 44 (Telex to EPA, August 1.1977.) 
In addition, preliminary examinations of 
9 demonstrator-applicators employed by 
Occidental indicate that 5 had “abnor¬ 
mal” sperm counts. (Department of 
Labor Informal Hearing on DBCP. Tes¬ 
timony of Dr. Wharton. August 31.1977.) 
Shell Oil Co. has reported that 7 of 11 
employees with possible exposure to 
DBCP at its Mobile, Ala., plant have 
reduced sperm counts (less than*40MM/ 
ml), as do 20 of 27 employees with pos¬ 
sible exposure to DBCP at its Denver. 
Colo., plant. (Letter to EPA. Septem¬ 
ber 1, 1977. with attachment.) Dow 
Chemical Co. has reported that recent 
sperm counts of employees at its Mag¬ 
nolia. Ark., plant “have revealed as¬ 
permia in 24 percent of the people tested 
and oligospermia In 46 percent. 44 (Let¬ 
ter to EPA. September 1. 1977.) 

In light of this evidence, and in light 
of the fact that data for conclusively 
establishing an ample margin of safety 
for human exposure to DBCP with re¬ 
spect to possible damage, to reproductive 
capacities are not available at this time. 
I find that exposure to DBCP poses a 
significant risk of Injury to human re¬ 
productive capacities. No quantitative 
estimates similar to those made for the 
risk of cancer have been made since 
at this time the Agency does not have 
an analogous model for the dose-re¬ 
sponse relationship for damage to the 
reproductive system (such as reduction 
in sperm count or other effects). 

0. BENEFITS 

There are registered alternatives to 
DBCP for each food crop mentioned 
above in which residues of DBCP are 
likely to occur. Moreover, it would appear 
that in virtually all cases, the major reg¬ 
istered alternatives are equally or more 
effective than DBCP but are more ex¬ 
pensive. Therefore, it is estimated that 
although crop yield would not be re¬ 
duced to any significant extent as a 
result of suspending DBCP for use on 
those crops, the costs of control as a 
result of a suspension would be in¬ 
creased by approximately $15 million 
per year (based on the calculation that 
the that the major alternatives increase 
average per acre treatment costs by ap¬ 
proximately $65). Accordingly, the eco¬ 
nomic impact of suspending these uses 
of DBCP during the approximately two 
years required for cancellation proceed¬ 
ings would be approximately $30 million, 
attributable primarily to the increased 
cost of control alternatives. 

E. CONCLUSION 

On the basis of the information dis¬ 
cussed above, I find that the risks of con¬ 
tinued use of DBCP on food crops in 
which residues of DBCP are likely to oc¬ 
cur in edible portions (specifically, broc¬ 
coli. brassel sprouts, cabbage, carrots, 
cauliflower, celery, cucumbers, eggplant, 
endive, lettuce, melons, parsnips, pea¬ 
nuts, peppers, radishes, squash, straw¬ 
berries, tomatoes, and turnips) outweigh 
the benefits of continued use during the 
approximate two-year period likely to be 
required for cancellation proceedings 
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and constitute an unreasonable risk to 
man. and I accordingly hereby issue no¬ 
tice of my Intent to suspend all registra¬ 
tions of products containing DBCP 
which arc registered for use on those 
crops. With respect to the other crops 
for which there are registered uses, the 
risk is lessened due to the uncertainty of 
the existence of DBCP residues, and I 
have accordingly determined to suspend 
registrations of products which are reg¬ 
istered for use on those remaining crops 
only in accordance with Part V of this 
notice relating to conditional suspensions 
based on applicator exposure. 

V. Exposure to Applicators 

The principal techniques for the appli¬ 
cation of DBCP are: soil Injection 
(chisel); pressure or gravity flow (flood) 
Irrigation; sprinkler Irrigation; granu¬ 
lar deposition: and drench application. 
The levels of Inhalation and dermal ex¬ 
posure to DBCP vary according to the 
technique utilized. 

A. DESCRIPTION OP TECHNIQUES 

Soil injection of DBCP is accomplished 
by utilizing a tractor with several narrow 
blades (or chisels) mounted on the rear, 
and inserted to a depth of about 8 inches 
in the soil. A tank mounted on top of the 
tractor delivers the DBCP via hoses to 
small tubes on the trailing edges of the 
blades. Since the delivery of DBCP from 
the tank to the ground is In an enclosed 
system, there is minimal opportunity for 
escape of DBCP to either the atmosphere 
or the soil surface. However, observations 
of actual applications using this tech¬ 
nique Indicated that the tractor drivers 
pulled the blades out of the ground when 
turning at the end of a row; the driver 
also occasionally dismounted and tapped 
on the raised blades, apparently to dis¬ 
lodge particles w hich clogged up the de¬ 
livery tubes. Thus, it Is likely that some 
concentration of DBCP will be present In 
the air breathed by the tractor driver. In 
addition, mixing and loading operations 
could potentially result in escape of 
DBCP into the atmosphere, although for 
much shorter periods of time than the 
duration of the actual application to the 
soil. 

In the Irrigation technique, DBCP is 
injected into the irrigation water at a 
uniform, monitored rate and the water 
is then dispersed to the crops using either 
pressure (from pumping) or gravity flow 
irrigation. Thus, the furrows running the 
length of the tree rows and the basins 
surrounding each tree arc filled 3 to 6 
inches deep with the DBCP-treated irri¬ 
gation water (which may take from 3 
to 4 hours); the treated water will com¬ 
pletely penetrate the soil over the next 
2 to 4 hours. In areas in which flood 
techniques cannot be used because of the 
sand content of the soil, basin applica¬ 
tion is commonly accomplished by the 
use of sprinkler pipes which run the 
length of the tree rows, with orifices into 
the basins. Since DBCP is volatile. It 
may evaporate from the water and be 
diffused by wind or other natural proc¬ 
esses, so that applicators in the irrigated 
fields may be exposed to various levels 


of ambient air concentrations of DBCP. 
Applicators' only direct contact with 
the treated water during this process 
would be while repairing a broken irri¬ 
gation border, which might occur one 
or two times during any particular ir¬ 
regular period. Depending upon the 
amount of protective clothing worn, the 
likely routes of exposure to applicators 
would therefore be through inhalation 
and/or dermal contact. 

The granular formulations of DBCP 
are principally for use on garden* and 
ornamentals by home owners. The gran¬ 
ules are poured into furrows 4 to 8 inches 
deep, which ore then filled with soil be¬ 
fore watering and left undisturbed for 
several days. 

Finally, drench application Is accom¬ 
plished from a truck with a large-capac¬ 
ity tank and a wlde-dlamefccr hose de¬ 
livery system. 

a. EXPOSURE ESTIMATES FOR EACH 
TECHNIQUE 

Estimates of applicator exposure from 
the soil injection technique may be com¬ 
puted based on estimates of potential 
concentration of DBCP levels in the air 
surrounding the applicators. Although 
no such data for DBCP are currently 
available, air concentrations of a simi¬ 
lar chemical (ethylene dibromide) aris¬ 
ing from the same application technique 
have been measured. Using a ratio of the 
vapor pressures of the two compounds, 
a reasonable range of DBCP air concen¬ 
trations can therefore be computed as 
0.01-0.1 ppm. which ts equivalent to 
0 1-1.0 mg/m* of DBCP. Inhalation ex¬ 
posure to applicators may then be esti¬ 
mated b;* assuming a breathing rate of 
1.8 mV hr. < reflecting moderate physical 
activity*, and assuming that all Inhaled 
DBCP is retained in the body. Thus the 
exposure to applicators using this tech¬ 
nique is estimated as 0.18-1.8 mg of 
DBCP per hour of application. 

For soybeans, a major agricultural use. 
there are an estimated 10.000 applica¬ 
tors who treat approximately 500.000 
arree annually with DBCP. at an esti¬ 
mated rate of 4 acres per hour; the av¬ 
erage annual application time per appli¬ 
cator is therefore 12.5 hours. Thus an 
estimate of Inhalation exposure to appli¬ 
cators from the use of DBCP on soybeans 
alone is 2.3 mg/yr. from actual applica¬ 
tion. In addition, mixing and loading op¬ 
erations for this technique may result in 
air concentrations of DBCP as high as I 
pptn. Assuming that an applicator spends 
no more 1 than one cumulative hour per 
year in such operations, his exposure 
therefrom will be approximately 18 mg/ 
yr. The overall inlialatlon exposure from 
the soil Injection technique on soybeans 
alone, therefore, is approximately 20 3 
mg/year. 

For pineapples, the soil injection is fol¬ 
lowed by covering the furrow with a plas¬ 
tic film. Although this would appear to 
minimize the tractor drivers' exposure 
to DBCP, it does not eliminate whatever 
exposure may occur during the mixing 
and loading operations. Assuming a 
cumulative two hours per year in such 
operations, an applicator will be exposed 
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to an overall Inhalation exposure of ap¬ 
proximately 36 mg/year. 

Estimates of applicator exposure from 
irrigation techniques can be calculated 
based in part on the fact that irrigation 
workers can apparently smell DBCP 
during its application. 8ince the human 
odor threshold has been reported to be 
0.03 ppm (Dow Chemical Co.. 1077). It 
may be assumed that tire air concen¬ 
tration of DBCP reaches at least that 
level in the ambient air over the irrigated 
area. Since each of the approximately 
4,000 applicators using this technique 
might thus be exposed to this air con¬ 
centration for one day each year, the re¬ 
sulting exposure would be 4.3 mg during 
that one day each year. 

For granular formulations, no quanti¬ 
tative information Is currently available 
regarding the duration of exposure or 
the number of appli a tors Involved. How¬ 
ever, inhalation and dermal exposure 
are probably slight due to both the low 
rate of application and the granular na¬ 
ture of the formulation. 

For drench application, exposure 
could occur both during the mixing and 
loading operations and during the actual 
application. Although it is likely that 
most applicators who utilize this tech¬ 
nique (used primarily for turf and golf 
course application) are experienced, 
professional applicators, it is also likely 
that they will utilize it frequently in the 
course of a year. However, no quantita¬ 
tive information is currently available 
regarding the extent of exposure when 
this technique is utilized, the duration of 
exposure, or the number of applicators 
Involved. 

C. RISKS 

As discussed In detail in Part IV-C 
of this notice (hereby incorporated by 
reference), DBCP poses risks to humans 
of both cancer and serious damage to tlie 
reproductive system. Based on the esti¬ 
mates of exposure to applicators devel¬ 
oped above. CAO has evaluated the risk 
of cancer to applicators associated with 
applicator exposure to DBCP (with the 
same caveats discussed in Part IV-C) to 
be as follows: 

Assuming that DBCP is applied during 
a 40-year working lifetime, the proba¬ 
bility of DBCP producing cancer In a 
soybean applicator in the applicator’s 
lifetime * assumed to be 70 years) Is 

5.5 x 10"*. Put differently, working life¬ 
time exposure of soybeans applicators 
to DBCP may be expected to cause 5.5 
cases of cancer per 1.000 applicators In 
the applicators* lifetime. 

Assuming that DBCP is only applied 
during tw*o years, the probability of 
DBCP producing cancer In a soybean 
applicator in the applicator's lifetime Is 

1.6 x 10 * or 1.6 expected cases of cancer 
per 10.000 applicators. 

For pineapple applicators, the lifetime 
probability of cancer from working life¬ 
time exposure to DBCP is 9.7 x 10 \ or 

9.7 expected cases of cancer per 1.000 
applicators. 

Assuming only two years of DBCP ex¬ 
posure. the probability of DBCP produc¬ 
ing cancer in a pineapple applicator's 
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lifetime is 2.8 x 10* *\ or 2.8 expected cases 
of cancer per 10.000 applicators. 

Finally, for Irrigation applicators the 
lifetime probability of cancer from work¬ 
ing lifetime exposure to DBCP is 1.2X 
10 *, or 1.2 expected cases of cancer per 
1,000 applicators. 

Assuming only two years of DBCP ex¬ 
posure. the probability of DBCP produc¬ 
ing cancer in irrigation applicator’s life¬ 
time is 3-3X10A or 3.3 expected cases of 
cancer per 100.000 applicators. 

Moreover, in light of preliminary indi¬ 
cations of abnormalities in and damage 
to the reproductive ssyterns of applica¬ 
tors of DBCP. and in light of the fact 
that data for conclusively establishing vn 
ample margin of safety for exposure to 
DBCP with respect to possible damage 
to human reproductive capacities are not 
available at this time, I find that contin¬ 
ued exposure of applicators to DBCP 
resulting from current application tech¬ 
niques during the approximately two 
years required for cancellation proceed¬ 
ings constitutes an unacceptable risk of 
serious injury to the reproductive sys¬ 
tems of applicators. 7 

D. BFNEFITS 

I do not find it necessary to undertake 
&n analysis of the economic benefits of 
the continued use of DBCP for any use 
other than those which I intend to sus¬ 
pend in accordance with Part IV of this 
Notice, stnee I have found that the risks 
to applicators associated with such re¬ 
maining uses may be sufficiently reduced 
during the period required for cancella¬ 
tion proceedings by requiring that those 
uses be restricted to certified (and in 
some cases commercial > applicators, and 
by requiring the use of protective cloth¬ 
ing and respirators during application. 
Therefore, no benefits of those uses 
would be lost, during the time required 
for cancellation proceedings, since the 
products would still be available for ulti¬ 
mate application for those remaining 
uses. Moreover, any marginal costs that 
might result from restriction to certified 
applicators would be minimal, since 
State programs for the certification of 
applicators are operational in almost all 
States, there is a large number of certi¬ 
fied applicators, and there is relatively 
Utlie difficulty in obtaining applicator 
certification. 

x. CONCLUSION 

I find that the risks of continued un¬ 
restricted use of DBCP during the ap¬ 
proximately two years necessary for can¬ 
cellation proceedings outweigh the bene¬ 
fits of such unrestricted use. I also find, 
however, that those risks may be suffi¬ 
ciently reduced during the two years re¬ 
quired for cancellation by the imposition 
of certain restrictions."

• However, the fact that I have found that 
the restrictions outlined afford adequate rtok- 
reduction for the period required for cancel¬ 
lation proceedings doe* not mean that I can¬ 
not or will not reevaluate the propriety of re¬ 
striction as a a ultimate alternative to can- 


Accorciingly, I hereby announce my in¬ 
tention to conditionally suspend ail reg¬ 
istrations of products containing DBCP. 
Relief from this conditional suspension 
may be accomplished by submitting an 
application amending the registration to 
restrict the product's use to certified ap¬ 
plicators w*earing protective clothing and 
respirators. In addition, all uses on turf 
and ornamental trees, shrubs and flowers 
would have to be restricted to commer¬ 
cial applicators in category 3 (see 40 CFR 
f 171.3 * or an equivalent category under 
the appropriate State applicator certifi¬ 
cation plan. Such applications for 
amended registration would be without 
prejudice to the registrant’s rights to 
challenge the suspension of the food 
crops uses in accordance with Part IV of 
this notice. And without prejudice to the 
Agency’s right to review the adequacy of 
the restrictions at a later date <e.g., dur¬ 
ing the cancellation proceedings>. 

The application for amended registra¬ 
tion would also have to include proposed 
amended labeling which would reflect 
these restrictions. The following lan¬ 
guage. If contained In an amended label, 
would be sufficient to meet these require¬ 
ments: 

For turf and ornamental uses: 

RESTRICTED USE PESTICIDE 

For retail sale to and use only by 
certified commercial applicators or per¬ 
sons under their direct supervision, and 
only for those uses covered by the certi¬ 
fied commercial applicator’s certification. 
WARNING 

KEEP OUT OF REACH OF 
CHILDREN 

For turf or ornamental use. Keep 
people and animals off treated areas un¬ 
til the material has been washed into the 
soil. 

Harmful liquid and vapor. Wear a 
respirator Jointly approved by the Mining 
Enforcement and Safety Administration, 
and National Institute of Occupational 
Safety and Health. Wear Impermeable 
protective fullbody clothing to avoid any 
skin or eye contact. May be fatal if swal¬ 
lowed. inhaled or absorbed through skin. 
May cause functional infertility. Com¬ 
bustible mixture causes skin Irritation 
and blisters upon prolonged contact. 
Causes irritation of eyes, nose and throat. 
May be absorbed through skin. Do not 
allow' material to remain on skin. If 
clothing or shoes become contaminated, 
remove them promptly and do not wear 
again until competely free of material.

A discussion of some aspects of these 
procedures follows:

When FTFRA 
was amended in 1975 to call for consul¬ 
tation by EPA with the Department of 
Agriculture and a scientific advisory 
panel before taking action in many 
cases, suspensions based on human 
health grounds were exempted from 
those requirements out of concern that 
to provide otherwise would prevent 
speedy action where speedy was desir¬ 
able. 121 Cong. Rec. H 9895-96 (daily ed 
Oct. 9. 1975): 121 Cong. Rec S 19820-21 
idaUy ed.Nov. 12. 1975>. 

Deadlines for completing the hearing 
have been imposed in prior suspensions. 
See e g.. In re Vclsicol Chemical Co ef 
al. 41 FR 7552. 7553 (Feb. 19, 1976> 
l Notice of Intent to Suspend Heptachlor 
and Chlordanel. The requirements set 
forth in this order simply carry forw ard 
that practice. 

B. USE Or PANEL 

Despite the need for speedy action, the 
issues involved in suspension ore com¬ 
plex. Under the statute, a Judgment of 
“imminent hazard" must be based on 
conside ration of costs and risks of nil 
types. FTFRA secs. 2<1>. 2(bb*. Given 


41 1 do not regard the procedures set forth 
below a* inconsistent with this directive. 
What concerned Congress was plainly that 
the hearing stage of Agency election making 
begin promptly; not that the oral hearing 
itself start unconditionally in less than u 
week. To interpret the law otherwise would 
forbid the use of such accepted aids to effi¬ 
cient decision* as prehearing conference in 
precisely the case* where efficiency Is most 
required. 
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the necessary lime constraints and the 
preliminary nature of suspension as a 
remedy, factual certainty may be elusive. 
”(Tlhe function of the suspension de¬ 
cision is to make a preliminary assess¬ 
ment of evidence, and probabilities, not 
any ultimate resolution of difficult Is¬ 
sues”. Environmental Defense Fund , Inc . 
v. EPA , 510 P. 2d. 1292. 1298 (D.C. Clr. 
1975), quoting from Environmental De¬ 
fense Fund, Inc, v. EPA . 465 F. 2d. 528. 
537 (D.C. Clr. 1972). 

Arriving at even such & preliminary 
assessment can present formidable dif¬ 
ficulties. Considering risks, questions can 
arise concerning the dispersion and per¬ 
sistence of the pesticide In the environ¬ 
ment and certain parts of it, the conduct 
of animal feeding studies, the meaning 
of those studies for human health, ar¬ 
guments about and projections from 
other data concerning a possible human 
health risk, and finally on what the up¬ 
per and lower boundaries of any risks 
may be and how firmly they are estab¬ 
lished. Considering benefits, questions 
can be raised about the extent of use. the 
crops involved, the availability and ef¬ 
fectiveness of substitutes both now and 
in the future, the actual impact of the 
pesticide on target species both now and 
in the future, the value of non-agricul- 
tural uses, and the range of the probable 
economic impacts of banning the pesti¬ 
cide. or some use of it. In the light of all 
these factors. 

This job will be easier, and will be 
more likely to be well performed, if I am 
allowed to rely directly on the talents of 
EPA employees with expert knowledge of 
the technical fiiclds Involved, and the 
professional ability to assess problems 
arising in them. 1 believe it is for this 
reason that Congress has provided that 
those presiding over suspension hearings 
need not be hearing examiners. u 

C. CONDUCT or THE HEARING 

Overuse of cross-examination and 
courtroom formalities, I believe, has 
made many FUFRA proceedings far long¬ 
er than was consistent with any rational 
purpose. The overwhelming bulk of legal 
analyses by those who have studied the 
problem, and EPA’s own experience, 
demonstrate that scientific and economic 
issues can be Clarified by the exchange 
of written material far more efficiently 
than through courtroom hearings. At the 
same time, particularly where Congress 
has explicitly called for formal hearings, 
the accomponying rights to reasonable 
cross-examination and oral presentation 
must be preserved. 

The reliance on written submissions to 
focus the issues which I am directing to 
be used here is an attempt to implement 
those lessons. 

All three elements of these supplemen¬ 
tary procedures are meant to work to- 


'* Hie fact that more than one person will 
preside is of no legal significance. Even when 
5 U.S.C. sec. 656 requires a hearing to be pre¬ 
sided over by an examiner (or a person rep¬ 
resenting the agency) It also specifies that

gethcr. The use of a panel will ensure 
that expert knowledge is indeed brought 
to the task of making a decision. The 
provision for preliminary written sub¬ 
missions will allow that panel to screen 
the issues and narrow the formal part 
of the hearing down to those that are le¬ 
gitimately In dispute and suited to adju¬ 
dicatory resolution. Finally, setting & 
timetable for decision will help make sure 
that the potential gains in efficiency rep¬ 
resented by the first two reforms are 
realized In practice.

On September 9. 1975. the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency (EPA) an¬ 
nounced *40 FR 418.33 > a renewal of a 
temporary tolerance for negligible resi¬ 
dues of the herbicide and plant regula¬ 
tor diquat <C.7-dihydrodlpyrido <1,2- 
n:2\l,c> pyrazidiinium) derived from 
application of the dibromide salt and 
calculated as the cation In or on the 
raw agricultural commodity potatoes at 
0.2 part per million. This tolerance ex¬ 
pired September 2. 1976. but was sub¬ 
sequently extended »40 FR 58685 > to 
October 21. 1976. The tolerance was 
established *39' FR 28316 < in response 
to a pesticide petition <PP 401470) sub¬ 
mitted by Chevron Chemical Co., 940 
Hensley Street. Richmond. Calif. 94804. 

Chevron Chemical Co. requested a one- 
year renewal of this temporary tolerance 
both to permit continued testing to 
obtain additional data and to permit 
the marketing of the above raw agricul¬ 
tural commodity when treated in accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of the experi¬ 
mental use permit that was renewed 
under the Federal Insecticide. Fungicide, 
and Roden tickle Act (FIFRA), as 
amended (86 Stat. 973; 89 Stat. 751; 
7 U.S.C. 136*a) ct seq.). 

The scientific data reported and all 
other relevant material were evaluated, 
and it was determined that a renewal 


of the temporary tolerances would pro¬ 
tect the public health.

The firm must also 
keep records of production, distribution, 
and performance and on request make 
the records available to any authorized 
officer or employee of tlie EPA or the 
Food end Drug Administration. 

This temporary tolerance expires Au* 
gust 29. 1978. Residues not in excess of 
0.2 ppm in or on potatoes after this ex¬ 
piration date will not be considered ac¬

Based on reports for July 1977 sub¬ 
mitted to FEA by refiners and other firms 
as to crude oil receipts, crude oil runs to 
stills, eligible product imports and Im¬ 
ported naphtha utilized as a petrochem¬ 
ical feedstock in Puerto Rico; application 
of the entitlement adjustment for resid¬ 
ual fuel oil production for sale in the 
East Coast market provided in 5 211.67 
(d>(4); August 1977 deliveries of crude 
oil for storage in the Strategic Petroleum 
Reserve; and application of the entitle¬ 
ment adjustment for small refiners pro¬ 
vided In I 211.67(e), the national domes¬ 
tic crude oil supply ratio for July 1977 is 
calculated to be .258119. 

In accordance with § 211.67(b)(2). to 
calculate the number of barrels of 
deemed old oil included in a refiner’s ad¬ 
justed crude oil receipts for the month of 
July 1977, each barrel of old oil Ls equal 
to one barrel of deemed old oil and each 
barrel of upper tier crude oil is equal to 
328561 of a barrel of deemed old oil. 

The issuance of entitlements for the 
month July 1977 to refiners and other 
firms is set forth in the Appendix to this 
notice. The Appendix lists the name of 
each refiner or other firm to which en¬ 
titlements have been issued, the number 
of barrels of deemed old oil included In 
each such refiner’s adjusted crude oil 
receipts, the number of entitlements is¬ 
sued to each such refiner or other firm, 
and the number of entitlements required 
to be purchased or sold by each such re¬ 
finer or other firm. 

Pursuant to 10 CFR 5 211.67 (1) »4>, 
FEA hereby fixes the price at which en¬ 
titlements shall be sold and purchased 
for the month of July 1977 at $8.68. 
which Is the exact differential as reported 
for the month of July between the 
weighted average per barrel costs to re¬ 
finers of old oil and of imported and ex¬ 
empt domestic crude oil, less the sum of 
21 cents. 

In accordance with 10 CFR 5 211.67 
<b». each refiner that has been Issued 
fewer entitlements for the month of July 
1977 than the number of barrels of 
deemed old oil included in its adjusted 
crude oil receipts is required to purchase 
a number of entitlements for the month 
of July 1977 equal to the difference be¬ 
tween the number of barrels of deemed 
old oil included in those receipts and the 
number of entitlements issued to and re¬ 
tained by that refiner. Refiners which 
have been issued a number of entitle¬ 
ments for the month of July 1977 in ex¬ 
cess of the number of barrels of deemed 
old oil Included in their adjusted crude 
oil receipts for that month and other 
firms Issued entitlements shall sell such 


entitlements to refiners required to pur¬ 
chase entitlements. In addition, certain 
refiners are required to purchase or sell 
entitlements to effect corrections for re¬ 
porting errors for the months September 
1975 through June 1977 pursuant to 10 
CFR I 211.670X1). 

The listing of refiners* old oil receipts 
contained In the Appendix reflects any 
adjustments made by FEA pursuant to 
I 211.67(h). 

The listing contained in the Appendix 
identifies in a separate column additional 
entitlements issued to refiners pursuant 
to relief granted by FEA’s Office of Ex¬ 
ceptions and Appeals. Also set forth in 
this column are adjustments for relief 
granted by the Office of Exceptions and 
Appeals for 1975 and 1976, wliich adjust¬ 
ments are reflected in monthly install¬ 
ments. The number of installments Is 
dependent on the magnitude of the ad¬ 
justment to be made.

Order Clarifying Commission’s Order and 
Vacating Termination of Proceeding 

September 15. 1977. 

On June 29. 1977. Panhandle Eastern 
Pipe Line Co. (Panhandle), and In sup¬ 
port thereof, Baca Gas Gathering Sys¬ 
tem. Inc. (Baca), on July 7. 1977. filed 
In Docket No. CP77-56, et al.. a petition 
for clarification of the Commission's 
order issued May SI. 1977. all as more 
fully set forth in the petition for clari¬ 
fication, In this proceeding. 

In Its order of May 31, 1977, the Com¬ 
mission authorized the abandonment 
pursuant to Section 7(b) of the Natural 
Gas Act by Baca, through a sale to Pan¬ 
handle, of all of Baca’s natural gas fa¬ 
cilities and the acquisition and operation 
of such facilities by Panhandle. Pan¬ 
handle requests clarification on two 
limited issues concerning the order. First, 
Panhandle requests that the Commis¬ 
sion specifically approve the accounting 
entries Included in Exhibit 8 to Pan- 
handle’s application. Second. Panhandle 
requests the Commission to confirm that 
the purchase price of the facilities in¬ 
cludes a sum approximately $18,000 to 
cover the cost of attachment of two wells 
by Baca subsequent to the execution of 
the Facilities Purchase Agreement exe¬ 
cuted by Baca and Panhandle. Said 
points are within the intent of the Com¬ 
mission's authorization, and the order 
will be clarified accordingly. 

The order of May 31, 1977, also termi¬ 
nated Baca’s rate proceeding In Docket 
No. RP76-133, but the order failed to 
recognize that Baca would remain liable 
for any refund obligation Incurred there¬ 
under. Therefore, said proceeding will be 
reinstated for the purpose of refunds. 

The Commission finds: It Is neces¬ 
sary and appropriate In carrying out 
the provisions of the Natural Gas Act 
and the public convenience and neces¬ 
sity require that the Commission's order 
issued June 29.1977, in Docket No. CP77- 
56, et al., be clarified as hereinafter 
ordered. 

The Commission orders: (A) The Com - 
m is ion’s order Issued June 29, 1977, in 
Docket Nos. CP77-56. et al., is clarified 
by approving (1) the accounting entries 
included in Exhibit S to Panhandle’s 
application and <2> the inclusion in the 
purchase price of the facilities a sum 
of approximately $18,000 to cover the 
cost of attachment of two wells by Baca. 

(B) The termination of the rate pro¬ 
ceeding in Docket No. RP76-153 is va¬ 
cated so that Baca will remain liable to 
make refunds to Panhandle. 

(C) In all other respects said order 
shall remain In full force and effect.

Take notice that on August 18, 1977, 
Edwin L. Cox (Operator), Applicant, 
3300 First National Bank Building. Dal¬ 
las. Tex. 75202, filed an application for 
a limited-term certificate of public con¬ 
venience and necessity with pregranted 
abandonment in Docket No. CI77-773. 
Applicant proposes to make a sale of nat¬ 
ural gas to Columbia Gas Transmission 
Corp. (Columbia) for a term of two years 
commencing prior to the heating season 
of 1977-78. Applicant has been advised 
by Columbia that this limited-term pur¬ 
chase is necessary because of the severe 
gas supply shortage existing on Colum¬ 
bia’s system which has prevented Colum¬ 
bia from meeting a substantial part of 1U 
existing system’s firm requirements. Ap¬ 
plicant is further advised by Columbia 
that its projected system curtailment 
during the period of this purchase Is of 
such magnitude as to threaten substan¬ 
tial reductions in deliveries of natural 
gas to high priority users. 

The natural gas to be sold to Columbia 
will be the gas produced from two wxlls 
located in the Little Lake Field of Jef¬ 
ferson Parish. Louisiana, known as the 
Louisiana Land and Exploration Wells 
No. 1 and No. 2. Such gas will be sold 
under a Gas Purchase Contract between 
Applicant. Hawthorne Oil and Gas Corp.. 
Oakland Corp., Arcade Enterprises. Inc., 
and W. B. Burkenroad, as Sellers, and 
Columbia, as Buyer, dated July 11, 1977, 
which agreement U being filed simul¬ 
taneously herewith. This application is 
made by Edwin L. Cox, as Operator, for 
the owners of the Oil and Gas Leasehold 
estate in the w’Clls covered by said Oas 
Purchase Contract. 

Applicant will deliver such gas into the 
facilities of Columbia at a mutually 
agreeable point near the Louisiana Land 
and Exploration Well No. 1. Columbia 
will deliver such gas to Tennessee Gas 
Pipeline Co. (Tennessee Gas) at a point 
on Tennessee Gas’ existing pipeline in 
the Little Lake Field and Tennessee will 
redeliver such gas to Columbia Gulf pur¬ 
suant to an Exchange Agreement.

Order Re-Opening Proceedings, Establish¬ 
ing Procedures and Providing for Hear¬ 
ings to More Specifically Evaluate 
Curtailment Impacts 

September 14, 1977. 

In the matter of East Tennessee Natu¬ 
ral Gas Co.. El Paso Natural Gas Co., 
Tennessee Gas Pipeline Co., Tennessee 
Natural Otis Lines, Inc., Transcontinen¬ 
tal Gas Pipe Line Corp., and The United 
Gas Pipe Line Co. 

By an Order Issued May 11, 1977, in 
Alabama-Tennessee Natural Gas Com¬ 
pany. et al.. Docket Nos. RP77-65, et al., 
procedures were established for ascer¬ 
taining the magnitude and potential im¬ 
pact of curtailments projected to occur 
during the 1977-78 winter upon the sys¬ 
tems of 29 interstate pipeline companies. 
It w*as tiie purpose of the proceedings 
initiated by that order to provide an 
overview of potential curtailment impact 
for the forthcoming winter on both a 
normal and 10 percent colder than nor¬ 
mal basis. Because the survey was na¬ 
tional in scope and encompassed such a 
large number of pipeline companies, it 
was necessary to establish expedited 
procedures for its conduct. Those proce¬ 
dures included the filing of informa¬ 
tional reports by the pipelines, the hold¬ 
ing or brief hearings where necessary, 
and the submission of summary memo¬ 
randa (in lieu of briefs) by the staff and 
interested parties. The analyzing memo¬ 
randa were filed with the Commission 
and served on all parties to the proceed¬ 
ings on August 12, 1977, and have since 
been the subject of our review. 

On the basis of the information which 
has been collected, the staff reports in¬ 
dicate that the impact of the curtail¬ 
ments projected for next winter should, 
in general, be of manageable proportions 
If the weather experienced is no worse 
than normal. Even if the actual weather 
next winter is 10 percent colder than 
normal, the reports show that twenty 
three pipelines would experience no sig¬ 
nificant economic dislocations. However, 
the reports show that severe industrial 
curtailment projected by six pipelines 
would result in plant closings. In partic¬ 
ular, we are concerned with the appar¬ 
ently critical impacts which are fore¬ 
casted as resulting from the curtailments 
of the following six pipelines: El Paso 
Natural*Gas Co.. Tennessee Oas Pipe¬ 
line Co. (TGPC). Transcontinental Gas 
Pipe Line Co.. United Gas Pipe Line Co., 
East Tennessee Natural Gas Co. and 
Tennessee Natural Gas Lines, Inc. 1 


1 East Tennessee and Tennessee Natural 
are solely dependent upon Tennessee Gas 
Pipeline for natural gas supplies. 
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Wc regard the curtailment-related Im¬ 
pacts forecasted by the above six com¬ 
panies to be of sufficient concern to af¬ 
ford them further consideration. 

Our Instant effort will be directed to 
the gathering of further information on 
the current capability of alternate fuel 
use by industrial customers that in¬ 
dicated in the earlier proceeding the pos¬ 
sibility of plant closings next winter. 
Secondly, we desire the collection of more 
specific information regarding the efforts 
of those customers to arrange direct 
purchases under Order No. 533 proce¬ 
dures (or any purchase of gas from any 
source under any circumstances>. In ad¬ 
dition, wc desire that the record reflect 
similar information regarding corre¬ 
sponding self-help efforts of distribution 
and Industrial customers. Thirdly, plant 
closings on some systems appear to be 
more readily avoided through the alloca¬ 
tion of emergency supplies to the dis¬ 
tressed distributor or direct industrial 
consumer, rather than through acquisi¬ 
tion of emergency volumes by the pipe¬ 
line supplier for its system supplies. Con¬ 
sequently. It would be useful to have 
specific Information regarding the pres¬ 
ent and proposed efforts of the six pipe¬ 
lines to allocate any emergency pur¬ 
chases or to arrange for emergency pur¬ 
chases for specific customers. 

In order to facilitate consideration of 
these matters, we direct the continuation 
of proceedings in the instant dockets, 
and order that the continuing proceed¬ 
ings address, at a minimum, the follow¬ 
ing areas of inquiry 

{1} 'Dip amount of additional t:r% supply 
needed for each distributor or direct indus¬ 
trial customers to avoid plant shut-down 
during each month of the 1977-78 winter 
period, including appropriate supporting 
dat* from distributor* based on th-r needs of 
each commercial or luduntrial consumer that 
may be forced to shut-down due to curtail¬ 
ment this winter Indicate the approximate 
number of days of shut-down for each con¬ 
sumer on the b**l* of 10 percent colder than 
normal weother, 

<2> Existing commitment* nml projected 
availability .of emergency purchases by pipe¬ 
line companies or diitrtbotom for each 
month of the winter period 

(3) For each distributor and consumer 
laced with the prospect of plant shut-down 
list all self-help* measure* which have been 
undertaken to date, and other self-help 
measures which are planned to avoid shut¬ 
down. including actions by state authorities. 

(4) List for each pipeline and distributor 
with projected shut-down problems, all exist¬ 
ing and proposed contingency plan* to miti¬ 
gate effects or plant shut-down next winter. 

(5) For each pipeline and distributor, up¬ 
date the initial report and testimony sup¬ 
plied In this proceeding with any sl^niflrsiit 
change* 

The compilation of an adequate record 
in these proceedings will only be possible 
by the cooperation and participation of 
all distribution companies of all sizes 
that sene the distressed industrial cus¬ 
tomers behind the six pipeline companies 
with which we ore concerned. There is a 
need for more specific information re¬ 
garding individual industrial consumers. 
The distribution companies are more 
likely to possess the specific information 
we require for individual industrials than 


are pipeline companies. We therefore 
call upon these distribution companies to 
make this information available for the 
rc-opcned hearings. We shall continue to 
rely upon the pipeline companies to col¬ 
late and analyze information relating to 
their direct and indirect markets, and 
to present testimony regarding these 
matters as well as an updated assessment 
of the projected impact next winter. 

Although the supply projections in the 
earlier proceedings <upon which the 
forecasts of plant closings were predi¬ 
cated) did not indicate firm commit¬ 
ments to make emergency purchases, it 
would appear that any such purchases, 
if properly allocated, would do much to 
avert serious economic dislocations. To 
afford a further analysis of the availabil¬ 
ity of emergency purchases, we hereby 
direct the Commission Staff to contact 
producers, intrastate pipelines (and 
other potential sources of emergency 
volumes of which the Staff Is aware) 
who reported large-volume emergency 
sales last winter. The purpose of these 
contacts will be to determine whether 
comparable volumes will be offered to 
the interstate market on an emergency 
basis this coming winter, or if not, what 
their alternate disposition will be. 

Our purpose in directing these extend¬ 
ed proceedings continues to be the swift 
compilation of an analysis of the po¬ 
tential curtailment impact for the com¬ 
ing winter, and a measure of the emer¬ 
gency purchases (and other relief de¬ 
vices) necessary to avert critical disloca¬ 
tions. We continue to emphasize the 
nonadjudicatory information-gathering 
nature of these proceedings, and there¬ 
fore. the inappropriateness of adherence 
to strict evidentiary and procedural rules 
In their conduct. The proximity of the 
winter heating season renders it critical 
that these continued proceedings be con¬ 
ducted with all possible dispatch. We 
envision hearings of less than two days* 
duration and direct that they be held be¬ 
tween September 19 and October 5. 1977. 
Thereafter we shall again call upon our 
Staff and the other parties to flic with 
the Commission by October 14, 1977, 
summary memoranda in wiiich the data 
presented in these re-opened proceed¬ 
ings is analyzed, and in which any party 
may submit any comments that are war¬ 
ranted In light of the facta and data 
developed. 

A copy of this order shall be sent to 
all of the state commissions and state 
energy offices affected hereby, and di¬ 
rectly to all of the parties to the proceed- 
Ings. 

The Commission finds: It is in the 
public Interest and consistent with the 
purpose of the Natural Gas Act to re- 
opcn~the records in the subject proceed¬ 
ings and to schedule further hearings 
therein. 

The Commission orders: <A> Pursuant 
to the authority conferred upon the 
Commission under the Natural Gas Act, 
particularly Sections 4. 5. 7. 14. and 15. 
hearings shall be held as provided below'. 

<B) The hearings provided for in or¬ 
dering paragraph (A) shall be convened 


at such times and places as provided for 
in a notice to be issued by the Secre¬ 
tary after receipt of a recommendation 
made by the General Counsel and Chief 
of the Bureau of Natural Gas after con¬ 
sultation on this matter with the Chief 
Administrative Law Judge. 

(C) A copy of this order and of the 
notice provided for in ordering para¬ 
graph <B> shall be forwarded directly 
to parties to the proceeding and to con¬ 
cerned state commissions and state 
energy offices along with our request for 
their co-operation and participation in 
this matter. 

iD) An analysis in memorandum form 
of the Information obtained in the con¬ 
tinuation of these proceedings shall be 
presented to the Commission by the 
Commission Staff and other interested 
parties desiring to submit such memo¬ 
randum or comments to the Commis¬ 
sion by October 14, 1977.

On June 6. 1977. Presiding Adminis¬ 
trative Law Judge Lande certified the 
proposed Stipulation and Agreement and 
the entire record in this proceeding to 
the Commission for its consideration. 

On September 9. 1976, Natural Gas 
Pipeline Co. of America (Natural) filed 
an application pursuant to section 7<c> 
of the Natural Gas Act for a certificate 
of public convenience and necessity au¬ 
thorizing the constrctlon and operation 
of transmission and storage facilities to 
provide additional storage service under 
a proposed new Rate Schedule LS-2.

storage fields In Iowa and Illinois and 
provide a new leased storage service to 
its customers. Its stated purpose is to 
provide customers with additional flexi¬ 
bility in the operation of their systems 
and to enhance reliability of service to 
the ultimate consumer. 

Natural proposes to expand the storage 
fields in Iowa and Illinois to Increase 
daily withdrawal capacity by 124.000 
Mcf in order to provide tlie proposed 
new LS~2 storage service to its cus¬ 
tomers. A total of 100 days top storage 
withdrawal allegedly will be available 
for the period beginning December 1 of 
each year and continuing through 
March 31 of the following year, with 
the maximum available to each customer 
being 100 times Its contracted daily 
withdrawal quantity. To provide this 
leased storage service. Natural proposes 
to allocate from the existing entitle¬ 
ments of participating customers the 
following: 

(1) 12.400.000 Mcf of top storage gas each 
year; 

(2) 310,000 Mcr of fuel gas each year; 
and 

(3) 24.800.000 Mcf of cushion gas for the 
first year of L&-2 service only. 

The service agreements covering the 
US-2 service would be for a i>ertod of 
10 years commencing April 1, 1977. but 
could be cancelled on one year’s notice 
by Natural If. in its Judgment, the 
severity of curtailment on its system re¬ 
quired It. Upon termination of the LS-2 
.service, the total amount of cushion gas 
would be returned to Natural’s cus¬ 
tomers. It was proposed that the LS-2 
service would be offered to all customers, 
allocating the 124,000 Mcf per day 
among them, prorated to their existing 
dally contract quantities under Hate 
Schedules DMQ-l and 0-1. and the 
volumes not accepted would then be re- 
offered to those customers who did elect 
to participate in the LS-2 storage service 
until the total volume is contracted. Nat¬ 
ural states that the entire volume is now 
under contract. 

In addition, Natural requests that the 
Inventory limitations of the storage 
fields, imposed as conditions to certifi¬ 
cate authorization heretofore issued, be 
increased to designated levels set forth 
in the application. Natural also proposes 
to construct and operate several addi¬ 
tional small gathering lines in order to 
connect injection-withdrawal wells and 
other miscellaneous facilities. 

The estimated cost of these facilities, 
excluding cushion gas which would be 
provided by the participating customers, 
is approximately $23,000,000. Pursuant to 
section 2.55(a) of the Commission’s Gen¬ 
eral Policy and Interpretations, Nat¬ 
ural also proposes to construct and op¬ 
erate six observation welts, dehydration 
units and other miscellaneous facilities. 

General Motors Corp. <GM> filed a 
protest, petition to intervene, and a re¬ 
quest for a hearing, on October 15, 1976. 
GM’s pleadings raised the issue of 
whether a pipeline which is presently 
curtailing its firm customers should be 
permitted to Increase its storage capac¬ 
ity to meet the additional demands of 


its distributor customers resulting from 
their attachments of new high priority 
consumers. By its Order of January 13. 
1977, the Commission directed that this 
question should be explored fully in an 
administrative hearing. 

The hearing commenced on May 11. 
1977, at which time the proposed Stip¬ 
ulation and Agreement was presented by 
Natural to all parties. Certain supply 
evidence was entered into the record 
that day. and upon reconversion of the 
hearing on June 1, 1977, the record wax 
completed. The record and the proposed 
Stipulation and Agreement were then 
certified to the Commission. Public no¬ 
tice of said certification of the proposal 
was issued by the Commission on June 
10, 1977. In accordance with its com¬ 
ments filed July 1, 1977, GM no longer 
has objections to the proposed Agree¬ 
ment. All other parties urge its approval. 

We find that the proposed Stipula¬ 
tion and Agreement should be approved 
as being in the public interest. The Com¬ 
mission is concerned about the encour¬ 
agement of growth in high priority loads 
which may adversely affect existing cus¬ 
tomers who may not have alternative 
sources of energy. Moreover new service 
to high priority uses may undesirably 
reduce the flexibility of systems already 
in curtailment. Accordingly the Com¬ 
mission conditions its acceptance of the 
proposed Stipulation and Agreement by 
requiring that Natural report any in¬ 
crease in Priority 1 load for each of Nat¬ 
ural's customers annually to permit us 
to monitor growth of high priority loads 
by distribution customers of Natural. 

The Commission orders: The proposed 
Stipulation and Agreement is approved, 
and a certificate of public convenience 
and necessity is hereby issued authoriz¬ 
ing the construction and operation of 
transmission and storage facilities and 
appurtenant facilities thereto in Docket 
No. CP76-517 provided that Natural sub¬ 
mits a filing annually which Indicates 
whether there has been any increase in 
Priority 1 load for any of its customers 
and if so, which ones and the amount.

Order Accepting Proposed Stipulation and 
Agreement 

September 19. 1977. 
On May 31. 1977. Presiding Adminis¬ 
trative Law Judge Curtis L. Wagner. Jr„ 
certified to the Commission a proposed 
Stipulation and Agreement, as well as 
the administrative record in the above- 
captioned proceeding. 

On September 1, 1976, Natural Gas 
Pipeline Co. of America (Natural) filed 
an application herein pursuant to sec¬ 
tion 7(c) of the Natural Gas Act for & 
certificate of public convenience and 
necessity authorizing the limited-term 
transportation and delivery of up to 


50.000 Mcf per day of natural gas for 
United Gas Pipeline Co. (United) soul 
the permanent retention and operation 
of facilities required to effectuate the 
transportation service. 

Natural proposes to transport gas for 
one year received from Producers Gas 
Co. (Producers) for United’s account 
from the points of delivery In Dewey and 
Woodward Counties, Okla.. to a point of 
interconnection of United’s and Nat¬ 
ural's lines in Vermilion Parish, La, Na¬ 
tural also seeks authority to retain in 
place facilities costing $24,950, which 
were installed to permit the 60-day 
emergency exchange of gas with United, 
which was initiated on May 20,1976. and 
concluded on July 17. 1976, pursuant to 
Section 157.22 of the Commission's regu¬ 
lations. The facilities consist of a tap 
connection at the Woodward County 
point and a tap connection and measur¬ 
ing facility at the Dewey County point 
and were financed from funds on hand. 
Natural’s limited-term Oas Transporta¬ 
tion Agreement dated August 10. 1976, 
with United provides for deliveries by 
United to Natural of up to 50.000 Mcf per 
day. United has advised Natural that it 
would deliver an average of 35.000 Mcf 
per day. 

By order issued on October 19, 1976. 
In the proceeding entitled Producer Oas 
Company, et at.. Docket No. CI76597 et 
al.. Natural was granted a temporary 
certificate of public convenience and 
necessity to transport the gas volumes as 
described abov e. In a subsequent order in 
the instant docket Issued March 4. 1977. 
the Commission, inter alia, set a pre- 
hearing conference for April 18, with re¬ 
spect to the proposed 15 cents per Mcf 
transportation charge. Said order took 
cognizance that “Natural does not have 
any facilities connecting the point of 
receipt of the gas in Oklahoma with the 
point of delivery in Louisiana. Therefore, 
no gas is physically transported between 
the two points and It appears that Nat¬ 
ural Is merely charging 15.0 cents per 
Mcf in exchange of gas.” 

As a result of the prehearing confer¬ 
ence held on April 18. 1977, at which 
time settlement discussions were under¬ 
taken by the parties. Natural prepared 
the aforementioned Stipulation and 
Agreement, which it formally presented 
to the Presiding Administrative Law 
Judge at a further hearing held on May 
25, 1977. Natural proposes through this 
proposed Stipulation and Agreement to 
resolve the transportation charge issue, 
which is the only major matter in dis¬ 
pute in this proceeding. 

Pursuant to the proposed Stipulation 
and Agreement Natural would charge 15 
cents per Mcf for the aforementioned 
deliveries, but has agreed to refund, with 
interest. In accordance with the settle¬ 
ment agreement in RP76-106. all reve¬ 
nues which it receives from United and 
Is permitted to retain by final order no 
longer subject to appeal. In assessing 
the 15 cents per Mcf transportation rate. 
Natural maintains that the use of aver¬ 
age cost of transportation is a reason¬ 
able means of establishing a rate for tho 
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displacement sendee since it operates 
a fully integrated system with rates on 
rolled-ln costs. The distance between 
the two contemplated points is approxi¬ 
mately 600 miles and the rate of trans¬ 
portation is gauged accordingly, as if the 
gas were actually transported along an 
existing pipeline. 

The Commission has recognized dis¬ 
placement as a type of transportation 
for which a pipeline might assess a 
charge. In the instant proceeding, it re¬ 
ceives compensation for Its service from 
United in addition to the concurrent 
benefit of reducing the distance for 
transporting its gas supplies. Although 
we have reservations concerning the pro¬ 
posed transportation rate, we find that 
the data elicited indicates that the rela¬ 
tively de minimis amounts involved 
herein do not Justify a full administra¬ 
tive hearing. We are satisfied by the 
record herein that the rate proposed is 
acceptable under the circumstances; 
however, our findings as to the rate is 
based in the particular circumstances of 
the specific proceedings herein, and the 
methods used should not be considered 
as precedent for Any other proceedings. 
The Commission intends to examine, by 
rulemaking procedures, the need for ad¬ 
ditional criteria for establishing proper 
rates for displacement services. 

Based on the foregoing, the Commis¬ 
sion finds that the proposed Stipulation 
and Agreement is in the public interest 
should be approved, and a certificate of 
public convenience and necessity should 
be granted authorizing the limited-term 
transportation and delivery of up to 
50,000 Mcf per day for United, and per¬ 
mitting retention and operation of the 
subject facilities. 

The Commission orders: The Stipula¬ 
tion and Agreement is hereby approved 
and a certificate of public convenience 
and necessity for the aforementioned 
service and facilities as described herein 
in Docket No. CP76-511 is hereby 
granted.

September 19. 1977. 

On May 17, 1977. North American 
Royalties. Inc. < Petitioner *. filed a peti¬ 
tion for declaratory order pursuant to 
Section l.Tic I of the Commission's Rules 
of Practice and Procedure. Petitioner 
holds a small producer certificate pursu¬ 
ant to an order issued October 1. 1071 in 
Docket No. CS71-152. On October 5.1071. 
petitioner and Public Service Electric L 
Gas Company <Public Service* entered 
into an agreement for joint exploration 
of the Parc Perdue Prospect in Louisiana 
On February 17. 1972 Public Service w as 
authorized by petitioner to make a com¬ 
plete assignment of all Its rights, respon¬ 
sibilities and duties under this agreement 
to Energy Development Company < EDC*. 
Such assignment to EDC was made 
pursuant to an agreement dated March 
30. 1972. On October 5. 1973 petitioner 
and EDC entered into a letter agreement 
(October 1973 Agreement) setting forlh 
certain provisions which would govern 
gas purchases from petitioner by EDC 
from fields or prospect areas covered by 
the agreement and assignment hereinbe¬ 
fore referred to. The October 1973 Agree¬ 
ment contains the following provision: 

Purer, Pntct Rn»rTr*MiNATtoN«i and BTU 
AoJOfTiaarrt 

The price to be paid for gas. provision* for 
price rede termination, and BTU adjustment* 
shall be agreed upon between the parties for 
each new field or pror,pcct area and shall be 
set forth in supplemental agreement*. The 
price dr termination shall be governed by the 
provisions currently being authorised by the 
Federal Power Commlrsion. or any other 
regulatory agency having Jurisdiction over 
the sale of interstate gas. for gas of the came 
quality and under the same delivery condi¬ 
tion. 

By letter agreement of September 23. 
1974 (September 1974 Agreement) be¬ 
tween petitioner and EDC the October 
1973 Agreement was supplemented to 
provide for price, BTU and tax adjust¬ 
ments. and price rede terminations in the 
following manner: 


"The price provisions (In the September 
1074 Agreement] were determined on the 
basis of Federal Power Commission Opinion 
No 699, Issued June 21. 1074 • • V Wc also 
agree that if Opinion 600 Is amended or 
should subsequent area rate rulemaking be 
Instituted which Is applicable to the pricing 
provisions contained herein, such new pric¬ 
ing provisions shall be Incorporated Into thts 
Agreement.’* 

For the period from December 26. 1975 
through July 26, 1976 petitioner collected 
from EDC for gas delivered from the 
Parc Perdue Prospect the rate estab¬ 
lished in Opinion No. 699. Petitioner con¬ 
tends that It should also receive the in¬ 
cremental dollar amount calculated by 
subtracting the difference between pro¬ 
duction proceeds at 130 percent of the 
applicable base notional rate and 
amounts previously collected from EDC. 
or a stated deficiency amount of $118,- 
948 88. In support of its position, peti¬ 
tioner asserts that Opinion No. 742, is¬ 
sued August 28. 1975. amended Opinion 
No. 699. or alternatively constitutes area 
rate rulemaking. Specifically, petitioner 
contends that for the reasons set out on 
pp. 3-5 of Opinion No. 742, the Commis¬ 
sion determined that the rate of return 
established in Opinion No. 699-H for 
large producers was inadequate for small 
producers. Accordingly, petitioner as¬ 
serts that Opinion No. 742 effectively 
amended Opinion No. 699-H. Alterna¬ 
tively. petitioner contends that the Com¬ 
mission in Opinion No. 742 set new area 
rates generally applicable to a particular 
class of producers small prodm rs> 

Said petition was noticed on Juno 6. 
1977 and published in the Federal Reg¬ 
ister on June 13. 1977 at 42 FR 3024? 
Public Sendee and EDC filed timely peti¬ 
tions to inten^ene. Public Sendee and 
EDC state that the condition imposed by 
virtue of the transportation certificate 
granted May 4. 1976. preclude payment 
in excess of the base national rate estab¬ 
lished by the Commission in Opinion No 
699. issued June 21, 1974. together with 
niodifvlii!' orders issued thereafter. Spe¬ 
cifically. the language contained at Para¬ 
graph 5ta>. page 4 of such order is as 
follows : 

EDO agree** that tl will not *ell gr. owned 
nivd or controlled by EDC In the North P.vrv 
Perdue Field to It* ufllUat*. PSE&Q, r* a pric* 
In exceM of the applicable large produ^ r 
rate for sole* In Interstate commerce, au-h 
rate being presently the national area rat* 
established by the Com mis* Ion In Us Opin¬ 
ion No. 699. Issued June 21. 1974. and modi¬ 
fying order* issued therein. 

Public Sendee and EDC assert th^t 
such a price limitation was acceptable 
Inasmuch os Opinion No. 742. issued Au¬ 
gust 28, 1975. did not amend Opinion 
No. 699, issued June 21, 1974. along with 
modifying orders thereafter. Further, the 
provisions of the October 1973 Agree¬ 
ment and the September 1974 Agreement 
In the context of Opinion No. 699 were 
not intended to permit new urea rates 
applicable to small producers in Opin¬ 
ion No. 742 to be collected by NAR. Ac¬ 
cordingly. EDC and Public Sendee con¬ 
tend that NAR has already collected the 
authorized contractual rate and no 
deficiency exists. EDC requests a formal 
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hearing only to consider any rate to be 
collected by NAK In excess of the rate 
currently permitted to be charged to 
Public Service. Public Service does not 
request a formal hearing but requests 
it bo made a party to the above-entitled 
proceeding. On July 18. 1977. NAB filed 
a motion pursuant to sections 1.12<a> 
and 1.32(a) under the Commission's 
General Rules of Practice and Procedure 
requesting that the Instant proceeding be 
disposed of under the shortened proce¬ 
dures without a formal hearing. 

In our opinion, an evidentiary hearing 
before an administrative law Judge 1s 
not necessary for resolution of this mat¬ 
ter. We believe it can be disposed of 
on briefs and will so provide. 

The Commission finds: (1> It is in 
the public interest that the petition 
for declaratory order be set for deter¬ 
mination and disposition on brief. 

(2) Good cause exists to permit the 
interventions of EDC and Public Service. 

(3) Oood cause exists to deny NAR's 
motion for disposition without a formal 
hearing under shortened procedure. 

The Commission orders: (A) This 
matter will be determined on brief. All 
parties desiring to file briefs, including 
Commission Stall, shall do so on or be¬ 
fore September 28. 1977. Parties desiring 
to file answering briefs shall do so on 
or before October 12. 1977. Any party 
wishing to present evidence herein shall 
attach same as an appendix to its brief. 
All such evidence shall be sworn to. 
All briefs shall conform to the appli¬ 
cable provisions of sections 1.15. 1.16. 
and 1.17. of the Commission's rules of 
practice and procedure, as to copies, 
form, and service, but need not (except 
as to evidence appended thereto) be 
verified under oath. Fifteen copies of 
each document shall be filed with the 
Commission in addition to the copies 
served on the parties to this proceeding. 

(B) NAR's motion for disposition of 
this matter under the shortened proce¬ 
dure provided for in Section 1.32 of the 
Commission's Rules of Practice and 
Procedure is denied. 

<C> EDC and Public Service arc per¬ 
mitted to intervene in the above-entitled 
proceeding, subject to the rules and reg¬ 
ulations of the Commission: Provided,

On February 7. 1977. Northern Nat¬ 
ural Gas Company (Northern) filed an 
application in Docket No. CP77-193, pur¬ 
suant to Section 7(c) of the Natural Gas 
Act. requesting a certificate of public 
convenience and necessity to authorize 
the development and operation of stor¬ 
age facilities, to deliver small volumes of 
gas to Skelly Oil Company (Skclly), and 
to construct and operate facilities to 
accomplish the project. Northern an¬ 
ticipates that this storage will avoid 
deficiencies that would arise in meeting 
requirements of Its existing firm and 
small market supply needs during the 
heating season. 

The proposal covers the Cunningham 
Gas Field (Viola formation) in Pratt and 
Kingman Counties. Kansas, a nearly de¬ 
pleted gas filed covering approximately 
26.240 acres, of which approximately 
5.200 acres were productive during the 
field’s life. The Viola reservoir was dis¬ 
covered In 1932 and produced a total of 
71 Bcf of natural gas. Northern will be 
required to deliver to Skelly, for a pe¬ 
riod of not more than 10 years, volumes 
of gas not to exceed 500,000 Mcf for use 
in Skelly's Lansing Kansas City Water- 
Flood Program. This represents gas re¬ 
maining in the reservoir that could be 
produced in the future, and. accordingly. 
Northern proposes to deliver to Skclly up 
to 150 Mcf per day of natural gas for a 
period not to exceed 10 years. To accom¬ 
modate the delivery of such gas to Skelly, 
Northern proposes to construct and op¬ 
erate a delivery point with measurement 
and regulator equipment on its injec¬ 
tion-withdrawal line in the Cunningham 
Field. * 

In order to develop the Cunningham 
Field for gas storage purposes. Northern 
proposes to drill and complete 35 gas in¬ 
jection/ withdrawkl wells, eight observa¬ 
tion wells, and to convert 13 existing 
wells to observation wells. Other field 
facilities to be constructed include ap¬ 
proximately 19.4 miles of 4 Vs-Inch 
through 26-lnch gathering lines, 15 miles 
of access roads, four field dehydra¬ 
tion units, wellhead meters, a combina¬ 
tion warehouse-office control building, a 
12.500-hp. compressor station and a 37.1- 
mile 30-inch pipeline to connect the pro¬ 
posed Cunningham compressor station to 
Northern's Macksvllle compressor sta¬ 
tion. Northern anticipates that full de¬ 
velopment of the reservoir and construc¬ 
tion of necessary facilities will be accom¬ 
plished over a four-year period. Initial 
injections to the storage reservoir would 
commence in June of 1978, with first 
withdrawals to be made during the 1979- 
80 winter heating season. The total esti¬ 
mated cost of developing the Cunning¬ 
ham 8toragc Field is $82,632,600. The de¬ 
signed withdrawal capacity Is estimated 
to be 530,000 Mcf per day. or 40 Bcf an- 
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ntially. with a total of 71 Bcf of gas In the 
reservoir. 

This original application was Noticed 
on February 18,1977 (42 Fed. Reg. 11269) 
(February 28. 1977). Timely petitions for 
leave to intervene In support, either di¬ 
rectly or Indirectly, of Northern's appli¬ 
cation were filed by: 

Northern Illinois Osu Company. Iowa Public 
Service Company, Iowa Electric Light & 
Power Company, Lloyd V. Crum, Iowa 
Power A Light Company. Wisconsin Gas 
Company. Minnesota Gab Company. lowa- 
IlltnoU Oaa Si Electric Company, and 
Michtgan Power Company. 

Three petitions requested a hearing but 
later withdrew that request: 

Lake Superior District Power Company, Min¬ 
nesota Municipal Utilities Association and 
Utilities Section of the League of Nebraska 
Municipalities, and Flambeau Paper Com¬ 
pany. 

There were also a number of late pe¬ 
titioners, to wit: 

Northwestern Public Service Company. Iowa 
Southern Utilities Company. Eveleth Tac- 
onita Company. North Central PubUc Serv¬ 
ice Company, Division of Donovan Com¬ 
panies, Inc.. Joint Petition of Northern 
States Power Company (Minnesota and 
Wisconsin), The Brick People Region 6 of 
tho Brick Institute of America (The Brick 
People, ef at.) 

Of these, the Brick People, et al., re¬ 
quested a hearing. 

In order to reflect minor modifications 
in tho facilities. Northern filed an 
amendment to Its initial application on 
June 8. 1977 (as reflected above). On 
July 26. 1977, Northern filed a motion 
for expedited procedure, which was an¬ 
swered by The Brick People, et al., on 
August 10. 1977. On August 15. 1977, 
Northern filed a request for a temporary 
certificate to order the needed parts to 
meet a February 1. 1978. construction 
date for a June 1, 1978. Injection of na¬ 
tural gas. Minnesota Gas Company and 
North Central Public Service Company 
filed comments in support of the motion 
for expedited procedure or Issuance of a 
temporary certificate. 

We. find these proceedings should bo 
set for hearing. Tho Brick People, et al.. 
raise the following Issues regarding tho 
storage field. 1 

"6. Numerous factual issues are ntlsod by 
this case and formal hearings seem essential. 
In addition to the wholly technical questions 
of whether storage can be accomplished at 
the Cunningham Field, several crucial Issues 
relating to the public Interest must be ad¬ 
dressed Generally speaking, the funda¬ 
mental public Interest questions Involve the 
need for the $62,000,000 facilities, who they 
will serve, and at whose expense. The many 
factual questions Include: whether there Is 
any real need for the proposed storage field 
and accompanying transportation facilities: 
whether Uie expanded storage service will be 
used to serve new customers and, if so. 
whether it Is in the pubUc Interest to build 
costly facilities to serve new customers. In¬ 
cluding small Orm commercial and Indus-

trial user*. at the expense of further cur* 
tailing existing customers; which cuatomera, 
having what end*uae«. would in fact be 
forced to bear the additional gaa service 
interruption caused by the new storage In¬ 
jection requirements; whether those cus¬ 
tomers who will sutler Increased curtailment 
as a result, of the proposed project will have 
alternate fuel capabilities < other than pro¬ 
pane); if the project la to permit growth, 
whether the proposed new gut customers who 
would be added now use (or, If not yet built, 
could utilise) alternate fuels; whether the 
existing ratepayers of Northern Natural 
should be saddled with the enormous cost 
of the proposed facilities; whether the stor¬ 
age service would be used to augment winter 
service to customers with alternate fuel 
capabilities, and. tf so. at whose expense, and 
would such service be in the public interest .** 

While Northern has characterized the 
issues presented as "growth”, both 
parties argue that Opinion No 810 
(Docket No. CP74-318, et al.. Issued July 
7 f 1977) would control. It should also be 
noted that the entire Northern system is 
presently the subject of curtailment pro¬ 
ceedings In Docket No. RP76-52: how¬ 
ever. the specific Issues raised by The 
Brick People, et al.. are not the subject 
of the ongoing proceeding. This situa¬ 
tion augurs both factual and legal dif¬ 
ferences that could be resolved only after 
a formal hearing and briefing. 

In addition to the Issues as stated by 
The Brick People, et al.. ai d because 
growth is a factor in these proceedings, 
we believe the hearing established below 
should address the question of whether 
Northern should be permitted to in¬ 
crease its storage to satisfy additional 
demands represented by distributor 
growth and. if the question is answered 
negatively, what conditions can be 
attached to any permanent certificate 
Issued In these proceedings to prohibit 
such use. Thus, the hearing in this pro¬ 
ceeding should develop a record regard¬ 
ing the following issues: 

(1) Is the construction and operation 
of the proposed facilities required by the 
public convenience and necessity? 

(2) What customers and which mar¬ 
kets will be served if the proposed facili¬ 
ties are constructed? 

(3) What effect would the construc¬ 
tion and operation of the proposed fa¬ 
cilities have on existing customers? 

<4) Who should pay the cost of the 
proposed facilities and service? 

<5) Describe the Impact of diverting 
additional gas supplies to storage during 
the summer period on existing custom¬ 
ers. 

<6) Will any of the existing customers 
of Northern receive less gas on an annual 
and peak day basis as a result of the pro¬ 
posed faculties? 

(7) If new customers are proposed to 
be served, identify these customers and 
their peak day and annual requirements 
according to the priorities prescribed in 
18 CFR Section 2.78(a)(1). 

< 8 > Does the continued addition of new 
customers advance the public interest? 

(9) What conditions, if any. should be 
attached to any permanent certificate, 
which may be issued in these proceed¬ 
ings? 


Responses to these Issues should give 
consideration to the Commission's deter¬ 
mination In Opinion No. 810. Michigan 
Wisconsin Pipeline Company. Docket No. 
CP74-316, et al.. issued July 7. 1977. 

We also find that an emergency does 
exist as to the ordering of materials and 
planned work for the calendar year 1977 
in the amount of 83.7 million and that 
the public convenience and necessity re¬ 
quire that a temporary certificate be is¬ 
sued. 

The Commission finds: < 1» It is neces¬ 
sary and appropriate in carrying out the 
provisions of the Natural Gas Act that 
a public hearing be held in the matters 
involved and the issues presented in 
these proceedings as hereinbefore de¬ 
scribed. 

• 2> Participation in these proceedings 
by all of the aforementioned Intervenors 
may be in the public interest. Permitting 
the filing of late Petitions to Intervene 
wiU not delay the proceedings and may 
be In the public interest. 

The Commission orders: <A* The pro¬ 
ceeding in Docket No. CP77-193 is here¬ 
by set for hearing and disposition. The 
temporary certificate requested shall be 
issued as hereinbefore limited. 

«B> Pursuant to the authority of the 
Natural Oos Act, particularly Sections 4. 
5. and 15 thereof, the Commission's Rules 
of Practice and Procedure <18 CFR Part 
I) and the Regul ation s under the Nat¬ 
ural Gas Act (18 CFR. Chapter I. Sub¬ 
chapter (e>>, a pre-hearing conference 
shall be held on January 9. 1978. com¬ 
mencing at 10.00 a m. in a hearing room 
of the Federal Power Commission. 825 
North Capitol Street. NE., Washington. 
D.C.. 20426, to discuss procedural Issues 
and the clarification of issues. 

(C) An Administrative Law Judge to 
be designated by the Chief Administra¬ 
tive Law Judge for that pur pose (sec Del¬ 
egation of Authority.

Applicant states that the 2.65 miles of 
the 2-inch Delphos branchline which is 
looped with a 3-inch line is no longer 
required to serve the two of Delphos. Ap¬ 
plicant further states that this segment 
of line proposed to be abandoned also 
has inadequate cover caused by erosion 
and that inadvertently, and absent Com¬ 
mission’s authorization, the 2-inch seg¬ 
ment of the branchllne which is looped 
was removed.

Order 

September 19, 1977. 

On December 27. 1976, Oklahoma Gas 
and Electric Company (OOLE) sub¬ 
mitted for filing a proposed rate in¬ 
crease of $2,916. 855 for the 12 month 
period succeeding February 1. 1977. 

On January 26. 1977, the Commission 
Issued its Order Accepting for Filing And 
Suspending Proposed Rate Schedules, 
Granting Interventions And Establishing 
Procedures <Order) which: 

(A) Suspended OGLE’s proposed rate 
schedules for two months to become ef¬ 
fective April 1. 1977, subject to refund, 
for those customers whose contracts ex¬ 
pired prior to that time; 

(B) Ordered a hearing pursuant to 
the Federal Power Act, especially Sec¬ 
tion 206 thereof, to determine if OGLE's 
proposed rates are Just and reasonable; 
and 

(C> Granted the Petition to Intervene 
of the Arkansas Valley Electric Coopera¬ 
tive, KAMO Electric Cooperative. Inc.. 
Indian Electric Cooperative, the Cities of 
Blackwell, Edmund, Kingfisher, Mann- 
ford. Okeene, Ponca City. Purcell, 
Prague. Stroud. Stillwater. Tecumseh. 
Tonkawa, Waynoka, and Wynnewood. 
Oklahoma (Public Systems*. 

On February 22. 1977, OGLE peti¬ 
tioned for rehearing 1 * of the Order alleg¬ 


1 Petitions or Applications for Rehearing of 
interlocutory orders do not Ue; consequently, 

the Commission shall treat the applications 
for rehearing as motions for reconsidera¬ 

tion. 


ing that it was in error in the following 
respects: 

<1> Hearings should be convened si¬ 
multaneously under both Sections 205 
and 206 of the Act; 

(2) For the six municipal customers 
whose present contracts provide that the 
rates will become effective only when a 
similar increase is made to all of OGLE’S 
wholesale municipal customers, the 
Commission improperly stated the effec¬ 
tive date of the Increases to them. 

On February 25, 1977, Public Systems 
filed an application for rehearing * of 
the Order alleging that: 

L The Order is ambiguous as to 
whether all of the rates Included in this 
docket will be subject to refund. 

2. The Order fails to enforce Sections 
35.3<a) and 35.13(4X111) of the Commis¬ 
sion’s Regulations by accepting certain 
of the rates for filing. 

3. The Commission failed to enforce 
Section 35.14 of its regulations by ac¬ 
cepting OGLE’s fuel clause for filing. 

4. OGLE’s relationship with one of its 
fuel suppliers. Mustang Fuel Corporation 
should be investigated as a part of the 
proceeding 

5. The Order erroneously stated that 
the applicable contract between Tecum- 
sch, Oklahoma and OGLE permitted a 
rate increase prior to a final Commission 
order. 

6. The Commission failed to Identify 
the City of Perry, Oklahoma as an inter- 
venor in tills proceeding. 

On March 24, 1977, the Commission 
granted rehearing for the limited pur¬ 
pose of further consideration. 

OGLE’S Petition 

Ordering Paragraph iA) of the Order 
accepted OGLE’s proposed rate schedules 
for filing and suspended them for two 
months, to become effective April 1, 
1977. subject to refund for those custo¬ 
mers whose contracts expired prior to 
that time. The City of Tecumseh’s con¬ 
tract expired on March 7, 1977. The City 
of Manchester’s contract expired on 
March 29. 1977. The Commission’s treat¬ 
ment of OGLE’s rates as they apply to 
Tecumseh and Manchester has been con¬ 
sistent with Sections 205 and 206 of the 
Act. Ordering Paragraph (B) of the 
Order inadevertently omitted reference 
to Section 205. The Commission intended 
the hearing to be conducted pursuant to 
both Sections 205 and 206 of the Act. 

Section 205(a) states that all rates and 
charges for the transmission or sale of 
electric energy must be Just and reason¬ 
able. and any such rate not Just and rea¬ 
sonable Is unlawful. Section 205<e) vests 
the Commission with authority to sus¬ 
pend rates for up to 5 months, after 
which time the rates can become effec¬ 
tive subject to refund. Section 206(a) 
provides that after a hearing, the Com¬ 
mission upon finding that any rate or 
charge is unreasonable or unjust, shall 
determine the Just and reasonable rate 
or charge. Accordingly, both Sections 
205 and 206 are the appropriate vehicles 
for Commission review of all of OGLE's 
rates filed herein. However, only the 


rates applicable to Tecumseh and Man¬ 
chester were subject to suspension pur¬ 
suant to 8ectton 205(e) of the Act in 
Docket No. ER77-127. 3 

OGLE maintains that the Order has 
misstated the proposed effective dates 
of the rate increase for a number of its 
customers. At page 2 of its petition it 
states: 

For the aix municipal customers whose 
preseut contracts provide that the rates will 
become effective only when a similar increase 
Is made to all of OOAE’s wholesale municipal 
customers, the Commission has Improperly 
stated the date ou which increases to them 
can become effective. This error, OG&K be¬ 
lieves, arises from a misstatement of OOAE's 
requested effective date on Page 2 of the 
Order. There OOA.F. la stated to have re¬ 
quested "an effective date corresponding to 
the earlier of (1) approval of a rate Increase 
to the other 15 municipals or (2) the ex¬ 
piration date of the longest fired rate ron- 
froef.** iEmphasis supplied) On page 2 of 
the letter that accompanied the filing in thU 
docket. OG&E requested an effective date as 
of the "earlier of the time when either (1) 
approval Is granted for a rate Increase to the 
other 15 municipalities or (3) when the ron- 
tract has been terminated for each mvnf- 
cipality " (Emphasis supplied) 

At page 3. OGLE states: 

For the six cooperative customers, the 
Commission seems to have recognized, on 
pages 2 and 3. that the effective date of the 
increase U to be the earlier of (I) the time 
when approval li» granted or (2) the Co¬ 
operative's contract has been terminated. 
|footnote omitted) On page 4. however, the 
effective date la stated an "when approval is 
granted or the Coopera fires* contracts termi¬ 
nate. whichever occurs ftrst,’* (Emphasis 
supplied) Here, as with the municipal cus¬ 
tomers, the suggestion is that all of the con¬ 
tracts must terminate That clearly is not 
the case. 

After considering the arguments ad¬ 
vanced in OOLE’s petition, and review of 
the letter accompanying OOLE’s De¬ 
cember 27. 1976 filing, the Commission 
agrees that the Order mLsstates the pro¬ 
posed effective dates of the rate increase 
for a number of customers. For Man¬ 
chester. Orlando. Pond Creek, Prague, 
Tecumseh, and Wynnewood. OGLE re¬ 
quested an effective date of the earlier of 
cither (1) when approval is granted for 
a rate increase to the other 15 munici¬ 
palities or (2) when each municipality's 
contract terminates. For the six coopera¬ 
tive customers, OGLE requested an ef¬ 
fective date of the earlier of (1) when the 
rates are approved or (2) when the co¬ 
operative’s contract terminates. 

Public System's Application ron 
Rehearing 

1. Public Systems maintain that the 
order is ambiguous as to whether all of 
the rates filed herein are subject to re¬ 
fund. Any ambiguity' with respect to this 


• Am OGArE’a contract* with the other mu¬ 
nicipal customers expired. It filed new agree¬ 
ments which were assigned new docket num¬ 

bers. The agreements have been died In Doc¬ 
ket Noa. ER77 215. ER77-306. KR77-336, and 
KR77-602. All of the aforementioned dockets 
have been consolidated with ER77-127 for 
purposes of a hearing and decision thereon. 
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Issue has been resolved In addressing 
OGiE’s peUtion. 

2. Public Systems allege that the order 
foils to enforce Sections 35.3(a) and 36.13 
(b)(4) (ill) of the Commission’s Regula¬ 
tions by accepting certain of the rates for 
filing. Section 35.3<a) provides that rate 
schedules shall be tendered for filing not 
more than 00 days prior to the date on 
which the filing party proposes to make 
any change in rates. Public Systems state 
that for those customers with contracts 
expiring more than 90 days after the fil¬ 
ing date, the filing should either be re¬ 
jected or convened pursuant to Section 
206. They maintain that if the Commis¬ 
sion determines to suspend Section 35.3 
(a). Section 36.13<b) (4) (ill) still de¬ 
mands that the customers receive the 
benefit of current data in this proceeding. 
It requires that the statement of the cost 
of service should contain unadjusted sys¬ 
tem costs for the most recent 12 consecu¬ 
tive months for which actual data are 
available provided that the last day of 
the 12 months shall not be more than 7 
months prior to the submittal of proposed 
rate changes. Public Systems state that 
if the Commission waives this require¬ 
ment it must convene this proceeding 
pursuant to Section 206. 

Manchester and Tccumsch’s contracts 
expired before April 1, 1977, and as a 
result, became effective thereafter, sub¬ 
ject to refund. The suspension and re¬ 
fund provisions of Section 205(c) are ap¬ 
plicable only to them in Docket No. 
ER77-127. 

Public Systems’ argument that the 
Commission cannot consider OG&E’s fil¬ 
ing as both a rate increase under Sec¬ 
tion 205 and a Section 206 investigation is 
untenable. There is notliing in the Fed¬ 
eral Power Act nor the Commission’s 
Regulations that precludes the Commis¬ 
sion from consideration of all of OG&E’s 
rates filed herein in the same proceeding. 
The rates applicable to Manchester and 
Tccumseh are effective subject to refund, 
and the rates applicable to the other 
municipal customers and the coopera¬ 
tives can only become effective after a 
Section 206 finding of Justness and rea¬ 
sonableness. Since the dominant issue of 
the reasonableness of OG&E’s rates Is 
common to all of the customers, it would 
be wasteful and redundant to order sepa¬ 
rate hearings. Consideration of OO&E's 
rates as they apply to Tccumseh and 
Manchester and the other wholesale cus¬ 
tomers in the same proceeding will con¬ 
serve the time and the resources of the 
Commission as well as the resources of 
the parties.’ 

3. Public Systems allege that the Com¬ 
mission failed to enforce Section 35.14 of 
its Regulations by accepting for filing 
OG&E's fuel clause which It maintains is 
not in conformity with applicable regula¬ 
tions or recent Commission decisions. 
The question of whether or not OOfcE is 
including inappropriate items In its fuel

costs is a factual one which should be 
resolved in hearing. 

4. Public Systerns'’ request that tlie 
Commission as part of this proceeding, 
investigate OG&E’s relationship with 
Mustang Fuel Corporation (Mustang), 
one of its fuel suppliers, to determine If: 

(A) There Is any relationship between 
management of OGfcE and Mustang 
which would adversely affect ’‘arms 
length bargaining'*; and 

<B> Are the present prices paid Mus¬ 
tang for fuel and transmission of fuel 
in excess of that which is reasonable. 

OGLE has the burden of establishing 
that its fuel costs are reasonably in¬ 
curred. Consequently, the Issues raised 
by Public Systems are already appro¬ 
priate areas of inquiry for hearing. 

5. The Commission inadvertently 
failed to include the City of Perry, Okla¬ 
homa as on intervener and party to 
this proceeding. In its transmittal letter 
accompanying the filing, dated January

MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING

Whereas, the Attorney General may 
decline to represent the Agency in par¬ 
ticular civil actions, in which case the 
Agency may be represented by its own 
attorneys; and

tal Protection Agency Involve scientific, 
technical, and policy issues and deter¬ 
minations developed in lengthy rulemak¬ 
ing proceedings in which the Agency's 
attorneys have been involved and can 
provide the necessary expertise. 

Now. therefore, the following memo¬ 
randum of understanding is entered Into 
between the Attorney General of the 
United States and the Administrator of 
the Environmental Protection Agency 
for the purpose of promoting the efficient 
and effective handling of civil litigation 
involving the Environmental Protection 
Agency: 

1. The Attorney General of the United 
States (hereinafter referred to as the 
"Attorney General") shall have control 
over all cases to which the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency (hereinafter 
referred to as the "Agency") or the Ad¬ 
ministrator of the Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency (hereinafter referred to 
as the "Administrator") to a party. 

2. When requested by the Administra¬ 
tor. the Attorney General shall permit 
attorneys employed by the Agency 
(hereinafter referred to as "Agency par¬ 
ticipating attorneys") to participate in 
cases involving direct review in the 
Courts of Appeal and shall also permit 
such attorneys to participate in other 
civil cases to which either the Agency or 
the Administrator are a party; Provided , 
however . That: 

(a) The Administrator or his delegate 
shall designate a specific Agency partici¬ 
pating attorney for each case and shall 
communicate the name of such attorney 
in writing to the Attorney General; 

(b) Such Agency participating attor¬ 
ney shall be subject to the supervision 
and control of the Attorney General; 
and 

(c> If required by the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral, an Agency participating attorney 
shall be appointed as a Special Attorney 
or Special Assistant United States At¬ 
torney and take the required oath prior 
to conducting or participating in any 
kind of Court proceedings. 

3. Agency attorneys shall not Ale any 
pleadings or other documents in a court 
proceeding without the prior approval 
of the Attorney General. 

4. It to understood that participation 
by Agency attorneys under this memo¬ 
randum includes appearances in Court, 
participation in trials and oral argu¬ 
ments. participation in the preparation 
of briefs, memoranda and pleadings, par¬ 
ticipation In discussions with opposing 
counsel. Including settlement negotia¬ 
tions, and ail other aspects of case prep¬ 
aration normally associated with the 
responsibilities of an attorney In the con¬ 
duct of litigation; Provided, however , 
That the Attorney General shall retain 
control over the conduct of all litigation. 
Such control shall include the right to 
allocate tasks between attorneys em¬ 
ployed by the Department of Justice 
and Agency participating attorneys. In 
allocating tasks between the Depart¬ 
ment’s and the Agency’s attorneys, the 
Attorney General shall give due consid¬ 
eration to the substantive knowledge of 


the respective attorneys of the matter at 
issue so that the Government's resources 
are utilized to the best advantage. 

5. In the event of any disagreement 
between attorneys of the Department of 
Justice and of the Agency concerning 
the conduct of any case, the Adminis¬ 
trator may obtain a review of the mat¬ 
ter in question by the Attorney General. 
The Attorney General shall give full 
consideration to the views and requests 
of the Agency and shall make every ef¬ 
fort to eliminate disagreements on a 
mutually satisfactory basis. In carrying 
out such reviews, the Attorney General 
shall consult with the Administrator. In 
implementing this provision, it is under¬ 
stood that the Attorney General will 
not be expected by the Administrator to 
interfere with the direction of any trial 
in progress. 

6. The settlement of any case in which 
the Department of Justice represents the 
Agency or the Administrator shall re¬ 
quire consultation with and concurrence 
of both the Administrator and the At¬ 
torney General. 

7. The Administrator and the Attor¬ 
ney General shall make an annual re¬ 
view of both the Department's and the 
Agency's personnel requirements for 
Agency litigation. The Attorney General 
and the Administrator will cooperate in 
making such appropriation requests as 
are required to maintain their respective 
staffs at a level adequate to the needs of 
the Agency's litigation. 

8. Tire Attorney General shall estab¬ 
lish specific deadlines, not longer than 
GO days, within which the Department's 
Attorneys must either file complaints in 
Agency cases or report to the Attorney 
General why any such complaint has 
not been filed. In the event any Depart¬ 
ment Attorney does not file a complaint, 
he shall thereafter submit further peri¬ 
odic reports to the Attorney General 
until the complaint to filed or a decision 
to reached that it shall not be filed. Copies 
of the reports required by this section 
shall be provided to the Agency if 
requested. 

9. If the Attorney General falls to flic 
a complaint within 120 days of the re¬ 
ferral of a request for litigation and a 
litigation report by the Agency to the 
Attorney General, then the Administra¬ 
tor may request the Attorney General 
to file a complaint within 30 days. Fail¬ 
ure of the Attorney Oeneral to thereaf¬ 
ter file a complaint within the said 30 
days may be considered by the Admin¬ 
istrator or his delegate to be a failure 
of the Attorney General to notify the 
Administrator within a reasonable time 
that he will appear in litigation for pur¬ 
poses of section 305 of the Clean Air 
Act. 42 U.S.C. 1857h-3, section 506 of 
the Federal Water Pollution Control Act, 
33 U.8.C. 1366, or section 1450 of the 
Safe Drinking Water Act, 42 U.8.C. 
300j-9; Provided . however. That the 
failure of the Attorney General to flic a 
complaint within the time period re¬ 
quested by the Administrator In a case 
In which the Administrator requested 
immediate action under sections 311(e) 


and 504 of the Federal Water Pollution 
Control Act. 33 U.8.C. 1321, 1364: section 
303 of the Clean Air Act, 42 U.S.C. 1857h- 
l; or section 1431 of the Safe Drinking 
Water Act. 42 U5.C. 3001; to protect pub¬ 
lic health may also be considered by 
the Administrator to be a failure of the 
Attorney General to so notify the Ad¬ 
ministrator under section 305 of the 
Clean Air Act. section 506 of the Fed¬ 
eral Water Pollution Control Act or sec¬ 
tion 1450 of the Safe Drinking Water 
Act. 

10. All requests of the Agency for liti¬ 
gation shall be submitted by the Agency 
through its General Counsel or its As¬ 
sistant Administrator for Enforcement to 
the Assistant Attorney General for the 
Land and Nutural Resources Division or 
for the Civil Division, except matters re¬ 
quiring an immediate temporary re¬ 
straining order may be submitted by 
regional Administrators of the Agency 
simultaneously to a United States At¬ 
torney and the appropriate Assistant At¬ 
torney General. All requests for litiga¬ 
tion shall be accompanied by a standard 
litigation report which shall contain 
such information as shall be determined 
from time-to-time by the Attorney Oen¬ 
eral to be necessary In order to prose¬ 
cute Agency litigation. Similar reports 
shall also be provided for suits in which 
the Agency or the Administrator to a 
defendant, as requested by the Attorney 
General. 

11. The Agency shall make the relevant 
Ale of any matter that to the subject of 
litigation available to attorneys for the 
Department of Justice at a convenient 
location when a request for litigation to 
submitted or when the Department to re¬ 
quired to defend the Agency or the Ad¬ 
ministrator. 

12. The Administrator shall undertake 
to review the Agency's procedures for the 
preparation of the record in cases in¬ 
volving direct review in the Courts of 
Appeal, including analyses of such mat¬ 
ters os assembly, indexing, pagination, 
timing of preparation, and the allocation 
of tasks between the Agency and the De¬ 
partment. The Administrator shall con¬ 
sult with the Attorney General on the re¬ 
examination of these procedures. 

13. The negotiation of any agreement 
to be filed in court shall require the au¬ 
thorization and concurrence of the At¬ 
torney General. 

14. In conducting litigation for the Ad¬ 
ministrator. the Attorney General shall 
defer to the Administrator's interpreta¬ 
tion of scientific and technical matters. 

15. Nothing In this agreement shall af¬ 
fect any authority of the Solicitor Gen¬ 
eral to authorize or decline to authorize 
appeals by the Government from any 
district court to any appellate court or 
petitions to such courts for the issuance 
of extraordinary writs, such as the au¬ 
thority conferred by 28 CFR 0.20. or to 
carry out hto traditional functions with 
regard to Appeals to or petitions for re¬ 
view by the Supreme Court. 

16. In order to effectively implement 
the terms of this Memorandum, the At¬ 
torney General and the Administrator 
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will transmit copies of this Memorandum 
to all personnel affected by Its provisions. 
This Memorandum shall not preclude 
the Department and the Agency from en¬ 
tering into mutually satisfactory ar¬ 
rangements concerning the handling of 
a particular case. 

17. This Agreement shall apply to all 
cases filed on or after the date of ap¬ 
proval of this Agreement by the Attorney 
General and the Administrator. 

18. The Attorney General and the Ad¬ 
ministrator may delegate their respec¬ 
tive functions and responsibilities under 
this Agreement 

19. The Department and the Agency 
shall adjust the conduct of cases arising 
before the effective date of this Agree¬ 
ment in a manner consistent with the 
spirit of this Agreement.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 
Sections 408<a> and 409 of Pub. L. 94-553 
<90 Slat. 2541) together provide that “at 
any time during the subsistence of copy¬ 
right in any published or unpublished 
work, the owner of copyright or of any 
exclusive right in the work may obtain 
registration of the copyright claim” by 
submitting an appropriate deposit of the 
work. fee. and application in form pre¬ 
scribed by the Register of Copyrights. 
Section 408'd) provides that the Regis¬ 
ter "may also establish, by regulation, 
formal procedures for the filing of an 
application for supplementary registra¬ 
tion, to correct an error in a copyright 
registration, or to amplify the informa¬ 
tion given in a registration/* 

The purpose of this notice is to offer 
the public the opportunity to comment 
on certain matters the Office is consid¬ 
ering in connection with the content of 
application forms for basic and supple¬ 
mentary copyright registration. Al¬ 
though the matters in question are es¬ 
sentially of an Interpretative and policy 
nature, we believe it appropirate to offer 
them for public comment. These matters 
pertain to the impact of the doctrine of 
“divisibility" of copyright on applications 
for registration. 

The divisibility doctrine Is reflected 
throtighout the new* Act, but is essen¬ 
tially set forth in: <I) section 101, which 
defines a “copyright owner”, with respect 
to any one of the exclusive rights com¬ 
prised in a copyright, as “the owner of 
that particular right”; and 01) section 
201 <d> <2). which states that “any of the 
exclusive rights comprised in a copy¬ 
right, including any subdivision of the 
rights [of reproduction, adaptation, dis¬ 
tribution, performance, and display I 
specified by section 106. may be trans¬ 
ferred • • • and owned separately.** The 
specific issues which are under consid¬ 
eration, and which will be reflected in 
the application forms for basic and sup¬ 
plementary registration, may be sum¬ 
marized os: <1> Who is entitled to apply 
for registration? <2> how many registra¬ 
tions may be made for a particular work? 

Far the purpose of this discussion, a 
' basic registration" means a registration 
made on application under section 408 
<a) with appropriate deposit and fee; a 
'supplementary registration** means a 
registration mode on application under 
section 408 <d). to correct or amplify the 
information In & basic registration. 

1. who is entitled to apply for a basic 
registration where there has been no 
earHer basic registration for the work? 

Under section 408 <a), it is clear that 
the owner of the copyright, or of any 
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exclusive right In a work, is entitled to 
apply for a basic registration where no 
earlier basic registration has been made 
for the work. We are considering 
whether, after an author has transferred 
“all rights” in a work, that author may 
seek a basic registration. 

Where an author retains a royalty 
interest in the exploitation of his or her 
work by a transferee of the rights, the 
author remains a beneficial owner of 
the copyright* and. we believe, should 
be entitled to make a basic registration 
for the work. Even where the author has 
not retained a continuing financial in¬ 
terest in the exploitation of the work, 
it appears questionable whether that 
author should be considered any less a 
copyright owner for the purpose of reg¬ 
istration. or be otherwise deprived of 
the right to secure a basic registration 
for the work he or she has created. For 
example, under section 201 <a> of the Act 
the author is the initial owner of all 
rights comprised in the copyright, and 
may be considered to retain an owner¬ 
ship interest sufficient for registration 
purposes by reason of a limited term or 
grant, or contractual or statutory termi¬ 
nation privileges. 

2. flow many basic registrations may 
be made for a particular work? 

Section 408(a) provides that the owner 
of copyright or of any exclusive right 
may obtain a basic registration at any 
time during the subsistence of copy¬ 
right. We do not believe this to imply 
that multiple basic registrations for the 
same work ar generally permitted under 
the Act. Similarly, we do not believe that 
those sections of the Act which make cer¬ 
tain benefits conditional upon registra¬ 
tion should be considered to impose upon 
the public the obligation, and cost, of 
multiple registrations for the same work 
in order to secure those benefits. 

That there is a "general rule against 
allowing more than one registration (l e.. 
basic registration) for the same work” 
is clear from the legislative history of 
the Act. HR. Rep. No. 84-1476. 94th 
Cong.. 2d sess.. Sept. 3, 1976. at 155; 
S. Rep. No. 94-473. 94th Cong.. 1st sess. 
Nov. 20. 1975, at 138. Section 408(e) of 
ths Act. which expressly permits an ad¬ 
ditional basic registration to be made 
for the published edition of a work reg¬ 
istered in unpublished form. Is a statu¬ 
tory recognition of this general rule, and 
would be meaningless otherwise. Al¬ 
though section 408<a> refers to registra¬ 
tion "of the copyright claim.” we do not 
believe that this indicates a basic regis¬ 
tration to be personal to. or limited to 
the rights owned by. the applicant. Reg¬ 
istration is made for the wx>rk. and the 
reference to "claim” is clearly Intended 
In its historical copyright context, that 
is. to Indicate an assertion of copyright 
in the work by the applicant as distinct 
from a governmental grant of rights.

In view of the above, we plan to adopt 
the general position that the Copyright 
Office will not knowingly make more 
than one basic registration for the same 
work. The form to be prescribed for 
applications for basic registration will 
be designed to elicit information on 
earlier registrations and. unless it falls 
within one of the qualifications or ex¬ 
ceptions discussed below, an application 
for a second basic registration will be 
refused. (As the registration system Is 
intended to make a public record of 
copyright in a work, and not to resolve 
conflicting claims to the ownership of 
copyright, we will not establish priorities 
of applicants either between authors and 
other copyright owners, or among copy¬ 
right owners other than authors.) 

As a result of the positions just dis¬ 
cussed. it will be possible under the new 
Act for the owner of only one or part of 
the exclusive rights In a work to make 
the basic registration for that work, with* 
out identifying other owners and their 
rights. (The author of the work will be 
identified.) As indicated earlier, we be¬ 
lieve that a basic registration made by 
any one owner is sufficient to secure the 
statutory benefits of registration to the 
author of the work and all other owners 
of rights In the work,’ However, where 
the basic registration for a work has 
been made by the author or the owner of 
one or more exclusive rights, and the 
owner or owners of other exclusive rights 
wishes those rights to be made a matter 
of public record, the Office does plan to 
permit a supplementary registration un¬ 
der section 408(d). "to amplify” the in¬ 
formation given in the basic registration 
for the work.* At the same time it must 
be understood that a supplementary reg¬ 
istration made to place the ownership of 
additional specified rights on public rec¬ 
ord will not serve as a substitute for re¬ 
cordation of the instrument under which 
that owner has acquired the rights. 

8ectlon 205(d) of the Act provides that 
"Inlo person claiming by virtue of a 
transfer to be the owner of copyright or 
of any exclusive right under a copyright 
is entitled to institute an infringement 
action under this title until the Instru¬ 
ment of transfer under which such per¬ 
son claims has been recorded in the 
Copyright Office. • • •" The mere mak¬ 
ing of a supplementary registration to 
reflect acquired rights in a work would 
not meet the condition of this section. 
Similarly, a supplementary registration 
of additional rights will not be consid¬ 
ered a recordation of the transfer of 
those rights so as to give constructive

4 Supplementary registrations will also be 
available to authors and other copyright 
owners to correct errors In a basic registra¬ 
tion and to amplify, explain or reflect 
changes In other Information given In a basic 
registration. Supplementary registration 
made for these purposes msy pertain to a 
basic registration made by another author or 
copyright owner in the same work. 


notice of the facte of the transfer under 
section 205(c) of the Act, or to assure 
priority over a conflicting transfer or 
license under section 205 (e) or (f). In 
each of these cases recordation of a doc* 
ument evidencing the transfer rather 
than a supplementary registration per¬ 
taining to rights acquired in the work 
would be necessary. 

Where a basic registration has been 
made by the owner of an exclusive right 
in a work, other than the author, the 
Office also plans to permit the author 
to make a supplementary registration for 
the work. The author may. for example, 
wish our records to reflect his or her re¬ 
tained or continued legal or beneficial 
ow nership of certain rights. The recorda¬ 
tion of a document of transfer is an in¬ 
appropriate. burdensome and in many 
cases an unclear way to reflect retained 
rights, and supplementary registration 
may be the most practical method of 
accomplishing this purpose. At the same 
time, we do not believe there is any obli¬ 
gation on an author to make such a reg¬ 
istration. 

3. Exceptions and Qualifications to the 
general rule against more than one basic 
registration for a work. 

Although the application forms for 
basic and supplementary registration are 
Planned to reflect the general rule 
against multiple basic registrations for 
a work, certain exceptions and qualifica¬ 
tions must also be accommodated. 

(a) Where the work for which a sec¬ 
ond (or other) basic registration Is 
sought contains sufficient new copyright- 
able matter to constitute a compilation 
or derivative work, and the application 
clearly relates to that new matter, an 
additional basic registration can be 
made. 

<b> Section 408 <e) of the Act ex¬ 
pressly permits an additional basic reg¬ 
istration to be made where an earlier 
basic registration pertains to the work 
In unpublished form, and the second 
basic registration is sought for the first 
published edition of that work. 

(e) A supplementary registration pre¬ 
supposes the validity of the basic regis¬ 
tration it Is designed to amplify. Where 
an applicant for a second basic registra¬ 
tion for a particular work asserts that 
an earlier basic registration for the work 
was unauthorized and legally invalid, we 
do plan to permit the additional basic 
registration. Since we will not adjudicate 
or resolve such assertions or conflicts, it 
would not be appropriate either to cancel 
the first basic registration or to relegate 
the second applicant to a supplementary 
registration. 

<d> We are giving serious considera¬ 
tion to permitting a second basic regis¬ 
tration for a work in one other situation. 
Where someone other than the author is 
identified as the copyright owner In the 
earlier basic registration, and the author 
is now seeking a basic registration in his 
or her own name as copyright owner, 
there may be grounds for permitting the 
author to do so. Recordation of transfers

of copyright ownership are essentially 
directed at the transferee, not at the 
author from whom all rights derive: as 
Indicated earlier they are a cumbersome, 
impractical, and inappropriate way of 
making a public record of an author s 
retained rights in a work. Also, as noted 
earlier, it may be asserted that for pur¬ 
poses of registration an author always 
retains some legal or equitable interest 
in the ownership of copyright in a work 
by reason of. for example, a royalty 
interest in its exploitation, an express 
limitation on the scope or term of grant, 
or a contractual or statutory possibility 
of termination of a transfer. 

Although wc plan to make supple¬ 
mentary registrations available to 
authors who wish to make a public rec¬ 
ord of their interest, supplementary reg¬ 
istrations arc ancillary to the principal 
public record of copyright. Wc therefore 
recognize that to prohibit an author 
from securing a basic registration in his 
or her own name as copyright owner 
where an earlier basic registration has 
been made for the work may conflict 
with the fundamental thrust of the new 
Act In identifying copyright, and the 
origin of all rights comprised in a copy¬ 
right, with the author. We are equally 
concerned, however, that to acknowledge 
an exception for authors may w r ork to 
their disadvantage. 

As indicated earlier, and discussed 
more fully below, we believe that a valid 
basic registration by one owner for 
author) will secure the statutory bene¬ 
fits of registration to all authors and 
other owners of rights in the work. Ac¬ 
cordingly. we do not believe that a re¬ 
fusal of a second basic registration will 
injure the second applicant <w f hether 
author or other copyright owner* in en¬ 
forcing his or her rights; indeed, our re¬ 
fusal to make multiple basic registra¬ 
tions for the same work is intended, in 
part, to avoid any implication that all 
authors and owners must register their 
claims In order to enforce their rights. 
We are concerned that permitting an 
author to make a basic registration for 
a work, after an earlier basic registra¬ 
tion has been made, may lead to legal 
or judicial implication that authors must 
bear the expense of registration in order 
to enforce their rights. 

In considering the possibility of ex¬ 
ception for authors to the general rule 
of "one basic registration per work", we 
arc also considering whether the excep¬ 
tion should be applied In cases where 
(!) the earlier basic registration was 
made by one co-author of the work, and 
the second application Is made by an¬ 
other co-author; and <ii> the work is 
one made for hire. 

4. Effect of a single basic registration. 

Several sections of the new Copyright 
Act provide inducements to copyright 
"registration." The purpose of copyright 
registration is to make a public record 
of claimed copyright protection in the 
work for which it Is made, not to reflect 
the division of copyright in that work 
among different owners. The benefits ac¬ 
corded to registration are to encourage 


that record. Although "any of the exclu¬ 
sive rights comprised in a copyright may 
be transferred * * * and owned sepa¬ 
rately" (5 201 (d* (2) >, transfers of rights 
are to be reflected by recordation of the 
underlying document. Accordingly, we 
believe that the statutory benefits of reg¬ 
istration are effective upon one basic reg¬ 
istration being made for the work: they 
are not personal to the owner of the 
rights who has secured the registration, 
nor limited to the preservation or en¬ 
forcement of those rights. Similarly, a 
supplementary registration is not re¬ 
quired in order to assure these benefits 
to the author or owners of other rights. 

< However, as indicated above, an appli¬ 
cation for supplemental registration 
made to place the owner of other rights 
on public record will not be refused.* 

Specifically: ‘ 

<a> Under section 205icm2f of the 
Act, the recordation of a document In 
the Copyright Office will give construc¬ 
tive notice of the facts stated, provided 
that registration has been made for the 
work. One basic registration will suffice 
for this purpose, and that basic registra¬ 
tion need not be in the name of a party 
to the document. Since this section per¬ 
tains to the effect of recording a docu¬ 
ment which itself evidences a transfer 
of rights, there is no reason to require 
that the registration be in the name of 
such a party. 

<b) Section 405(A)(2) of the Act pro¬ 
vides that the omission of a copyright 
notice from publicly distributed copies 
or phonoreeords does not invalidate the 
copyright in a work, if among other con¬ 
ditions, registration for the work has 
been made or Is made within five years 
after the publication without notice. The 
purpose of registration in this case is 
clearly to protect the public by evidenc¬ 
ing a claim to copyright protection; the 
identity of the owner of particular rights 
Is Immaterial to this purpose. Accord¬ 
ingly a single basic registration made by 
any author or copyright owner will sat¬ 
isfy this condition, and the basic regis¬ 
tration need not be in the name of the 
owner of the exclusive right to exploit 
the work in the particular form of copies 
or phonoreeords from which the notice 
was omitted. 

<c> Under section 411 <a» of the Act, 
"registration of the copyright claim'* 
must be made before an action for in¬ 
fringement is instituted. A basic regis¬ 
tration made by any author or copyright 
owner will be sufficient to allow' an ac¬ 
tion to be brought by any author or 
other copyright owner of the work, pro¬ 
vided that the plaintiff has recorded an 
appropriate document under section 205 
(d>. There is no reason to believe that

Previous requests for a plant life exemp¬ 
tion were noticed by the Commission 
in August 1975 (40 FR 37273> and March 
1070 <41 FR 109G9). The Commission, in 
May 1976 <41 FR 22428). granted plant 
life exemptions for certain aspects of the 
ECC system and limited exemptions for 
other aspects of the system. As part of 
these exemptions, the Commission re¬ 
quired additional evidence concerning 
noazlc spray distribution adequacy for 
1lie nozzle spray portion of the ECC spray 
system. The licensee performed nozzle 
spray studies and modified the affected 
nozzle to assure adequate performance. 
Upon review of spray distribution Infor¬ 
mation. it appears that although the 
studies were conducted to demonstrate 
the adequacy of the modified ECCS noz¬ 
zle spray, further evaluation also sug¬ 
gests some uncertainty in spray distri¬ 
bution from the other ECC spray system, 
the core ring spray system. Thus, while 
modifications were made to one ECC sys¬ 
tem to assure its performance, there is 
some uncertainty with respect to the 
other. This may involve a deviation from 
the Commission single-failure criterion 
for this instance. 

Consumer Power Company has by let¬ 
ter of September 15. 1977. requested an 
interim exemption from this require¬ 
ment for the 1978 operating fuel cycle, 
which will provide an opportunity to 
gather additional data on spray per¬ 
formance more directly applicable to the 
cor© ring spray system and to make 
modifications in such system if the 
studies show that modifications are in 
fact needed. The licensee has submitted, 
along with its exemption request, infor¬ 
mation in an accompanying "Technical 
Justification for Exemption Request" 
which it asserts demonstrates that the 
granting of the exemption will not en¬ 
danger life or property. The exemption 
request may be granted by the Director, 
Nuclear Reactor Regulation upon a find¬ 
ing pursuant to 10 CFR 4 50.12 that such 
exemption is authorized by law and will 
not endanger life or property or the com¬ 
mon defense and security and is other¬ 
wise in the public interest. 

The operating limitations set forth in 
the licensee’s submittal in accordance 
with 10 CFR J 50.46(a) <2>Uv> are no 
longer effective. Since that submittal, a 
new core lias been proposed for opera¬ 
tion having different fuel thermal and 
hydraulic characteristics, which have 
necessitated a revised ECCS perform¬ 
ance evaluation, and revised ECCS-based 
operating limitations. Consequently , the 
procedural requirements of 10 CFR 
f 50.46(a) <2) (vi) are not applicable to 
the requested exemption. 

The Director of Nuclear Reactor Reg¬ 
ulation finds that it is appropriate to 
provide Interested persons with an op¬ 
portunity to comment on the exemption 


request, similar to that provided by the 
Commission in connection with the prior 
requests. The Director therefore invites 
the submission of views and comments 
by interested persons concerning the 
alternative requests for exemption made.

SAFETY RULES FOR SELF-PROPELLED 
VESSELS CARRYING HAZARDOUS LIQUIDS 

AGENCY: Coast Guard. DOT. 

ACTION : Pinal rule. 

SUMMARY: This amendment revises 
safety regulations for all self-propelled 
vessels operating In U S navigable waters 
and self-propelled U.S. vessels in other 
waters while engaged in the carriage of 
certain bulk dangerous liquid cargoes. 
The growing frequency of hazardous 
chcmlcAl shipments in bulk cargo tanks 
has increased the crew’s exposure to 
cargo hazards and the potential for their 
release due to Occident. This rule will re¬ 
duce exposure of the crew and people 
near the vessel to these cargo hazards. 
The requirements have been chosen to be 
practical, and economically and tech¬ 
nically feasible. The amendment adopts 
(with some extensions) the recommen¬ 
dations contained in the IMCO Code for 
the Construction and Equipment of 
Ships Carrying Dangerous Chemicals 
in Bulk (Resolution A.212(Vn> as 
amended).

A public hearing was held 
in Washington. D.C.. on August 3. 1976.

Discussion or Major Comments 
CENTRAL COMMENTS 

The Coast Guard received seven com¬ 
ments of a general nature. The National 
Transportation Safety Board (NTSB) 
noted that *'• • • a significant risk will 
exist until the qualification procedures 
(for the person in charge of cargo trahs- 
fer operations) are adopted.” As noted 
in the preamble of the proposed rule, the 
Coast Guard published a Notice of Pro¬ 
posed Rulemaking describing the quali¬ 
fications a person must have before being 
designated the person in charge of cargo 
transfer onboard a chemical tankship 
(Sec ”Tankerman Requirements,” COD 


74-44. 42 FR 21190). The final require¬ 
ments will be published shortly. 

The NTSB further recommended that 

.the owner's responsibilities for 

manning the vessel, for the equipment 
on the vessel • • • (and) the method he 
should use to indoctrinate the crew to 
the vessel's systems and to cargo han¬ 
dling procedures” should be included in 
the rulemaking. Both the notice and final 
rule describe the owner’s responsibility 
for the equipment on the vessel and the 
standards the vessel must meet before 
obtaining a permit endorsed for a par¬ 
ticular cargo. The owner's responsibility 
for maiming a vessel Is described in 
Coast Guard regulations located eJse- 
where in Title 46. Due to the many and 
varied types of tankship chartering 
agreements employed today, the owner is 
generally not the person most familiar 
with the systems and cargo handling ar¬ 
rangements installed on his vessel. The 
ship’s officers are usually the most famil¬ 
iar with these aspects of the chemical 
tanker and are in a much better position 
to indoctrinate the crew than the owner. 

Because the ship's officers are them¬ 
selves responsible for the operation of 
the chemical tanker under the new rule, 
tliey will provide the crew with the in¬ 
struction necessary to assure the safe 
transfer of cargo. To facilitate safe cargo 
transfer, an additional requirement has 
been incorporated into the operations 
sections of the final rule. It requires the 
person in charge of cargo transfer on the 
tankship to confer with his counterpart 
ashore before commencing cargo trans¬ 
fer operations. 

The NTSB also recommended that 
each tankship should be required to have 
an operating manual which describes in 
detail the procedures involved in operat¬ 
ing the liquid transfer systems. The 
Coast Guard agrees that some specific 
information on cargo transfer operations 
may be helpful to the person in charge of 
cargo transfer. The operating sections 
have been amended to require a piping 
diagram that shows the cargo piping, 
valves, pumps and any other Important 
components of the cargo containment 
system. A detailed operations manual, as 
suggested, that describes every possible 
valving and piping arrangement would 
be extremely complex and awkward to 
use on most vessels. However, the Coast 
Guard has proposed requirements for a 
reasonably detailed operations manual 
in part 35 (see 42 FR 23517). These re¬ 
quirements will apply to vessels certifi¬ 
cated under part 153. 

Finally, the NTSB recommended that 
the Coast Guard limit the hours of duty 
for the people involved in cargo transfer 
operations. This recommendation falls 
outside the scope of the material pre¬ 
sented in the notice of proposed rule- 
making but will be considered for inclu¬ 
sion in the appropriate section of the 
regulations. 

REQUIREMENTS FOR EXISTING VESSELS 

The American Institute of Merchant 
Bhlpplng (AIMS) requested clarification 
of several points in i 153.7 of the pro¬ 
posal dealing with existing vessels. The 
Coast Guard has redrafted this section 


in a second notice of proposed rulemak¬ 
ing discussed later. The redrafted section 
should clarify these points. 

AIMS also forwarded to the Coast 
Guard the comments of the Interna¬ 
tional Chamber of Shipping (ICS), a 
group represen ting, among others, inter¬ 
national tanker operators. ICS objected 
principally to the fact that the Coast 
Guard proposed standards that exceeded 
the IMCO Chemical Code In some in¬ 
stances. ICS noted the Coast Guard’s 
participation in developing the IMCO 
Chemical Code and its support of the 
adoption of the Code by the IMCO Gen¬ 
eral Assembly in October 1971. IC8 feels 
that the Coast Guard, by going in excess 
of the Code’s requirements in certain In¬ 
stances, is reneging on Its support of the 
IMCO Chemical Code. ICS also com¬ 
mented on the fact that the time period 
within which existing ships must com¬ 
ply with the rule differs from the time¬ 
table prescribed by the IMCO Chemical 
Code. Several sections of the final rule 
have been modified to give the Coast 
Guard wider latitude in its acceptance of 
equivalent designs than the proposal per¬ 
mitted. One example Is the requirement 
that wheelhouse windows must be tight 
when tested with a firehose rather than 
dogged and gasketed. 

Since adoption of the Chemical Code 
the Coast Guard has recommended nu¬ 
merous changes to IMCO. Many of these 
have been approved as amendments to 
the Code and will most likely be adopted 
shortly. However. IMCO intends to 
amend the Chemical Code only once 
every two years. Considering the time 
necessary to put such amendments into 
effect, a vessel might be operating in U.8. 
waters for four or more years using tech¬ 
niques and equipment the Coast Guard 
feels are possibly unsafe. The laws under 
which the Coast Guard is issuing this 
rule require that all vessels in U.S. navi¬ 
gable waters operating under the rule 
meet essentially the same standards. For 
these reasons, the rule contains stand¬ 
ards that in some cases exceed those of 
the IMCO Chemical Code, even though 
the Coast Guard has attempted to keep 
such instances to a minimum. 

Section 153.7<c) of the proposal con¬ 
tained a series of dates and section num¬ 
bers describing the schedule an existing 
ship would be allowed to follow if it were 
modified to operate under the new' part. 
This schedule would have extended over 
a period of approximately five years, so 
tliat a ship would have met virtually all 
the requirements in the proposal by 
sometime in 1982. A number of people 
commented on $ 153.7(c), mostly on how 
quickly a ship would have to meet a par¬ 
ticular section or whether it would have 
to meet a section at all. 

However, several comments noted tliat 
the Coast Guard w r as. as a practical mat¬ 
ter. changing the effective dates of the 
IMCO Chemical Code. These people 
argued that the proposed rules would al¬ 
low ships not following the Code to con¬ 
tinue to operate without modification 
until 1982, whereas those ships which 
were complying with the Code would 
have to be modified by April 12. 1978. 
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This would give an unfair advantage to 
ships not meeting the Code. Comments 
al*o pointed out that the Code was pub¬ 
lished in 1971 so that the marine chemi¬ 
cal shipping industry has had ample no¬ 
tice of the Code's timetable for upgrad¬ 
ing. 

The Coast Guard reviewed the design 
of existing chemical ships under US. flag 
and those foreign ships operating in U S. 
waters when it assessed the economic 
Impact of the original proposal. The 
Coast Guard determined that most UB. 
flag and many foreign flag ships carry¬ 
ing hazardous chemicals either already 
comply with or are close to complying 
with the requirements in part 153. The 
Coast Guard’s estimate of the cost of 
the original proposal, including existing 
and new. foreign and UB. flag ships 
showed that the cost per year for the 
first five years (during the period exist¬ 
ing tankers were being converted) would 
be roughly $3,000,000. If the total cost 
were compressed into one year, it would 
amount to about $15,000,000. ignoring 
any inflationary increase since the origi¬ 
nal evaluation in the spring of 1976 and 
disregarding costs from lout operating 
time and shipyard scheduling problems. 

After considering the various objec¬ 
tions to the time schedule in the original 
proposal and the costs involved in meet¬ 
ing the schedule for conversion pre¬ 
scribed by the Chemical Code, the Coast 
Guard determined that the schedule in 
the proposal should be modified to coin¬ 
cide with that in the Chemical Code. 
However, since this change represented 
a significant departure from the original 
proposal, the Coast Guard issued a sec¬ 
ond Notice of Proposed Rulemaking on 
effective dates for existing ships (see 42 
FR 23518). 

The Coast Guard received two com¬ 
ments on the proposal to change the ef¬ 
fective dates for existing ships. One com¬ 
ment. received after the closing date for 
comments, did not address the subject 
of the notice but rather differences be¬ 
tween the location of deckhouse open¬ 
ings on chemical tankers, liquified gas 
tankers, and petroleum tankers. The 
Coast Guard recognizes these differences 
and has brought the apparent anomaly 
to IMCO’s attention. Work at IMCO is 
currently underway to harmonize the 
various Codes as much as passible, and 
the subject of deckhouse openings will 
be included. 

The second comment concerned an 
older foreign flag vessel that was to be 
phased out of operation in the near fu¬ 
ture. According to the comment the 
change in effective dates might force 
this vessel out of operation sooner than 
expected. However, the comment did not 
describe in what ways the vessel would 
fail to meet the new rule, nor how close 
the vessel was to meeting any standards 
it failed to meet. The Coast Guard be¬ 
lieves any realistic problems can be re¬ 
solved under 1153.7(0(6). Therefore, 
the change in effective dates for existing 
ships is incorporated in this rule. 

One comment suggested that the Coast 
Guard adopt the IMCO Code verbatim 
ruther than publishing a separate regu¬ 
lation containing the IMCO recommen- 
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dal ions. The same comment noted that 
the IMCO Chemical Code was developed 
long before this rule was published and 
for that reason it would appear 44 * • • 
that foreign experience should be far 
ahead of the U.8. flag experience." As 
previously noted in the preamble of the 
proposal, the Chemical Transportation 
Industry Advisory Committee (CTIAC) 
in cooperation with the Coast Guard be¬ 
gan developing tlie proposed regulations 
in August, 1968, and completed their rec¬ 
ommendations at about the same time 
the IMCO Chemical Code was adopted 
in 1971. In the administration of the Let¬ 
ter of Compliance program, the Coast 
Guard has had about the same amount 
of experience using the requirements In 
this rule as it has had using the re¬ 
quirements in the IMCO Chemical Code. 

As is the case with many codes and 
recommendations, the IMCO Chemical 
Code is not sufficiently detailed in many 
instances to be used as a regulation. 
Moreover, the Code's provisions, being 
written in the form of recommendations, 
are not suitable as regulations. For these 
reasons the Coast Guard is required to 
publish a rule incorporating the Chemi¬ 
cal Code rather than to publish the 
Chemical Code as the rule itself. 

The Maritime Administration recom¬ 
mended that the Coast Guard consider 
incorporating within this rule part of the 
requirements from 33 CFR Subchapter 
O that apply to oil pollution prevention. 
The laws authorizing the Coast Guard 
to publish this rule are clear in requiring 
that pollution and safety rules be dis¬ 
tinguished. The Coast Guard will de¬ 
velop rules covering chemical pollution 
but must wait for the Environmental 
Protection Agency to identify “hazard¬ 
ous substances" in accordance with the 
Federal Water Pollution Control Act or 
until ratification and coming into force 
of the 1973 Marine Pollution Convention. 

The Maritime Administration also 
recommended that the Coast Guard 
specify a minimum intensity of deck 
lighting in the cargo trans fer area as is 
now specified in 33 CFR 155.790. The 
Coast Guard is now in the process of de¬ 
veloping regulations that will prescribe 
requirements for waterfront facilities 
handling bulk liquid chemicals. Mini¬ 
mum lighting standards for the cargo 
transfer area will be included in these 
regulations. 

The American Bureau of Shipping 
(ABS > noted that the proposal would 
apply to cargoes carried in the deep 
tanks of chemical tankers and vessels 
other than chemical tankers. ABS felt 
that such a requirement on deep tanks 
is premature. The Coast Guard and 
IMCO are studying the question of deep 
tanks and expect to develop standards 
for these eventually. Because the volume 
of cargoes carried in deep tanks is quite 
small at present and because many of 
the cargoes listed in the proposal would 
be difficult to carry safely in deep tanks, 
the Coast Guard will aantinue to evalu¬ 
ate these situations on a case by case 
basis. 

Several people commented that the 
term “senior deck officer" does not refer 
to a specific person but may be the mas¬ 
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ter. chief mate, or whichever officer is in 
charge of the vessel at any particular 
time. To clarify whom we are talking 
about, and to ensure that the master of 
the tankship Is responsible for seeing 
that the operational responsibilities un¬ 
der his supervision are followed, the term 
has been changed to "master". To enable 
the master to delegate his authority to 
another responsible person if he wishes, 
the phrase "the master shall ensure 
that" is used throughout the rule. 

conriiiCNTs ore spgcinc sections 

Change* to existing parts . Some of the 
revisions in sections of other regulations 
included in the proposal to conform with 
part 153 were modified to accommodate 
a revised 46 CFR part 154 that will deal 
w ith liquefied gases. 

Although the proposal included 
changes to 46 CFR part 2 dealing with 
the Hazardous Materials Incident Re¬ 
port, the Coast Guard decided to cancel 
tills report altogether (42 FR 41636). 

Section 15ZJ2. Definitions . The defini¬ 
tions contain five new terms: "accommo¬ 
dation spaces." "Commandant." "dedi¬ 
cated ballast tank," "master." and "serv¬ 
ice spaces." Several of the definitions are 
the same as proposed in the rules for 
liquefied gases (41 FR 43822), and each 
of the definitions should help clarify the 
rule. 

Two comments were received regard¬ 
ing the d efin iti o n of "independent 
tanks". One comment suggested that 
rather than defining integral and inde¬ 
pendent tanks, the rule should distin¬ 
guish only between tanks separated from 
the sea by an intervening space and 
those that allow the cargo to contact the 
vessel's side shell or bottom plating. An 
independent tank is one that has special 
supports that prevent it from being 
stressed by the loads on the tankship it¬ 
self. An independent tank is not only 
separated from the sea but is also not as 
likely to leak as an integral tank, regard¬ 
less of whether the integral tank is sur¬ 
rounded by void spaces. The Coast 
Guard requires independent tanks in in¬ 
stances where cargo leakage would pose 
an unusually hazardous condition or 
where some property of the cargo would 
make an integral tank impractical For 
example, motor fuel antiknock com¬ 
pound. if leaked from a tank, would be 
extremely difficult to clean out of a void 
space or wing tank separating the tank 
from the sea. Therefore, the Coast Guard 
requires an independent tank to reduce 
die chance of cargo leaks. 

Another comment asked whether a 
tank whose foundation was welded to 
the hull or which had one bulkhead 
formed from one of the ship's transverse 
bulkheads would be considered inde¬ 
pendent. The Coast Guard does not con¬ 
sider such tanks to be independent be¬ 
cause in both cases the tanks would be 
forming part of the vessel's hull and 
would be subject to the same stresses as 
the vessel's hull. The definitions of in¬ 
tegral and independent tanks have been 
reworded to clarify the difference be¬ 
tween the two. 

One person recommended that a def¬ 
inition for "designated ballast space" be 
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added to the rule. This phrase is not 
used In the proposed rule; however, the 
phrase “dedicated ballast tank* 4 is used. 
A dedicated ballast tank is a tank within 
the vessel used only for clean ballast. 
The Coast Guard has added this defini¬ 
tion to the final rule. 

Section 153.7 Existing tankships. The 
Maritime Administration recommended 
that section 153.294»a> of the proposed 
rule, requiring piping systems to be 
marked with the name of the tank they 
serve, be made effective immediately 
since it is not a difficult requirement to 
meet and is useful from a safety stand¬ 
point. The Coast Guard agrees with this 
suggestion and has made section 153.294 
effective Immediately for existing ves¬ 
sels by adding It to section 153.7<c) <1). 

Another comment noted that proposed 
section 153.7(c)(5) Incorrectly implied 
that a type I containment system on an 
existing vessel could have a bottom shell 
clearance less than type II containment 
on the same vessel. This section has 
been changed so that existing type I and 
n containment systems must both be at 
least 76 cm from the bottom shell of the 
vessel. 

One comment recommended that pro¬ 
posed sections 153.202 and 153.258 not be 
required of existing tankships. These 
sections set forth location requirements 
for doors, airports and the separation 
distances of cargo tanks from machin¬ 
ery. service and other spaces. In response, 
the Coast Guard has deleted the 76 cm 
separation distance contained in pro¬ 
posed section 153.258. This section has 
been reassigned to section 153.233 in the 
final rule. It now contains the same pro¬ 
visions as set forth in the IMCO Chemi¬ 
cal Code. Existing vessels should have 
little difficulty meeting the requirements 
of this section since segregation has 
been a tankship design requirement for 
many years. Furthermore, existing ves¬ 
sels certificated under the IMCO Chemi¬ 
cal Code will also have to meet this 
same requirement by April 1978. 

Section 1533 Foreign flag vessel en¬ 
dorsement application. This section, de¬ 
scribing measures a foreign vessel must 
take to get a Letter of Compliance, now 
includes two certificates under the 
Safety of Life at Sea Convention. These 
certificates are necessary to show the 
vessel meets the Coast Guard’s tanker 
requirements under subchapter D. 

The proposed rule may have implied 
that submitting an IMCO Certificate was 
optional. The wording of section 153.9 
has been changed to make it clear that 
the owner of a vessel registered in a 
country that issues IMCO Certificates 
must submit a copy of the IMCO Certifi¬ 
cate in order to receive a Letter of Com¬ 
pliance. 

Section 153.12 IMCO Certificates. A 
new seetton 153.12 is added to explain 
under what conditions the Coast Guard 
issues an IMCO Certificate to a U.8. 
tankship. The IMCO Certificate shows 
that the U.8. flag tankship meets the 
recommendations of the IMCO Chemi¬ 
cal Code. 

’ Section 153.30 Permeability of spaces. 
When the Coast Guard proposed the 
rules for liquefied gas tankers in part 


154. It described the limits it places on 
permeability assumptions when assessing 
a vessel’s stability after flooding in 
greater detail than it did in the proposal 
for this part. To aid ship designers in 
understanding the Coast Guard's vessel 
stability requirements, the more detailed 
description of permeability assumptions 
set out in the proposal for liquefied gas 
tankers Is included in 1 153.30. Sections 
153.31 and 153.34 also have been made 
more detailed for the same reason. 

Section 153.32 Damage. One com¬ 
ment suggested that proposed section 
153.32(a) (1> (ii) should allow’ a collision 
penetration to be calculated from the 
highest deck level rather than at the 
assigned loadllno so that the protection 
provided by the flare found at the ves¬ 
sel’s bow could be utilized. The same 
comment stated, with no explanation, 
that theoretical bottom damage should 
be based on the vessel's depth rather 
than it's beam. In both cases, the pene¬ 
tration mcasurments used were taken 
from correlations derived from accident 
statistics. They are convenient reference 
points from which to describe the pene¬ 
trations found in IMCO’s analysis of ac¬ 
cident data, rather than being theoreti¬ 
cal deductions. If the Coast Guard had 
not adopted these recommendations, 
UJB. flag ships would not meet the mini¬ 
mum requirements of the IMCO Code. 

Section 153.200 Portlights , wheel- 
house windows, and wheelhouse doors. 
The proposed requirements for locating 
openings in superstructure, section 
153.200, came from the Chemical Code. 
This section of the final rule was re¬ 
worded to clarify the requirements and 
match the wording of the Chemical Code 
more closely. 

Section 153.202 Location of deck¬ 
house doors and airports . One comment 
argues that this section and the corre¬ 
sponding section of the IMCO Chemical 
Code should be written differently. The 
comment maintains that the purpose of 
this rule is to keep openings Into the 
deckhouse clear of the cargo space re¬ 
gardless of the location of the accom¬ 
modations house front and that, for this 
reason, the measurements should be 
made from the after transverse bulkhead 
of the cargo space. The purpose of this 
requirement is to reduce the possibility 
of toxic and flammable vapors being 
trapped in accommodation spaces 
bounding the deckhouse front. Vapors 
that are swept against the house front 
would be free to enter open portlights 
and doors if it were not for this design 
requirement. Taking measurements from 
the end of the cargo containment system, 
as suggested, would have no effect on 
minimizing this particular hazard. 

Section 153.208 Ballast equipment. 
One comment said that proposed section 
153.208*b> (2» was too restrictive in re¬ 
quiring that a non-rolum valve be lo¬ 
cated at the point where the ballast fill 
line enters the ballast tank. We agree. 
This section has been modified to allow 
either a stop value and a check valve or a 
stop-check valve to be used and to allow 
this valving arrangement to be located 
anywhere in the cargo containment area 


so long as it Is not located within a cargo 
containment system. 

Section 153.214 Personnel emergency 
and safety equipment. Two comments 
pointed out that the protective clothing 
described in proposed section 153.214<b) 
was too specific and would not insure 
adequate personnel protection from 
many corrosive or toxic cargoes. This 
section has been modified to broaden the 
description of the protective clothing 
while at the same time requiring it to be 
made of chemically resistant materials. 
Other comments suggested changes to 
ft 153.527 as well as this section to require 
that the respiratory equipment and first 
aid kits be approved by the Mining En¬ 
forcement and Safety Administration 
and the National Institute for Occupa¬ 
tional Safety and Health, or similar 
foreign organization. This suggestion has 
been adopted. The respiratory equipment 
has also been described In greater detail 
to exclude a type that can be hazardous 
if used incorrectly: the respiration 
equipment now must be *\ . . a portable 
oxygen inhalation and bag valve mask 
manual resuscitator." 

One comment suggested that the 
safety equipment lockers required by 
proposed 153.214(c) should be located In 
a protected area. While moving these 
lockers into protected areas may make 
them less subject to damage, the lockers 
would also be less available in an emer¬ 
gency. Hie lockers themselves should 
sufficiently protect the safety equipment 
and this requirement has not been 
changed. Another comment noted that 
proposed section 153.214(f) did not re¬ 
quire the shower and eye wash fountain 
to operate at any ambient temperature. 
This suggestion has been incorporated 
in section 153.216 of the final rule. 

Section 153.217 Access to votd spaces. 
A section 153.217 is added that requires 
access openings to void spaces adjacent 
to cargo tanks to be the same minimum 
size as openings to cargo tanks. These 
void spaces may easily have cargo vapors 
within them so that a man wearing self- 
contained breathing equipment should 
be able to get in them. 

Section 153J230 Type / system. One 
person commented that this section ap¬ 
peared contradictory In that a type I 
cargo containment system would have to 
be located 76 cm In from the vessel’s shell 
while also having to be Inboard a distance 
of B/5 at the assigned loadlinc. However, 
depending on the curvature of the hull 
at the tank location, a straight-sided 
tank located a distance of B/5 inboard at 
the leadline might be only 76 cm from 
the hull where the hull turns inward near 
the turn of the bilge. This section is not 
contradictory and has not been changed 

Section 153.235 Exceptions to cargo 
piping location restrictions. One com¬ 
ment stated that the exceptions con¬ 
tained In this section could result in plac¬ 
ing the cargo piping in a poor location. 
This allowance Is also included In the 
IMCO Chemical Code, and permits cargo 
piping to be located closer to the vessel's 
shell than a cargo tank, provided that 
the piping is designed in such a way that 
no cargo release will result in the event of 
a collision. This piping location would not 
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present a hazard and may offer some 
flexibility to the designer The section has 
been modified slightly to more clearly re¬ 
flect it* purpose. 

Section 153.236 Prohibited materials. 
In volume 42 number 28 of the Fkdbkal 
rkgist** dated February 10, 1977 on page 
8377 the Coast Guard published a final 
rule modifying the restrictions in 46 CFR 
151 on the use of certain materials in 
c ontainment systems on barges carrying 
caustic soda and caustic potash. In the 
preamble, the Coast Guard noted that 
there are some data that show that cop¬ 
per alloys with a high zinc content are 
attacked by caustic.*' The Coast Guard 
restricted the use of alloys containing 
more than 10 percent zinc by weight at 
that time. This section has been modified 
to adopt this restriction. 

Section 153.256 Tank separation. 
This section was moved to section 
153.233. The entire section was redrafted 
in an attempt to clarify some of the 
ambiguities described in several com¬ 
ments. One comment said many existing 
small tanks hips will not meet the pro¬ 
posed requirement. Section 153.233. as 
written in the final rule, is a standard 
that U S. tankships have been required 
to meet for many years and is also an 
1MCO requirement. The Coast Guard will 
not exempt existing vessels from this re¬ 
quirement. 

Section 153.280 Cargo transfer valv¬ 
ing. In response U) several questions re¬ 
ceived regarding the group of sections 
entitled "Cargo Handling Equipment" in 
the proposal, this area has been reorga¬ 
nized for clarification. This particular 
section has been redesignated a* section 
153.283 and slightly modified to require 
that a valve be located within each tank 
a cargo line serves. 

Section 153.294 Marking of piping 
systems. One comment asked whether 
the cargo piping system should not be 
marked at more than one location. Tills 
.section Is modified to require that the 
cargo piping system be marked at each 
host; connection and at each valve and 
blind flange In the piping system. This 
modification should aid in preventing 
mistakes in tank loading. 

Section 153.296 * Emergency shutdown 
'iations. One comment recommended 
that this section be modified to require 
an emergency shutdown station at the 
point where cargo transfer is controlled. 
The Coast Guard agrees with this rec¬ 
ommendation and has mode the change. 
Another comment recommended that the 
power shutdown control in the engine 
room be acceptable as one of the required 
emergency shutdowns. Since such a con¬ 
trol would be nowhere near the point of 
cargo transfer and would be awkward 
to get to In an emergency, the Coast 
Guard will not accept this as one of the 
.shutdown stations. This section of the 
final rule contains an additional require¬ 
ment: emergency actuators must not in¬ 
teract with one another in a way that 
could prevent operation of the other 
emergency systems. 

Section 153.330 Access. One comment 
stated that the ANSI standard for in¬ 
dustrial stairs referred to in this section 
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of the proposal was inappropriate and 
conflicted with other parts of the same 
section. Reference to this standard has 
been dropped from the final rule. One 
comment objected to the requirements 
for guard railings on ladders and plat¬ 
forms. The same comment also found 
the ladder Inclination requirement "diffi¬ 
cult and costly." The Coast Guard finds 
it somewhat difficult to believe that a 
requirement for guard railings and lim¬ 
itations on the inclination of ladders 
would have a significant financial impact 
on a ship costing 40 to 50 million dollars. 
Except where mentioned, tills section has 
not been changed. 

Section 153.361 Arrangements for re¬ 
moval of valves from venting systems 
haring multiple relief valves. Included 
in the final rule is this new section that 
allows the use of vent systems with mul¬ 
tiple relief valves which can be removed 
for servicing without taking the cargo 
tank out of service. 

Section 153.404 Containment sys¬ 
tems requiring closed gauges. Several 
sections describing requirements for 
cargo gauging systems were reorganized 
for clarity. The requirement for a high 
level alarm system, originally described 
in section 153.404 of the proposal, has 
been separated from the other require¬ 
ments for closed gauging systems and re¬ 
designated section 153.409. 

One comment recommended that the 
Coast Guard review its proposal to re¬ 
quire vapor return connection* on cargo 
tanks endorsed for cargoes liavlng the 
greatest vapor hazards. This recommen¬ 
dation is based on the belief that a num¬ 
ber of these cargoes are now being trans¬ 
ferred without using vapor return and 
without creating any M * • • problems 
whatsoever." The Coast Guard's purpose 
in proposing this requirement wo* to 
minimize the amount of hazardous vapor 
discharged during cargo loading. Since 
many of these vapors pose chronic tox¬ 
icity hazards that may take effect only 
after long period* of time, their dangers 
may not be immediately obvious to per¬ 
sons conducting cargo transfer opera¬ 
tions. It la for this reason that the Coast 
Guard is retaining these requirement* 
as proposed. 

The same person suggested that the 
high level alarm and the tank overfill 
control system should be actuated at the 
same level. He recommended that 98 per¬ 
cent of the tank's capacity be used in 
each case but offered no reason for this 
comment. The high level alarm is pro¬ 
vided to alert personnel filling cargo 
tanks than an immediate corrective ac¬ 
tion is necessary The one percent set 
point difference, as provided in these 
section*, will give the operator sufficient 
tune to take corrective action before the 
loading operation is automatically ter¬ 
minated. Roth the high level alarm and 
the overfill control system are provided 
a* safety devices in the event of person¬ 
nel error or a failure of the required tank 
gauging system. Routine and frequent 
use of these backup devices is undesirable 
from both an operational and safety 
standpoint. For these reasons the Coast 
Guard did not change the proposed rule. 
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Section 153.406 Containment systems 
requiring restricted gauges. One com¬ 
ment recommended that the restricted 
gauge maximum diameter should be in¬ 
creased because 5 cm would be too small 
to allow accurate gauging of cargo tanks 
of 30 to 40 feet in depth. The maximum 
diameter has been increased to 20 cm. 
which has been found to be sufficient to 
allow' gauging of a tank that is 40 or more 
feet deep. 

Section 153.407 Special requirements 
for sounding tube gauges. In response to 
several comments, this section ho* been 
expanded to describe the requirements 
for sounding tube gauges in more detail. 
Sounding tubes will now be required to 
extend to within one meter of the tank 
bottom. This requirement will minimize 
the amount of vapor escaping through 
the tube during tank loading operations. 

Section 153.408 Tank overfill con¬ 
trols. One comment recommended that 
a 30-second maximum closure time for 
quick-closing valve* be allowed after the 
cargo tank has reached the 98 percent 
level. The intent of this requirement is to 
assure that the shutdown valve is com¬ 
pletely closed by the time the tank level 
reaches 98 percent. Therefore, it is not 
necessary to specify a maximum closure 
time. The final rule was reworded slightly 
to clarify this point 

Section 153.432 Cooling systems. One 
person commented that this section 
should also describe the size of the back¬ 
up units and how readily they must be 
placed In operation. Paragraph has 
been rewritten to insure that the standby 
refrigeration equipment is installed and 
reach' lor immediate use. Paragraph <c> 
was also added; it requires a piping dia¬ 
gram for the refrigeration system and 
Instructions on changing over to the 
standby unit. 

Section 153.438 Cargo temperature 
alarms required. One comment argued 
that the cargo high temperature alarm 
should not be required to be located on 
the bridge but only to be audible and 
visible from the bridge. The Coast Guard 
lias not modified this section because in 
many circumstances, such as when the 
vessel is underway, a person on the 
bridge of the vessel might not be able to 
hear the cargo high temperature alarm 
or see it If it were located only on the 
deck of the vessel. It is important that 
the alarm be immediately recognized and 
corrective actions be taken. 

Section 153.440 Cargo temperature 
seniors required. One comment recom¬ 
mended that section 153.440 be rewritten 
to allow a thermometer well on the tank 
rather than having a remote sensing 
thermometer located at the point from 
which cargo transfer is controlled. The 
comment pointed out that remote read¬ 
ing temperature indicators Are unreliable 
and that the requirement a* applied to 
elevated temperature cargoes affect* only 
the quality’ of a cargo and not the safety 
of .the vessel or crew. Overheating of 
cargo can often create safety problems as 
well as affecting cargo quality. Further¬ 
more. heating a cargo beyond the tem¬ 
perature for which a tank is designed con 
cause a tank to crack and leak or can 
raise stresses in main structural mcm- 
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bers within the vessel beyond the values 
they were designed to accommodate. This 
problem has appeared to be involved in 
some past accidents with sulfur carriers. 
For these reasons the Coast Guard has 
retained the requirement, though modi¬ 
fying it slightly to require only two 
rather than three remote reading tem¬ 
perature sensors on each tank. 

Section 153.460 Fire protection sys- 
tems. A number of people commented on 
the fire protection requirements de¬ 
scribed in section 153.460. These com¬ 
ments can be summarized as follows: 

a. The section on Arc protection sys¬ 
tems refers to part 34 of title 46. Part 34 
contains no standards for dry chemical 
fire protection systems. 

b. Water spray systems are ineffective 
in controlling a Arc and the require¬ 
ment should be changed to foam spray 
systems. 

c. Dry chemical systems are ineffective 
in controlling Hash back and relgnitlon. 

d. A categ ory of Arc protection systems 
requiring AFFF Are Aghting agent 
should be created. 

e. Dry chemical agents are ineffective 
in controlling cargo vapor. 

f. The regulations would allow a dry 
chemical system to be substituted for 
any other Are protection system speci- 
Aed. Dry chemical systems may not be 
effective with many of the cargoes. This 
provision should be changed to require 
only approved type Are protection 
systems. 

The objections to dry chemical systems 
are generally correct. The proposal 
would have allowed substitution of dry 
chemical for a type A or B system. <and 
mistakenly for a type C system) 
apparently at the choice of the designer. 
Because of the many considerations in¬ 
volved in substituting dry chemical for 
other systems, and since standards for 
dry chemical systems do not exist in part 
34, the regulations have been revised. 
Section 153.460 now requires that a dry 
chemical system substituted for a type 
A or B system must be specially ap¬ 
proved. by the Commandant (G-MMT>. 
The Coast Guard will publish rules for 
dry chemical systems on chemical tank¬ 
ers in a future rulemaking. 

Water spray systems are generally in¬ 
effective In controlling a Are. and are not 
usually prescribed for Are extinguish¬ 
ment purposes. They are effective, how¬ 
ever. in cooling exposed tanks and piping 
and in preventing reignition of cargo 
vapors after a Are is out Therefore, 
water spray systems are still required for 
some cargoes. 

The Coast Guard has not added a 
category requiring AFFF agents. These 
agents are not unique in being effective 
on both regular hydrocarbons and polar 
solvents since all Coast Guard approved 
polar solvent foams are suitable for 
regular hydrocarbons as well. The terms 
“alcohol’‘ and “regular foam" have been 
deleted from the footnotes to table I. 
since they may be subject to misin¬ 
terpretation. 

Section 153.463 Vent system dls- 
tharoes. One comment objected to the 10 
meter separation distance required be¬ 


tween cargo tank vent discharges and 
ignition sources. This section has been 
revised to apply only to those cargoes re¬ 
quiring PV venting, a provision con¬ 
tained in the IMCO Chemical Code. 

Section 153.465 Flammable vapor 
detector. In keeping with the IMCO 
Code, this section was modiAed to per¬ 
mit one of the two required Aammable 
vapor detectors to be the permanently 
installed type. 

Section 153.466 Electrical equipment . 
This ncw r section was added to ensure 
that all electrical equipment meets the 
provisions of Subchapter J of Title 46. 

Section 153.467 Ventilation systems 
for flammable cargoes. This new r section 
requires non-sparking ventilation equip¬ 
ment tor all Aammable cargoes. This was 
added because the Coast Guard actually 
reviews ventilation equipment on tankers 
carrying am* Aammable cargo to see that 
the equipment is non-sparking. To men¬ 
tion the requirement only under alkylene 
oxides as w f as done in the proposal would 
have been misleading. 

Section 153.500 Inert gas systems . 
One comment objected that the proposal 
required that isopropylamine, toluene 
diisocyanate, and vinyiidenc chloride be 
inerted when carried. Toluene dilsocya- 
nate is carried with an inerted, pressur¬ 
ized vapor space to prevent water vapor 
from entering the tank. The Coast Guard 
had intended to include for toluene 
diisocyanate the requirement that the 
inert gas system supply inert gas with 
no more than 100 parts per million water. 
This requirement was contained in sec¬ 
tion 153.501, and was omitted in table 
1 of the proposal. Toluene diisocyanate 
decomposes when mixed with water and 
releases carbon dioxide. If much water 
vapor, such as might come through an 
inert gas system supplying scrubbed 
stack gas. mixed with the cargo, the rate 
of carbon dioxide evolution might be 
greater than the tank venting equipment 
could handle, overpressuring the tank. 
The Chemical Code requires that nor¬ 
mal propylamine and vlnylldene chloride 
both be inerted. Since isopropylamine 
and normal propylamine differ only 
slightly in the characteristics that make 
inerting important, such as autoignition 
temperature. Aammable limits, and reac¬ 
tivity with air. tiie Coast Guard proposed 
that isopropylamine also be carried 
under an inert gas pad. The Coast Guard 
will review with IMCO the requirement 
that these cargoes be inerted; however, 
in the interim the requirement will be 
imposed. 

The comment further recommended 
that the requirements for inert gas sys¬ 
tem s be modiAed to allow port of the 
system's capacity to come from auxiliary 
inert gas supplies on shore during cargo 
discharge. This is a reasonable alterna¬ 
tive so long as there are operational con¬ 
trols to prevent a tank's vacuum relief 
valve from operating when discharging 
a cargo required to be Inerted. There¬ 
fore, the Coast Guard has modiAed sec¬ 
tion 153.975 to add an operational re¬ 
quirement that any necessary auxiliary 
inert gas supplies be connected before 
cargo discharge. 


One comment remarked that the Coast 
Guard's proposal to require about 14 
k DoPascal (kPa) gauge pressure of inert 
gas within a tank is excessive. He sug¬ 
gested that a pressure of about 1.75 kPa 
would be sufficient, would cut dowm on 
inert gas use. and would decrease the 
amount of cargo vapor vented. The Coast 
Guard agrees that the inerting pressure 
of 14 kPa is excessive and has modiAed 
this requirement to make the minimum 
inert gas pressure in the tank equal to 
the minimum pressure at which a tank 
relief valve may begin to open, that Is. 
3.5 kPa. 

The Maritime Administration sug¬ 
gested that In order to specify the volu¬ 
metric Aow capacity of the inert gas sys¬ 
tem accurately, the pressure at which the 
volumetric Aow capacity must be com¬ 
puted should be speclAed. The Coast 
Guard agrees and has modiAed section 
153.500(d) to specify that when calculat¬ 
ing the system's Aow\ the gas be at 46 C 
and 3.5 kPa pressure. 

Section 153.520 Special requirements 
for carbon disulfide. Paragraph (d> of 
the carbon disulAde requirements was 
modiAed slightly to specify a type 304 
or 316 stainless steel on the pv valves 
Instead of the unspeciAed type in the 
proposal. 

Section 153.525 Spectal requirements 
for unusually toxic cargoes. Two com¬ 
ments suggested changes to the require¬ 
ments for toxic cargoes contained in this 
proposed rule. One comment recom¬ 
mended that section 153.525* d> be 
changed to read, “be arranged so as not 
to contaminate other systems via sup¬ 
ply and return of heating source ". The 
proposed rule would require an inde¬ 
pendent heating system or a heating sys¬ 
tem totally external to the cargo con¬ 
tainment system. The IMCO Code Is 
worded similarly, but allows a third al¬ 
ternative in which the heat transfer Auid 
may be sampled for the presence of 
cargo before being returned from the 
tank to the heat exchanger. The Coast 
Guard w’Ul consider systems for sam¬ 
pling the Auid that would prevent circu¬ 
lation of contaminated heat transfer 
Auid into other heat transfer systems 
To clarify this point, a provision has 
been added to section 153.525*d) of the 
Anal rule that will allow such sampling 
systems, provided they have the approval 
of Commandant < G-MHM >. 

One comment objected to the require¬ 
ment in section 153.525(b) that the re¬ 
lief valve on a cargo tank carrying un¬ 
usually toxic cargoes be set at no lea* 
than 21 kPa. The comment argued that 
venting a tank at about 2-kPa w ould re¬ 
lieve a much lesser “volume of toxic va¬ 
pors". Under normal operating condi¬ 
tions a cargo tank carrying an unusually 
toxic cargo would release vapors through 
the vent system only because of pressure 
changes caused by temperature varia¬ 
tions within the cargo liquid and vapor 
phases. Tills cyclical phenomenon is 
commonly referred to as “tank breath¬ 
ing". The amount of cargo released dur¬ 
ing breathing Is a function of the tem¬ 
perature extremes encountered and the 
pressure setting of the vent system rebel 
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valve. The Coast Guard has set the lower 
limit on tills relief valve setting at 21 kPa 
to minimize tank breathing by forcing 
the relief valve to operate less often. If 
vapor Is vented, it will be released a dis¬ 
tance of at least 6 meters above the 
deck where personnel may be working 
and at a higher velocity than if vented at 
2 kPa. This distance and initial velocity 
should be sufficient to disperse and dilute 
the vented vapors. 

One comment objected to the exces¬ 
sive separation distance required under 
153.525 (e» between toxic cargoes and 
bunkers. This section of the proposal Is 
modified to require separation of the 
cargo and not cargo containment from 
bunkers by two bulkheads. 

Section 153.530 Special requirements 
for alkylene oxides . One comment recom¬ 
mended that this section include all 
IMCO Chemical Code requirements and 
that the Coast Guard review its require¬ 
ments for propylene oxide in light of its 
highly flammable and reactive charac¬ 
teristics. Upon review, proposed section 
153.530 was revised to Incorporate the 
restrictions on construction materials 
contained in the IMCO Chemical Code. 
In conjunction with the Chemical Trans¬ 
portation Industry Advisory Committee 
• CTIAC>. the Coast Guard is continuing 
a review of its propylene oxide require¬ 
ments. The Coast Guard is also conduct¬ 
ing an active testing program aimed at 
determining possible reactions between 
seawater and propylene oxide in the 
presence of various catalysts, such as 
rust. Any rule changes that might result 
irom the test program findings or the 
recommendations of the CTIAC’s Sub¬ 
committee on Chemical Vessels will be 
handled In a separate rulemaking. 

Section 153.556 Special requirements 
for sulfuric acid and oleum . One com¬ 
ment asked why the requirements for 
.vulfuric acid did not mention stainless 
steel as a material of construction. Al¬ 
though the Coast Guard W'ould consider 
stainless steel equivalent to mild steel in 
its ability to resist corrosion by sulfuric 
acid and oleum, the Coast Guard has no 
evidence that stainless steels are suffi¬ 
ciently more corrosion resistant than 
mild steel to be useful at all concentra¬ 
tions of sulfuric, acid. Therefore, the 
Coast Guard has left this requirement 
unclianged and will handle any requests 
to use materials other than those speci¬ 
fied In the section on a case by case basis 
as described in paragraph (c) of the 
.section. 

The proposed rule was possibly mis¬ 
leading in allowing unlined steel to be 
used for tanks carrying oleum contain¬ 
ing more than 4 percent free sulfur tri¬ 
oxide. The 4 percent figure applies only 
to a method of measuring oleum concen¬ 
tration peculiar to the sulfuric acid in¬ 
dustry. As the proposal was worded, this 
concentration should have been 20 per¬ 
cent rather than 4 percent. Twenty per¬ 
cent free sulfur trioxldc Is specified in 
the final rule. 

Section 153.806 Stability test and in - 
formation. One person commented that 
tills section is confusing because it refers 
io the requirements for Cargo and MIS¬ 
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ceilaneous Vessels In Part 93 of title 46 
when describing the stability tests and 
information a tankshlp must have before 
its Certificate is endorsed. The require¬ 
ments in part 93 are general in nature 
and can be applied to any vessel. In fact, 
the Coast Guard recently proposed to 
apply these same requirements to tankers 
certificated under parts 30-35 of title 46. 
The Coast Guard does not believe this 
reference will cause confusion once peo¬ 
ple become familiar with it and. there¬ 
fore, has left the rule as proposed. 

Sections 153.808 through 153.812. Four 
sections from the existing 46 CFR Part 
154 were added in the “Testing and In¬ 
spection’* group to describe the proce¬ 
dures the owner of a foreign flag vessel 
must follow to arrange for the Coast 
Guard to examine his vessel. The new 
sections describe a systematic procedure 
to follow to arrange an examination and 
list the information the Coast Guard 
needs for the examination. The Coast 
Guard requires a minimum of 14 cal¬ 
endar days to set up an examination. 
A vessel that does not have a Letter of 
Compliance may carry a dangerous cargo 
into U.S. waters on the examination voy¬ 
age only if it has specific authorization 
from the Coast Guard. 

Sections IS 3. 900-1 S3 £76. Many of 
these sections have been moved and re¬ 
numbered to improve the order of pres¬ 
entation. 

Section 1S3S02 Expiration of Letters 
of Compliance. A section was added to 
state that a Letter of Compliance, like 
a Certificate of Inspection, is good for 
a period not exceeding two years. This 
is an existing rule in part 154 that is 
now incorporated here. 

Section 153.907 Cargo information 
cards . One comment stated that the 
ship’s personnel should not be respon¬ 
sible for ensuring that terminal person¬ 
nel • • be knowledgeable of the na¬ 
ture of the products that the terminal 
handles.” By this rule the Coast Guard 
is not requiring that ship's personnel en¬ 
sure that terminal personnel be familiar 
with all the cargoes handled by the ter¬ 
minal. but rather that they ensure that 
terminal personnel are aware of the 
products being carried on the tankshlp. 
The ship may have onboard cargoes that 
aro not necessarily handled by the ter¬ 
minal. It is imperative in emergency sit¬ 
uations that terminal personnel have a 
copy of the vessel’s shipping document 
and a set of cargo information cards. 
Proposed section 153.907* b> is being re¬ 
tained but has been moved to section 
153.914 of the final rule. 

Section 153.910 Cargo piping plan. 
As previously mentioned, this new sec¬ 
tion requires that a cargo piping plan 
be provided on board each tankshlp. 

Section 153.933 Protective clothing 
required. This new’ section is added to 
the final rule to give direction to the 
master regarding the w f earing of protec¬ 
tive clothing for specific cargo handling 
operations. 

Section 153.950 Person in charge of 
cargo transfer. One comment opposed 
the description In section 153.950 of the 
proposal, redesignated section 153.957, of 
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the person in charge of cargo transfer 
and felt that the Coast Guard should 
require a tankerman at the point of 
cargo transfer in addition to the licensed 
officer. According to the comment, the 
complexities of cargo transfer are such 
that more than one person is necessary 
to continuously oversee the transfer pro¬ 
cedures. The Coast Guard agrees that 
In most transfer operations more than 
one person would likely be necessary to 
do all the operations on the ship neces¬ 
sary to transfer the cargo. However, in 
drafting the rule, the Coast Guard has 
tried to place both the responsibility and 
authority to supervise a cargo transfer 
operation on the person in charge of 
cargo transfer. The Coast Guard has 
in no way limited the freedom of the 
person in charge to use other people on 
board the vessel and to assign them vari¬ 
ous tasks in the cargo transfer opera¬ 
tions. However, it is unwise to fragment 
the responsibility for coordination of 
cargo transfer operations by assigning 
more than one person responsibility for 
the overall transfer, and the requirement 
as proposed has been retained. As men¬ 
tioned in the preamble to the proposal 
of this part, section 153.957 refers to 
proposed regulations for tankermcn (42 
FR 21190. April 25. 1977>. The Coast 
Guard expects these rules to be published 
in final form shortly. In the interim. 
3 153.957 has been changed to refer to 
33 CFR 155.710 that describes require¬ 
ments for the person in charge of an 
oil transfer operation. 

Section 153.952 Warning signs. One 
comment suggested that 153.952 of the 
proposal, now redesignated 153.955. might 
be clearer If the sign containing the cargo 
warnings were illustrated rather than 
described in the text. The Coast Guard 
has retained the description of the sign 
in the text but has added an illustration 
of the sign to that section. 

Section 153.1020 Unusually toxic car¬ 
goes. In the proposal, the requirement 
that a toxic cargo be isolated from other 
cargoes was described as a design re¬ 
quirement. However, unless a tankshlp 
dedicates certain cargo tanks only to 
toxic cargoes, it is impractical to guar¬ 
antee this requirement in the design 
phase of the vessel. Therefore, the Coast 
Guard has modified the requirement 
slightly so that the cargo tank and pip¬ 
ing system for an unusually toxic cargo 
must be designed so that they can be iso¬ 
lated. To make sure this is done when 
a toxic cargo is loaded, the Coast Guard 
has added to section 153.1020 a prohibi¬ 
tion again any person loading or carrying 
toxic cargoes in contaiiunont systems 
which are not isolated from other cargo 
containment systems. 

Section 153.1025 Motor fuel anti¬ 
knock compounds. Two comments ques¬ 
tioned the requirement in section 153 - 
1025 that a person get specific approval 
from the Commandant (G-MHM) before 
entering a cargo tank endorsed for motor 
fuel antiknock compounds. The decon¬ 
tamination of a cargo tank which has 
carried motor fuel antiknock compounds 
is a difficult, dangerous, and tedious 
operation. For this reason the Coast 
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Guard does not want people haphazardly 
cleaning and entering motor fuel anti¬ 
knock compound tanks. The manufac¬ 
turers of motor fuel antiknock com¬ 
pounds usually have specially trained 
personnel to decontaminate materials 
that have been in contact with motor 
fuel antiknock compounds. To accom¬ 
modate In part a suggestion that the 
manufacturers be allowed to enter tanks 
without Coast Guard approval the Coast 
Guard has added a provision in section 
153.1025 which would allow manufac¬ 
turers to obtain prior approval of a de¬ 
contamination procedure from the Coast 
Guard, and to obtain specific authoriza¬ 
tion to enter a tank in accordance with 
that procedure by merely calling Com¬ 
mandant fG-MHM*. 

Section J53.J052 Carriage of other 
cargoes in acid tanks. One comment 
questioned why the ship’s personnel could 
not be given responsibility for deciding 
whether another cargo could be carried 
in a containment system endorsed for 
sulfuric, hydrochloric, or phosphoric 
acid. The Coast Guard's concern In this 
instance is that lining materials or other 
materials designed specifically to pro¬ 
tect the tank against attack by one of 
these acids might be damaged if used 
with another cargo. Determining the 
compatibility of cargoes and tank lining 
materials can be quite complicated in 
many cases. The Coast Guard does not 
believe that the ship's licensed officers 
are likely to have the specialized train¬ 
ing necessary to make such determina¬ 
tions. Therefore, the Coast Guard has 
left this requirement as proposed. 

Section J53J055 Nitropropanc. One 
comment argued that the Coast Guard’s 
proposal for nitropropanc is too restric¬ 
tive and ”. . . not Justified by any pub¬ 
lished technical data.” The Coast Guard 
proposed that nitropropanc be treated 
as follows: 

a. It could not be carried in deck 
tanks. 

b. It could not be carried in heated 
tanks, adjacent to heated cargoes, or ad¬ 
jacent to hold spaces containing tanks 
with heated cargoes. 

c. If carried in a tank containing heat¬ 
ing coils, the heating supply to the coils 
must be disconnected to prevent Inad¬ 
vertent heating. 

The Coast Guard, in effect, is safe¬ 
guarding against the possibility of this 
cargo becoming heated while carried 
on the tank&hip. The comment is correct 
in saying that the Coast Guard has 
no data (o show that nitropropanc 
is more hazardous when heated above 
ambient temperatures. In fact, the Coast 
Guard has data to show that intropro- 
panc is not shock sensitive, even when 
heated, some of which the commenter 
furnished. However, mtromethane some¬ 
times detonates violently when heated, 
and the chemical similarity of the two 
products raises the possibility that nitro- 
propane might behave similarly. While 
some tests have shown that It will not,, 
there is no assurance that those test pro¬ 
cedures adequately simulate all the con¬ 
ditions under which the product might 


detonate. Similar testing difficulties were 
encountered with nitromethane. Until 
further testing has demonstrated that 
nltropropane will not behave similarly 
to nitromethane when heated under 
certain conditions, the relatively minor 
restrictions on the carriage of nitropro- 
pane will be retained. 

Besides the changes to the original 
proposal described in this preamble, the 
Anal rule corrects many typographical 
errors. 

This rule has been reviewed for eco¬ 
nomic effects under the Department of 
Transportation 'Policies to Improve 
Analysis and Review of Regulations” <41 
FR 16200 > When doing so, the Coast 
Guard reviewed the design of both new 
and existing chemical ships under UB. 
flag and those foreign ships operating in 
VS waters. As mentioned previously, the 
Coast Guard estimates that the rule will 
cost about $15,000,000 over the approxi¬ 
mately one year period owners of exist¬ 
ing vessels will have to meet the require¬ 
ments. The rule wiD reduce the exposure 
of the crew and others near the vessel to 
cargo hazards. As a side effect, the rule 
may also reduce the likelihood of cargoes 
being spilled into waterways, though the 
incidence of spillage of these particular 
cargoes has been very low. Because the 
rule applies to all tankshlps carrying the 
listed cargoes in U.8. waters, and be¬ 
cause the rule becomes fully effective on 
the same day as does the IMCO Chemi¬ 
cal Code, no tankship will be put at an 
economic disadvantage in trying to meet 
the Chemical Code. 

In consideration of the foregoing.

Subpart A—General 
§ 153.1 Applicability 

This part prescribes rules that apply to 
tankshlps 1 that have on board the car¬ 
goes described in 5153.5 for the purpose 
of Implementing the requirements tn the 
law governing vessels having on board 
flammable or combustible liquid cargo in 
bulk (46 U.S.C. 391a) and the law gov¬ 
erning the carriage of explosives and

§ 153.2 Definition*. 

As used In this part: 

•‘Accommodation spaces’* means halls, 
dining rooms, lounges, lavatories, cabins, 
staterooms, offices, hospitals, cinemas, 
game and hobby rooms, pantries con¬ 
taining no cooking appliances, and simi¬ 
lar permanently enclosed spaces. 

“B” means the breadth of the vessel in 
meters and is defined in $ 42.13-15<d> of 
this chapter. 

“Cargo containment system’* means a 
cargo tank, its cargo piping system, its 
venting system, and its gauging system. 

“Cargo handling space” means an en¬ 
closed space that must be entered during 
a routine loading, carriage, or discharge 
of cargo and that contains an element of 
the cargo containment system having a 
seal or packing to prevent the escape of 
cargo, such as a valve, cargo pump, or 
cargo vapor compressor. 

“Cargo piping system” means a tank- 
ship's permanently installed piping ar¬ 
rangement, including any valves and 
pumps, that carries cargo to or from a 
cargo tank. 

' Cargo tank” means a tank that— 

(1) Is part of or permanently affixed 
to a tankship; and 

(2) Carries a cargo described in 3 153.5 
In any quantity, including residual liquid 
or vapor. 

“Closed gauging system” means an ar¬ 
rangement for gauging the amount of 
cargo in a tank, such as a float and tape 
or a magnetically coupled float and in¬ 
dicator, that does not have any opening 
through which cargo vapor or liquid can 
escape. 

“Combustible” is defined in ft 30.10-15 
of this chapter. 

“Commandant” means Commandant 
of the U.8. Coast Guard. 

The term is often followed by a mailing 
code in parentheses. The mailing address 
should include any mailing code and 
should be written as follows:

“Dedicated ballast tank” means a tank 
that is used only for clean ballast. 

“Emergency shutdown station" means 
a part of the tankship where the required 
emergency shutdown controls are 
clustered. 

“Flammable” is defined in 8 30.10-22 
of this chapter. 

“Forward perpendicular” is defined in 
8 42.13-15<b) of this chapter. 

“IMCO” means the Inter-Govern¬ 
mental Maritime Consultative Organiza- 
tion. 

“IMCO Certificate” means a Certifi¬ 
cate of Fitness for the Carriage of Dan¬ 
gerous Chemicals in Bulk issued under 
the IMCO Code /or the Construction and 
Equipment of Ships Carrying Dangerous 
Chemicals in Bulk . Resolution A.212 
»VH>, 1971. 

“Independent tank” means a cargo 
tank that is permanently affixed to the 
vessel, that is self-supporting, that in¬ 
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corporates no part of the vessel’s hull 
and that is not essential to the integrity 
of the hull. 

” In tank cargo pump” means a pump— 

<1) Located within the cargo tank it 
serves; and 

(2) Whose piping passes through only 
the top of the cargo tank. 

“Integral tank” means a cargo tank 
that also Is part of or is formed in part 
by the vessels hull structure so that the 
tank and the hull may be stressed by the 
same loads. 

”L“ means the length of the vessel in 
meters and is defined in 8 42,13-15<a) of 
this chapter. 

“Letter of Compliance" means a letter 
issued by the Commandant (G-MHM) 
permitting a foreign flag tankship to 
carry a bulk cargo regulated under this 
part. 

"Marine Inspector** is defined in 
8 30.10-43 of this chapter. 

“Master” means the master of a tank- 
ship of 100 gross tons or more or the 
operator of a tankship of less than 100 
gross tons. 

“Open gauging” means an arrange¬ 
ment for gauging the amount of cargo in 
a tank through a large opening, such as 
a tank hatch or ullage opening. 

“Open venting system” means a vent¬ 
ing system that always allows vapor to 
flow freely to and from the tank. 

“Phosphoric acid" means phosphoric 
acid, superphosphoric acid, and aqueous 
solutions of phosphoric acid. 

"Pressure-vacuum (PV) valve” means 
a valve that is normally closed and which 
opens under a preset positive pressure or 
a vacuum. 

“Pumproom” means any enclosed 
space containing a pump that is part of 
a cargo containment system. 

“Refrigerated tank” means a cargo 
tank that is equipped to carry a cargo 
that must be cooled in order to keep the 
cargo's vapor pressure from exceeding 
the tank's pressure-vacuum or safety re¬ 
lief valve setting under ambient condi¬ 
tions of 32“ C (approx. D0‘ F) still water 
and 46* C (approx. 115* F) still air. 

“Relief valve setting’* means the Inlet 
line pressure at which a vent system's 
pressure-vacuum or safety relief valve 
fully opens. 

“Restricted gauging system” means a 
method of gauging the amount of cargo 
in a tank through an opening of limited 
size that docs not vent the tank's vapor 
space, such as an unperforated sounding 
tube. 

“Safety relief <SR> valve” means a 
normally closed valve that opens under 
a preset positive pressure. 

"Service spaces” mean spaces outside 
the cargo area used for galleys, pantries 
containing cooking appliances, lockers, 
store rooms, workshops other than those 
forming part of machinery spaces, and 
trunks to such spaces. 

“SR venting system” means a venting 
system in which an SR valve controls 
vapor flow from the cargo lank. 

“Tankship” means any self-propelled 
vessel having on board a permanently 
affixed tank that contains a cargo dc- 
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scribed in 5 153.5 in any quantity, includ¬ 
ing residual liquid or vapor. 

"Venting system” means a permanent 
piping arrangement leading from a cargo 
tank and used to control the flow of 
vapor to and from the tank.

(c) "Commission" means the com¬ 
mission of five members or a quorum 
thereof sitting as a body, as provided 
by section 201 of the Energy Reorgani¬ 
zation Act of 1974. 

<d> "Government agency" means any 
executive department, military depart¬ 
ment, Government corporation. Gov¬ 
ernment controlled corporation, or 
other establishment In the executive 
branch of the Government (including 
the Executive Office of the President), 
or any independent regulatory agency. 

(e> "Working days" means Monday 
through Friday, except legal holidays. 

Svbporl B—Privacy Act Regulations 

f 950 Scope of subpart. 

This subpart implements the provi¬ 
sions of section 3 of the Privacy Act of 
1974, Pub. L. 93-579. 6 OAC. 552a. 
with respect to (a) the procedures by 
which individuals may determine the 
existence of. seek access to and re¬ 
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quest correction of NRC records con¬ 
cerning themselves, and (b) the re¬ 
quirements applicable to NRC person¬ 
nel with respect to the use and dis¬ 
semination of such records. The regu¬ 
lations in this subpart apply to all re¬ 
cords which are retrievable from a 
system of records under the control of 
the Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
by the use of an Individual’s name or 
of an identifying number, symbol, or 
other Identifying particular assisgned 
to such Individual. Except where spe¬ 
cifically provided otherwise, this sub¬ 
part applies to all NRC records main¬ 
tained on individuals whether they 
predate or postdate September 27, 
1975. 

{9.5) Definition*. 

As used in this subpart* 

(a) "Individual" means a citizen of 
the United States or an alien lawfully 
admitted for permanent residence. 

<b> The terra "maintain" includes 
maintain, collect, use or disseminate. 

(c) "Record" means any item, collec¬ 
tion or grouping of Information about 
an Individual that Is maintained by 
the NRC. including, but not limited to. 
his education, financial transactions, 
medical history, employment history 
or criminal history, and that contains 
the individual's name, or the Identify¬ 
ing number symbol or other identify¬ 
ing particular assigned to the Individ¬ 
ual. such as a finger or voice print or a 
photograph. 

(d> 8ystem manager" means the 
NRC official responsible for maintain¬ 
ing a system of records. 

(e> "Systems of records" means a 
group of records under the control of 
the NRC from which Information is 
retrieved by the name of an individual 
or by an identifying number, symbol, 
or other ^identifying particular as¬ 
signed to an individual. 

(f> "Statistical record" means a 
record In a system of records main¬ 
tained for statisDcai research or re¬ 
porting purposes only and not used in 
whole or in part in making any deter¬ 
mination about an identifiable individ¬ 
ual. except as provided by the Census 
Act. 13 U.8.C. 8. 

(g) "Routine use" means, with re¬ 
spect to the disclosure of a record, the 
use of such record for a purpose which 
is compatible with the purpose for 
which it was collected, as described in 
a notice published in the Feudal Rxd- 
irrva.

(a) Individual* may make the follow* 
tag request* respecting records about 
themselves maintained by NRC In a 
system of records subject to the provi¬ 
sions of the Privacy Act of 1974: 

(1) Request s determination whether 
a record about the individual Is con¬ 
tained In a system of records. 

(2) Request access to a record about 
the Individual Access requests may In¬ 
clude requests to review the record 
and to have a copy made of all or any 
portion thereof tn a form comprehen¬ 
sible to the individual. 

(3) Request correction or amend¬ 
ment of a record about the Individual. 

<b) Requests for accounting of disclo¬ 
sures. Individuals may. at any time, re¬ 
quest an accounting by NRC of disclo¬ 
sures to any other person or Govern¬ 
ment agency of any record about 
themselves contained In a system of 
records controlled by NRC. except the 
following: <1> Disclosures made pursu¬ 
ant to the Freedom of Information 
Act, 5 UAC. 562: (2) disclosures made 
within the Nuclear Regulatory Com¬ 
mission; (2) disclosures made to an¬ 
other Government agency or Instru¬ 
mentality for an authorized law en¬ 
forcement activity pursuant to 6 
URC. 552a(bX7>; (4) disclosures ex¬ 
pressly exempted by NRC regulations 
from the requirements of 5 D.8.C. 
552&<cX3) pursuant to 5 U.S.C. 
562a(k>. 

19il Requests: how end where presented. 

(a) Requests may be made In person 
or In writing. Assistance regarding re¬ 
quests or other matters relating to the 
Privacy Act of 1974 may be obtained 
by writing to the Director, Office of 
Administration. UR Nuclear Regula¬ 
tory Commission. Washington. D.C. 
20555. Requests relating to records in 
multiple systems of records should be 
made to the Director. Office of Admin¬ 
istration. DR. Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission. Washington. D.C. 20565. 
The Director, or his designee, shall 
assist the requestor in Identifying his 
request more precisely and shall be re¬ 
sponsible for forwarding the request 
to the appropriate system manager. 

<b) All written requests shall be 
made to the Director. Office of Admin¬ 
istration. UR Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission. Washington. D.C. 20555, 
and should clearly state on the enve¬ 
lope and in the letter, as appropriate: 
“Privacy Act Request/* “Privacy Act 
Disclosure Accounting Request,* 4 “Pri¬ 
vacy Act ‘Correction Request.'* A re¬ 
quest that is not so marked will be 
deemed not to have been received by

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by the Director, Office of Administra¬ 
tion. 

<c) Requests may be made In person 
during official hours at the UR Nucle¬ 
ar Regulatory Commission office 
where the record Is located, as listed In 
the “Notice of 8ystem of Records'* for 
the system tn which the record is con¬ 
tained. 

19.64 Verification of Identity of Indlrtd- 
nsti making requests. 

(a) Identification requirement* in 
paragraphs (a) (I) and (2) of this sec¬ 
tion are applicable to any individual 
who makes requests respecting records 
about himself, except that no verifica¬ 
tion of identity shall be required If the 
records requested are available to the 
public under the provisions of the 
Freedom of Information Act. With re¬ 
spect to certain sensitive records, addi¬ 
tional requirements for verification of 
Identity stated in the appropriate pub¬ 
lished “Notice of System of Records” 
may be Imposed. 

(1) Written requests An Individual 
making a written request respecting a 
record about himself may establish his 
identity by a signature, address, date 
of birth, employee identification 
number If any. and one other item of 
identification such as a photocopy of a 
driver*® license or other document. 

(2) Requests In person. An individual 
making a request In person respecting 
a record about himself may establish 
his Identity by the presentation of a 
single document bearing a photograph 
(such as a passport or identification 
badge) or by the presentation of two 
Items of identification which do not 
bear a photograph but do bear a 
name, address and signature (such as a 
driver's license or credit card). 

(b) Inability to provide requisite 
documentation of identity. An Individ¬ 
ual making a request In person or In 
writing respecting a record about him¬ 
self who cannot provide the necessary 
documentation of Identity may pro¬ 
vide a notarised statement, swearing 
or affirming to his identity and to the 
fact that he understands that penal¬ 
ties for false statements may be Im¬ 
posed pursuant to 18 O.8.C. 1001. and 
that penalties for obtaining a record 
concerning an Individual under false 
pretenses may be imposed pursuant to 
6 URC. 552a(IX3). Forms for such no¬ 
tarized statements may be obtained on 
request from the Director. Office of 
Administration. UR Nuclear Regula¬ 
tory Commission. Washington. D.C. 
20555. 

(c) Verification of parentage or guar¬ 
dianship . In addition to establishing 
the identity of the minor, or other In¬ 
dividual he represent* as required In 
paragraph (a) of this section, the 
parent or legal guardian of a minor or 
of an Individual Judlcally determined 
to be Incompetent shall establish his 
status as parent or guardian by fur¬ 


nishing a copy of a birth certificate of 
the minor showing parentage or a 
copy of a court order establishing 
guardianship. 

19.55 Specification of record*. 

(aXl) Requests relating to records 
shall. Insofar as practicable, specify 
the nature of the record sought, the 
approximate dates covered by the 
record, the system of records in which 
the record Is thought to be included 
and the system manager having custo¬ 
dy of the record system as shown tn 
the annual compllatioa “Notices of 
Records 8yatem*’\ published by the 
Oenerai 8ervtces Administration. Re¬ 
quests shall, in addition, comply with 
any additional specification require¬ 
ment* contained In the published 
•'Notice of System of Records” for 
that system. 

(2) Requests for correction or 
amendment of records shall in addi¬ 
tion. specify the particular record in¬ 
volved. state the nature of the correc¬ 
tion or amendment sought and furnish 
justification for the correction or 
amendment. 

(b) Requests which do not contain 
Information sufficient to Identify the 
record requested will be returned 
promptly to the requestor, with a 
noace indicating what information is 
lacking. Individuals making requests 
in person will be informed of any defi¬ 
ciency In the specification of records 
at the time the request Is made. Indi¬ 
viduals making requests tn writing will 
be notified of any such deficiency 
when their requests are acknowledged. 

{ 9.66 Accompanying person*. 

An Individual requesting access to 
records about himself may be accom¬ 
panied by another Individual of his 
own choosing. Roth the individual re¬ 
questing access and the individual ac¬ 
companying him shall sign the re¬ 
quired form indicating that the Nucle¬ 
ar Regulatory Commission Is autho¬ 
rized to discuss the contents of the 
subject record In the presence of both 
individuals. 

tote PROCEDURES FOR PROCESSING 

REQUESTS 

19.60 Acknowledgment of requests. 

(a) Written requests by individual* 
to verify the existence of, obtain 
access to or correct or amend records 
about themselves maintained by NRC 
in a system of records subject to the 
provisions of the Privacy Act of 1974. 
shall be acknowledged In writing by 
the Director. Office of Administration, 
or his designee, within ten working 
days after date of actual receipt. The 
acknowledgment shall advise the re¬ 
quester If any additional Information 
Is needed to process the request. 
Wherever practicable, the acknowledg¬ 
ment shall notify the Individual 
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whether his request to obtain access to 
the record or to correct or amend the 
record has been granted or denied. 

<b) When an tndlvtduai requests 
access to records or permission to cor¬ 
rect or amend records In person, every 
effort will be made to make an imme¬ 
diate determination as to whether 
access or correction or amendment 
should be granted. If an immediate de¬ 
termination cannot be made, the re¬ 
quest wf)J be processed In the same 
manner as a written request. Records 
will be made available for immediate 
Inspection whenever possible. 

|t.61 Procedure* for procming requests 
for record* exempt in whole or In port. 

(a) When an individual requests in¬ 
formation concerning the existence of, 
or access to. records about himself 
which have been compiled in reason¬ 
able anticipation of a civii action or 
proceeding In either a court or before 
an administrative tribunal, the NBC 
shall advise the Individual only that 
no record available to him pursuant to 
the Privacy Act of 1974 has been Iden¬ 
tified. 

(b) Specific exemption* pursuant to 
5 U.S.C. SSZalki. Individual requests 
for access to records which have been 
exempteo from access pursuant to the 
provisions of 5 UB.C. 552a<k> and 
19.96 shall be processed as follows: 

(1) Information classified pursuant 
to Executive Order 11652 and exempt- 
td pursuant to 5 US-C.’6$2(k)(n Re¬ 
quested Information classified by NRC 
will be reviewed by the responsible of¬ 
ficial of the NRC to determine wheth¬ 
er it continue* to warrant classifica¬ 
tion under the criteria of sections 1 
and 6 (B). (C>. (D). and (E) of Execu¬ 
tive Order 11652 Informstion which 
no longer warrants classification 
under these criteria shall be declassi¬ 
fied and made available to the individ¬ 
ual. If the requested Information has 
been classified by another agency, the 
responsible official of the NRC wUl re¬ 
quest the classifying agency to review 
the information to ascertain If classifi¬ 
cation Is still warranted. If the Infor¬ 
mation continues to warrant classifica¬ 
tion. the individual shall be advtsed 
that the Information sought Is classi¬ 
fied. that it has been reviewed and 
continues to warrant classification, 
and that It has been exempted from 
access pursuant to 5 UBC. 552a(kXl). 

(2) Investigatory material compiled 
for law enforcement purposes exempt¬ 
ed pursuant to 5 U.S.C. 552(kH2l Re¬ 
quests shall be responded to In the 
manner provided In paragraph (a) of 
this section unless a review of the In¬ 
formation indicates that the informa¬ 
tion has been used or Is being used to 
deny the individual any right, privi¬ 
lege or benefit for which he is eligible 
or to which he would otherwise be en¬ 
titled under Federal law. In that 
event, the Individual shall be advised 
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of the existence of the Information 
and shall be provided the information 
except to the extent It would reveal 
the identity of a confidential source. 
Information that would reveal the 
Identity of a confidential source shall 
be extracted or suxnmarteed In a 
manner which protects the source and 
the summary or extract shall be pro¬ 
vided to the requesting individual. 

(3) Material within a system of re¬ 
cords reouired by statute to be main¬ 
tained and used solely as statistical re¬ 
cords and exempted pursuant to 5 
l/.S C SS2a(k*4\ The exempted Infor¬ 
mation requested will be reviewed by 
the responsible official of the NBC to 
determine whether it continues to 
warrant exemption. Information 
which no longer warrants exemption 
shall be made available to the Individ¬ 
ual. If the Information continue* to 
warrant exemption, the Individual 
shall be advised that the Information 
sought Is exempt from disclosure, that 
It has been reviewed and continues to 
warrant exemption, and that It has 
been exempted from access pursuant 
to 5 U 8 C 552a(kM4). 

* 4) Investigatory material complied 
solely for the purpose of determining 
suitability, eligibility, or Qualifica¬ 
tions for Federal civilian employment 
Federal contracts, or access to classi¬ 
fied information and exempted pursu¬ 
ant to 5 U.S.C SS2atkX5X Information 
exempted pursuant to 5 CS.C 
552aikx5) shall be made available to 
an Individual upon request except to 
the extent that the Information would 
reveal the Identity of a confidential 
source Material that would reveal the 
identity of a confidential source shall 
be extracted or summartaed In a 
manner which protects the source and 
the summary or extract shall be pro¬ 
vided to the requesting individual. 

(5) Testing or examination material 
exempted pursuant to 5 U.S.C. 
5S2aikH6X Testing or examination 
material used solely to determine indi¬ 
vidual qualifications for appointment 
or promotion In the Federal service 
which has been exempted pursuant to 
6 O.S.C. 652a'kX6) shall not be made 
available to an Individual if disclosure 
would compromise the obiectivity or 
fairness of the testing or examination 
process but may be made available If 
no possibility of such compromise 
exists. 

(9.62 Special protedgm. 

(a) Records under the control of an¬ 
other Government agency. (1) Medical 
records . Requests received by NBC 
pertaining to medical records under 
the control of the UB. Public Health 
Service or another Oovemment 
agency will either be referred to the 
appropriate agency or returned to the 
requestor with the name of the con¬ 
trolling Oovemment agency, tf known, 
within ten working days after receipt 
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by NRC. NRC will inform the reques¬ 
tor of any referral of his request to an¬ 
other Oovemment agency at the time 
the referral Is made. 

(2) Nonmedtcal records. Requests re¬ 
ceived by NRC pertaining to nonmedi- 
cal records under the control of an¬ 
other Oovemment agency will be re¬ 
turned to the requestor with the name 
of the controlling Government agency. 
If known, within ten working days 
after receipt by NRC. 

OFTEXMINATIOn AND APPEALS 

9 9.65 Acres* determination*: appeal*. 

(a) Initial determinations. The Di¬ 
rector. Office of Administration, or his 
designee, with the advice of the 
system manager having control of the 
record to which access is requested, 
shall determine whether access to the 
record is available under the Privacy 
Act and notify the requesting Individ¬ 
ual In person or In writing of that de¬ 
termination. Unless the request pre¬ 
sents unusual difficulties or Involves 
extensive numbers of records, individ¬ 
uals shall be notified of determina¬ 
tions to grant or deny access within 30 
working days after receipt of the re- 
quest, 

(1) Notices granting access !0*u 
inform the Individual when and where 
the requested record may be seen, how 
copies may be obtained, and of any 
fees or anticipated charges which may 
be Incurred pursuant to 9 9 65 of this 
subpart. 

(2) Notices denying access shall state 
the reasons for the denial, and advise 
the Individual that he may appeal the 
denial to the Executive Director for 
Operations In accordance with the 
procedures set forth in this section. 

(b) Appeals from denials of access. If 
an Individual has been denied access to 
a record the Individual may request a 
final review and determination of his 
request by the Executive Director for 
Operations. A request for final review 
of an Initial determination should be 
filed within 60 days of the receipt of 
the Initial determination, shall be in 
writing, shall be addressed to the Ex¬ 
ecutive Director for Operations. US. 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission. 
Washington. D.C 20555. and should be 
clearly marked on the envelope and in 
the letter "Privacy Act Appeal-Denial 
of Access." A request that Is not so 
marked will be deemed not to have 
been received by the NRC until It Is 
actually received by the Executive Di¬ 
rector for Operations. 

(C) Final determinations, tl) The 
Executive Director tor Operations, or 
his designee, shall make a final deter¬ 
mination within 30 working days of re¬ 
ceipt of the request for final review, 
unless he extends the time for good 
cause shown such as the need to 
obtain additional information, the 
volume of records involved or the cora- 
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plexlty of the Issue. The extention of 
time shall not exceed 30 additional 
working days. The requestor shall be 
advised In advance of any extension of 
time and of the reasons therefor. 

(3) If the Executive Director for Op¬ 
erations. or his designee, determines 
that access was properly denied be¬ 
cause the Information requested has 
been exempted from disclosure, he 
shall undertake a review of the exemp¬ 
tion to determine whether the infor¬ 
mation should continue to be exempt 
from disclosure. The Executive Direc¬ 
tor for Operations or hta designee, 
shall notify the individual in writing 
of his final determination to grant or 
deny the request for access. Notices 
denying access shall state the reasons 
therefor and shall advise the Individ¬ 
ual of his right to judicial review pur¬ 
suant to 3 UAC 552a<g>. 

19.66 Determinations authorising or den¬ 
ying correction of records; appeal! 

(a) Initial determination*. (1) The 
Director. Office of Administration, or 
his designee, with the advice of the 
system manager having control of the 
reoord. shall determine whether to au¬ 
thorize or refuse correction or amend¬ 
ment of a record. Unless the request 
presents unusual difficulties or in¬ 
volves extensive numbers of records. 
Individuals shall be notified of deter¬ 
minations to authorize or refuse cor¬ 
rection or amendment of a record 
within 90 working days after receipt of 
the request. In making this determina¬ 
tion. the Director, or hi* designee. 
shall be guided by the following stan¬ 
dards: 

Cl) Records shall contain only such 
Information about an individual as Is 
relevant and necessary to accomplish 
an NRC function required to be ac¬ 
complished by statute or by executive 
order of the President; 

(11) Records used by NRC In making 
any determination about any Individ¬ 
ual shall be as accurate, relevant, cur¬ 
rent, and complete as Is reasonably 
necessary to assure fairness to the in¬ 
dividual In the determination; 

CUD No record shall describe how 
any Individual has exercised rights 
guaranteed by the First Amendment 
unless such record Is expressly autho¬ 
rized by statute or by the individual 
about whom the record is maintained, 
or Is pertinent to and within the scope 
of an authorized law enforcement ac¬ 
tivity. 

(2) If correction or amendment of a 
record is authorized, the Director. 
Office of Administration, or his desig¬ 
nee, shall correct or amend the record, 
notify the requesting individual In 
writing that the correction or amend¬ 
ment has been made and provide the 
Individual with a courtesy copy of the 
corrected record. 

<3> If correction or amendment of a 
record Is refused, the Director, Office 
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of Administration, or his designee, 
shall notify the requesting Individual 
in writing of the refusal and the rea¬ 
sons therefor, and shall advise the In¬ 
dividual of h!a right to request a 
review of the refusal by the Executive 
Director for Operation* In accordance 
with the procedures set forth tn this 
section. 

<b> Appeals from initial adverse de 
termination*. If an individual s re¬ 
quest to amend or correct a record has 
been denied, tn whole or In part, the 
Individual may request a final review 
and determination of his request by 
the Executive Director for Operations. 
A request for final review of an Initial 
determination should be filed within 
60 days of the receipt of the initial de¬ 
termination. shall be tn writing, shall 
be addressed to the Executive Director 
for Operations. U 8 Nuclear Regula¬ 
tory Commission. Washington. D.C. 
20555. and should be clearly marked 
on the envelope and in the letter ‘Pri¬ 
vacy Act Correction Appeal/* An 
appeal that is not so marked will be 
deemed not to have been received by 
the NRC until It Is actually received 
by the Executive Director for Oper¬ 
ations. Requests for final review shall 
set forth the specific Item of informa¬ 
tion sought to be corrected or amend¬ 
ed and should include, where appro¬ 
priate. documents supporting the cor¬ 
rection or amendment. 

(c) Final determination* (I) The 
Executive Director for Operations, or 
his designee, shall make a final deter¬ 
mination within 30 working days of re¬ 
ceipt of the request for final review 
unless, for good cause shown such as 
the need to obtain additional informa¬ 
tion, the volume of records Involved or 
the complexity of the Issue, he ex¬ 
tends the time for making the final de¬ 
termination. The extension of time 
shall not exceed 30 additional working 
days. The requestor shall be advised in 
advance of any extension of time and 
the reasons therefor. 

(2) If the Executive Director for Op¬ 
erations. or his designee, makes a final 
determination that an amendment or 
correction of the record la warranted 
on the facts, he shall notify the Direc¬ 
tor. Office of Administration, to cor¬ 
rect or amend the record pursuant to 
the procedures tn 9 9.66<aX2>. 

(3) If the Executive Director for Op¬ 
erations. or his designee, makes a final 
determination that an amendment or 
correction of the record ts not war¬ 
ranted on the facts, he shall notify the 
Individual tn writing of his refusal to 
authorize correction or amendment of 
the record In whole or in part, and of 
the reasons therefor, and shall advise 
the Individual of his right to provide a 
“Statement of Disagreement" for the 
record and of his right to Judicial 
review pursuant to 5 U8.C. 552a<g> 

9 9.67 Statement* of diBAgreement. 

(a) Written “Statements of Disagree¬ 
ment" may be furnished by the indi¬ 


vidual within 30 working days of the 
date of receipt of the final adverse de¬ 
termination of the Executive Director 
for Operations ‘Statements of Dis¬ 
agreement" shall be addressed to the 
Executive Director for Operations, 
U 8 Nuclear Regulatory Commission, 
Washington, D C. 20555. and should be 
clearly marked on the statement and 
on the envelope “Ptjvacy Act State¬ 
ment of Disagreement". 

<b> The Executive Director for Oper¬ 
ations. or his designee, shall be respon¬ 
sible for ensuring that: (l) The “State¬ 
ment of Disagreement" Is Included in 
the system or systems of record* In 
which the disputed Item of Informa¬ 
tion Us maintained; and (2) the original 
record i* marked to indicate the Infor¬ 
mation disputed, the existence of a 
“Statement of Disagreement", and the 
location of “Statement of Disagree¬ 
ment" within the system of records. 

f 9.6# NRC Statement* of Explanation. 

The Executive Director for Oper¬ 
ations. or his destgnee. may. if he 
deems it appropriate, prepare a con¬ 
cise statement of the reasons why the 
requested amendments or corrections 
were not made Any NRC “Statement 
of Explanation" shall be Included in 
the system of records tn the same 
manner as the ’•Statement of Dis¬ 
agreement" Courtesy copies of the 
NRC statement and of the notation of 
dispute as marked on the original 
record shall be furnished to the indi¬ 
vidual who requested correction or 
amendment of the record. 

9 9.69 Notice* of correction or dispute. 

(a) When a record has been correct¬ 
ed upon request or when a “Statement 
of Disagreement** has been filed, the 
Director. Office of Administration, or 
his designee, shall, within 30 working 
days thereof, advise all prior recipients 
of the affected record whose Identity 
can be determined pursuant to an ac¬ 
counting of disclosures required by the 
Privacy Act or any other accounting 
previously made, of the correction or 
of the filing of the “Statement of Dis¬ 
agreement’*. 

(b) Any disclosure of disputed infor¬ 
mation occurring after a “Statement 
of Disagreement" has been filed shall 
clearly Identify the specific Informa¬ 
tion disputed and be accompanied by a 
copy of the “Statement of Disagree¬ 
ment*' and a copy of any NRC “State¬ 
ment of Explanation".

record pertains, unless disclosure of 
the record la

(i) state the purpose for which the 
record Is requested, and (11) certify 
that the record will be used only for 
statistical purposes. Prior to release 
for statistical purposes in accordance 
with the provisions of this paragraph, 
the record shall be stripped of all per¬ 
sonally Identifying information and re¬ 
viewed to ensure that the Identity of 
any Individual cannot reasonably be 
determined by combining two or more 
statistical records; 

<6> To the National Archives of the 
United Buies as a record which has 
sufficient historical or other value to 
warrant its continued preservation by 
the United 8tates Government, or to 
the Administrator of Ocneral Services 
or his designee for evaluation to deter¬ 
mine whether the record has such 
value;

When records concerning an individ¬ 
ual are subpoenaed or otherwise dis¬ 
closed pursuant to court order, the 
NRC officer or employee served with 
the subpoena shall be responsible for 
assuring that the individual is notified 
of the disclosure within five days after 
such subpoena or other order becomes 
a matter of public record. The notice 
shall be mailed to the last known ad¬ 
dress of the individual and shall con¬ 
tain the following Information; (1) 
The date the subpoena Is returnable;

When information concerning an in¬ 
dividual has been disclosed to any 
person under compelling circum¬ 
stances affecting health or safety, the 
NRC officer or employee who made or 
authorized the disclosure shall notify 
the individual at his last known ad¬ 
dress within five days of the disclo¬ 
sure. The notice shall contain the fol¬ 
lowing information: (a) The nature of 
the Information disclosed; (b) the 
person or agency to whom the Infor¬ 
mation was disclosed; (c) the date of 
the disclosure; and (d) the compelling 
circumstances Justifying the disclo 
sure. 

(MS Pees. 

(a) When charged. Pees shall not be 
charged for search for or review of re¬ 
cords requested pursuant to this sub¬ 
part or for making copies or extracts 
of records In order to grant access to 
records and make them available for 
review. Fees established pursuant to 
31 U8.C. 483a and 5 UAC. 552a(fX5) 
shall be charged according to the 
schedule contained In paragraph (b) of 
this section for actual copies of re¬ 
cords requested by individuals pursu¬ 
ant to the Privacy Act of 1974. unless 
the Director. Office of Administration, 
or his designee, waives the fee because 
of the inability of the individual to 
pay. Fees shall not be charged where 
they would amount, in the aggregate, 
to less than |3. 

(b) Schedule of fees. Fees may only 
be assessed for reproduction charges 
for actual copies of records requested 
by individuals pursuant to the Privacy 
Act of 1974 In accordance with the fol¬ 
lowing schedule: 


(1) Record sizes up to 8*4 x 14 Inches 
made on office copying machines— 
$0.10 per page copy. 

(2) Record sizes greater than 8«fc x 
14 Inches—30.10 for each 8*4 x 14 inch 
unit of fraction thereof per page copy.

When it Is anticipated that fees 
chargeable under this section will 
amount to more than 33. and the re¬ 
questor has not Indicated in advance 
his willingness to pay fees as high as 
are anticipated, the requestor shall be 
notified of the amount of the antici¬ 
pated cost before copies are made. The 
notification shall offer the requestor 
the opportunity to confer with NRC 
personnel with the object of reformu¬ 
lating the request to meet the 
requestor's needs at lower cost. 

(d) Form and place of payment Fee 
payments shall be by check, draft or 
money order payable to the UA Nu- 
clear Regulatory Commission.

(e) Advance deposit Where the an¬ 
ticipated fee chargeable under this 
section cxcees $25. an advance deposit 
of 25% of the anticipated fee or $25, 
whichever is greater, may be required.

ENFORCEMENT

(a) An injunction or other court 
order may be obtained pursuant to 5

permit an individual to review, amend 
or copy a record pertaining to him. or 
to be accompanied by someone of his 
own choosing when he reviews his 
record. A court order may be obtained 
for the payment of a civil penalty im¬

If NRC intentionally or willfully faJli 
to maintain a record accurately, or 
fails to comply with any provision of 6

(b) Any officer or employee of NRC

(5> to learn 
whether they are only suspects or iden¬ 
tified law violators. <6» to continue or 
resume their Illegal conduct without fear 
of detection upon learning that they are 
not In a particular system of records, 
and <7> to destroy evidence needed to 
prove the violation 
<b>. 5 U 8.C. 552afd>»I>, (e)(4)(H) 
and (f> <2>. (3) and <5> enable Indi¬ 
viduals to gain access to records per¬ 
taining to them The Customs Service 
believes that application of these provi¬ 
sions to the above-Iisteo systems of rec¬ 
ords would compromise its ability to 
complete or continue criminal investi¬ 
gations and to detect and apprehend 
violator* of the Customs and related 
criminal laws Permitting access to rec¬ 
ords contained In the above-listed 
systems of records would provide indi¬ 
vidual* with significant information 
concerning the nature of the investiga¬ 
tion and this could enable them to avoid 
detection or apprehension in the fol¬ 
lowing ways ri> By discovering the col¬ 
lection of facts which would form the 
basis for their arrest. <2> by enabling 
them to destroy contraband or other 
evidence of criminal conduct which 
would form the basis for their arrest and, 
(3) by learning that the criminal investi¬ 
gators had reason to believe that a crime 
was about to be committed, they could 
delay the commission of the crime or 
change the scene of the crime to a lo¬ 
cation which might not be under sur¬ 
veillance Oranting access to on-goinc or 
closed investigative files would also re¬ 
veal investigative techniques and pro¬ 
cedures. the knowledge of which could 
enable Individuals planning criminal ac¬ 
tivity to structure their ruturo operations 
in such a way as to avoid detection or 
apprehension, thereby neutralizing law 
enforcement officers* established investi¬ 
gative tools and procedures Purther. 
granting access to investigative files and 
records could disclose the identity of 
confidential sources and other informers 
and the nature of the information which 
they supplied, thereby endangering the 
life or physical safety of those source* of 
information by exposing them to pos¬ 
sible reprisal* for having provided 
Information relating to the criminal 


activities of those Individuals who are the 
subject* of the investigative files and 
records: confidential source* and other 
Informers might refuse to provide crimi¬ 
nal investigators with valuable Informa¬ 
tion if they could not be secure in the 
knowledge that their identities would 
not be rewaled through disclosure of 
either their name* or the nature of the 
information they supplied, and this 
would seriously impair the ability of 
the Custom* Service to carry out ita 
mandate to enforce the Customs criminal 
and related law*. Additionally providing 
access to record* contained in the above- 
listed systems of records could reveal 
the identities of undercover law enforce¬ 
ment officers who compiled information 
regarding individual s criminal activi¬ 
ties, thereby endangering the life or 
physical safety of those undercover offi¬ 
cers or their families by exposing them 
to possible reprisals. 

*0 5 U8.C 562a*d> <2>. <3) and *4\ 
(e>(4)(H> and (f)(4). which arc de¬ 
pendent upon access having been granted 
to records pursuant to the provision* 
cited In subparagraph *b> above, enable 
Individuals to contest (seek amendment 
to) the content of records contained m a 
system of record* and require an agency 
to note an amended record and to pro¬ 
vide a copy of an Individ uals statement 
(of disagreement with the agency's re¬ 
fusal to amend a record) to person* or 
other agencies to whom the record ha* 
been disclosed The Customs Service be¬ 
lieve* that the reason* set forth in 
subparagraph <bi above are equally ap¬ 
plicable to this subparagraph and. ac¬ 
cordingly. those reasons are hereby 
Incorporated herein by reference. 

(d>. 5 U SC 552a(c)<3* requires that 
an agency make accountings of disclos¬ 
ures of records available to individual* 
named tn the records at their request: 
such accountings must state the date, 
nature and purpose of each disclosure of 
a record and the name and address of 
the recipient. The Customs Service be¬ 
lieves that application of Uus provision 
to the above-listed systems of records 
would Impair the ability of other law en¬ 
forcement agencies to make effective use 
of Information provided by the Customs 
Service in connection with the investiga¬ 
tion, detection and apprehension of vio¬ 
lators of the criminal laws enforced by 
those other law enforcement agencies. 
Making accountings of disclosure avail¬ 
able to violator* would alert those in¬ 
dividuals to the fact that another agency 
is conducting an investigation into their 
criminal activities and this cou'd reveal 
the geographic location of the other 
agency * investigation, the nature and 
purpose of that Investigation and the 
dates on which that investigation was ac¬ 
tive Vtolators possessing such knowl¬ 
edge would thereby be able to take ap¬ 
propriate measures to avoid detection 
or apprehension by altering their opera¬ 
tions by transferring their criminal ac¬ 
tivities to other geogrpahicai areas or by 
destroying or concealing evidence which 
would form the basis for their arrest. In 
addition, providing violator* with ac- 
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countings of disclosure would alert those 
Individuals to the fact that the Customs 
Service has Information regarding their 
crtmmnl activities and could inform 
those individuals of the general nature 
of that information, this, in turn, would 
afford those individuals a better oppor¬ 
tunity to take appropriate steps to avoid 
detection or apprehension for violations 
of the Customs and related criminal laws. 

<e) 5 USC 552a<cH4) requires that 
an agency Inform any person or other 
agency about any correction or notation 
of dispute made by the agency in accord¬ 
ance with 5 DSC 552a'd> o 1 any rec¬ 
ord that has been disclosed to the person 
or agency if an accounting of the dis¬ 
closure was made Since this provision is 
dependent on an individual's having been 
provided an opportunity to contest (seek 
amendment to* records pertaining to 
him. and since the above-listed systems 
of records are proposed to be exempted 
from those provisions of 5 UBC 552a 
relating to amendments of records as in¬ 
dicated in subparagraph «c» aoov*. the 
Customs Service believes that this pro¬ 
vision should not t>e applicable to the 
above-listed systems of records 

<f>. 5 USC. 552a<e)*4Hl> requires 
that an agency publish a public notice 
listing the categories of sources foi infor¬ 
mation contained in a system oi records. 
The Customs Service believes that appli¬ 
cation of this provision to the aoove- 
11sted systems of records could compro¬ 
mise its ability to conduct Investigations 
and to identify detect and apprehend 
violators of the Customs and related 
criminal laws for the reasons that reveal¬ 
ing sources for information could 1 * dis¬ 
close investigative techniques and pro¬ 
cedures 2» result in threatened or actual 
reprisal directed to informers by the sub¬ 
ject under investigation and 3 1 result in 
the refusal of informers to give informa¬ 
tion or to be candid anti 
Ugators because of the knowledge that 
their identities as sources might be dis¬ 
closed 

<g>. 5 U8C 5S2a«e>f1> require* that 
an agency maintain in its records only 
such information about an individual a* 
Is relevant and necessary to accomplish 
a purpose of the agency required to be 
accomplished by statute or executive 
order. The term “maintain'* as defined 
In 5 USC S52a<aH3> includes 'col¬ 
lect** and "disseminate" At the time 
that Information is collected by the 
Customs Service, there Is often in¬ 
sufficient time to determine whether 
the Information is relevant and neces¬ 
sary to accomplish a purpose of the 
Customs Service; to many cases infor¬ 
mation collected may not be immediately 
susceptible to a determination of 
whether the information is relevant and 
necessary, particularly in the early 
stages of investigation, and in many 
cases information which initially appears 
to be irrelevant and unnecessary may, 
upon further evaluation or upon con¬ 
tinuation of the investigation, prove to 
have particular relevance to an enforce¬ 
ment program of the Customs Service. 
Further, not all violations of law dis¬ 
covered during a Customs Service crim- 
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Inal Investigation fan within the In¬ 
vestigative jurisdiction of the Customs 
Service; in order to promote effective 
law enforcement, it often becomes nec¬ 
essary and desirable to disseminate in¬ 
formation pertaining U> such violations 
to other law enforcement agencies which 
have Jurisdiction over the offense to 
which the information relates The Cus¬ 
toms 8ervtce should not be placed in a 
position of hating to Ignore information 
relating to violations of law not within 
its jurisdiction where that Information 
comes to the attention ol the Customs 
Service through the conduct of a lawful 
Customs Service investigation The 
Customs Service therefore believe* that 
it Is appropriate to exempt the above- 
listed systems ol records from the pro¬ 
visions of 5 DSC 562a<eWli 

th» 5 DSC 562ft‘e'*2» requires that 
an agency collect information to the 
greatest extent practicable directly from 
the subject individual when the informa¬ 
tion may result in adverse determina¬ 
tions about an Individual's rights, bene¬ 
fits. and privileges under Federal pro¬ 
grams Th* Customs Service believe* that 
application ol this provision to the 
above-listed systems of records would 
impair the ability of the Customs Serv¬ 
ice to conduct Investigations and to 
identify detect and apprehend violators 
of the Customs and related criminal laws 
for the following reasons 1» most in¬ 
formation collected about an individual 
under criminal investigation is obtained 
from third parties such as witnesses and 
informers and It Is usually not feasible 
to rely upon the subject of the investiga¬ 
tion as a source for information regard¬ 
ing his criminal activities 2» an attempt 
to obtain Information from the subject 
of a criminal investigation will often 
alert that individual to the existence of 
an investigation, thereby affording the 
individual an opportunity to attempt to 
conccAl hts criminal activities so as to 
avoid apprehension. 3) to certain In¬ 
stances the subiect of a criminal inves¬ 
tigation is not required to supply infor¬ 
mation to criminal Investigators as a 
matter of legal duty and 4> during crim¬ 
inal investigations it Is often a matter 
of sound investigative procedure to ob¬ 
tain Information from a variety of 
sources In order to verify information 
already obtained 

Ml 5 U8C. 552a<c><3> requires 
that an agency Inform each individual 
whom It asks to supply information, on 
the form which It use® to collect the 
Information or on a separate form 
that can be retained by the Individ¬ 
ual: the authority which authorizes the 
solicitation of the Information and 
whether disclosure of such Information 
is mandatory or voluntary, the principal 
purposes for which the Information Is 
Intended to be used, the routine uses 
which mav be made of the Information; 
and the effects on the Individual of not 
providing all or part of the requested 
information. The Customs Service be¬ 
lieves that the above-listed systems of 
records should be exempted from this 
provision in order to avoid adverse effects 
on Its ability to identify, detect and ap¬ 


prehend violators of the Customs and 
related criminal laws In many cases In¬ 
formation is obtained by confidential 
sources or other informers or by under¬ 
cover law enforcement officers under cir¬ 
cumstances where It U necessary that 
the true purpose of their actions be kept 
secret so as to not let it be known by 
the subject of the investigation or his 
associates that a criminal investigation 
Is to progress Further, tf tt became 
know*n that the undercover officer was 
assisting in a criminal investigation, that 
officer's life or physical safety could be 
endangered through reprisal, and. fur¬ 
ther. under such circumstances it may 
not be possible to continue to utilise that 
officer in the Investigation In many cases 
individuals for personal reasons would 
feel inhibited in talking to a person re¬ 
presenting a criminal law enforcement 
agency but would be willing to talk to a 
confidential source or undercover officer 
who they believed was not Involved to 
law enforcement activities. In addition, 
providing a source of Information with 
written evidence that he was a source, 
as required by this provision, could in¬ 
crease the likelihood that the source of 
Information would be the subject of re¬ 
taliatory action by the subiect of the In¬ 
vestigation Further, application of this 
provision could result in an unwarranted 
Invasion of the personal privacy of the 
subject of the criminal investigation, 
particularly where further investigation 
would result to a finding that the subject 
was not involved in any criminal activity 
<J» 5 USC 552aie><5> requires that 
an agency maintain all records used by 
the agency in making any determination 
about any individual with such accuracy, 
relevance, tlmellress and completeness 
as is reasonably necessary to.assure fair¬ 
ness to the individual tn the* determina¬ 
tion Since 5 DSC 552a<a><3> defines 
"maintain'* to include 'collect" and "dis¬ 
seminate." application of this provision 
to the above-listed systems of records 
would hirder the Initial collection of any 
information which could not. at the mo¬ 
ment of collection, be determined to be 
accurate, relevant, timely and complete 
Similarly, application of this provision 
would seriously restrict the necessary 
ftow of information from the Customs 
8erv1ce to other law enforcement agen¬ 
cies where a Customs Service investiga¬ 
tion revealed information pertaining to 
a violation of law which w*as under the 
investigative Jurisdiction of another 
agency In collecting information during 
the course of a criminal Investigation. It 
Is not possible or feasible to determine 
accuracy, relevance, timeliness or com¬ 
pleteness prior to collection of the Infor¬ 
mation. in disseminating information to 
other law enforcement agencies it is 
often not possible to determine accuracy, 
relevance, timeliness or completeness 
prior to dissemination because the dis¬ 
seminating agenev may not have the ex¬ 
pertise with which to make such deter¬ 
mination* Further, information which 
may initially appear to be inaccurate, 
irrelevant, untimely or incomplete may. 
when gathered, grouped, and evaluated 
with other available Information, become 
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more pertinent a* an Investigation pro¬ 
gresses In addition, application of this 
provision could seriously Impede criminal 
investigators and Intelligence analysts 
tn the exercise of their judgement in 
reporting on results obtained during 
criminal investigations. The Customs 
Service therefore believes that it Is ap¬ 
propriate to exempt the above-listed sys¬ 
tems of records from the provisions of 5 
U.8.C. 552a«e><5> 

<k>. 5 U.8C 552a<e> <8* requires that 
an agency make reasonable efforts to 
serve notice on an Individual when any 
record on the individual is made avail¬ 
able to any person under compulsory 
legal process when such process becomes 
a matter of public record. The Customs 
Service believes that the above-listed sys¬ 
tems of records should be exempt from 
this provision in order to avoid revealing 
investigative techniques and procedures 
outlined in those records and in order 
to prevent revelation of the existence of 
an on-going investigation where there is 
a need to keep the existence of the inves¬ 
tigation secret 

<1> 5 USC S52a<g) provides civil 
remedies to an individual for an agency 
refusal to amend a record or to make a 
review of a request for amendment, for 
an agency refusal to grant access to a 
record, for an agency failure to maintain 
accurate, relevant, timely and complete 
records which are used to make a deter¬ 
mination which Is adverse to the Individ¬ 
ual. and for an agency failure to comply 
with any other provision of 6 U 8.C 552a 
In such a wav as to have an adverse effect 
on an individual. The Customs Service 
believes that the above-listed systems of 
records should be exempted from this 
provision to the extent that the civil 
remedies provided therein may relAte to 
provisions of 5 U S.C. 652a from which 
the above-listed systems of records are 
proposed to be exempt Since the provi¬ 
sions of 5 U.8.C. 552a enumerated in sub- 
paragraphs (a> through <k) above are 
proposed to be inapplicable to the above- 
listed systems of records for the reasons 
stated therein, there should be no cor¬ 
responding civil remedies for failure to 
comply with the requirements of those 
provisions to which the exemption is pro¬ 
posed to apply. Further, the Customs 
Service believes that application of this 
provision to the above-listed systems of 
records would adversely affect its ability 
- to conduct criminal investigations by ex¬ 
posing to civil court action every stage of 
the criminal investigative process tn 
which information is compiled or used in 
order to Identify detect, apprehend and 
otherwise investigate persons suspected 
or known to be engaged in criminal con¬ 
duct in violation of the Customs and re¬ 
lated laws.

U.8.C 552a »e><4><0> and ff)f|) enable 
individuals to be notified whether a sys¬ 
tem of records contains records pertain¬ 
ing to them The Customs Sendee be¬ 
lieves that application of these provi¬ 
sions (to those of the above-listed sys¬ 
tems of records for which no notification 
procedures have been provided in the 
general notice of the existence and char¬ 
acter of systems of records which appears 
elsewhere tn the Federal Register) would 
impair the ability of the Customs Serv¬ 
ice to successfully complete investiga¬ 
tions and inquiries of suspected viola¬ 
tors of civil and criminal taws and regu¬ 
lations under its jurisdiction In many 
cases investigations and inquiries into 
violations of civil and criminal burs and 
regulations involve complex and con¬ 
tinuing patterns of behavior Individuals, 
if Informed that they have been identi¬ 
fied as suspected violators of civil or 
criminal laws and regulations, would 
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have an opportunity to take measures to 
prevent detection of illegal action so as 
to avoid prosecution or Uie imposition of 
civil sanctions They would also be able 
to learn the nature and locution of the 
investigation or inquiry and the type of 
surveillance being utilized, and they 
would be able to transmit this knowledge 
to co-conspirators. Finally, violators 
might be given the opportunity to de¬ 
stroy evidence needed to prove the vio¬ 
lation under investigation or inquiry 
<b>. 5 U8.C 552a<d>«l>. <eM4><H> 
and <f) <2>. <3> and (5> enable individ¬ 
uals to gain access to records pertaining 
to them The Customs Service believes 
that application of these provisions to 
the above-listed systems of records would 
Impair its ability to complete or continue 
civil or criminal investigations and in¬ 
quiries and to detect and apprehend vio¬ 
lators of the Customs and related laws. 
Permitting access to records contained 
In the above-listed systems of records 
would provide violators with significant 
Information concerning the nature of the 
civil or criminal investigation or inquiry 
Knowledge of the facts developed during 
an investigation or inauiry would enable 
violators of criminal and civil laws and 
regulations to learn the extent to which 
the investigation or inquiry has pro¬ 
gressed. and this could provide them with 
an opportunity to destroy evidence that 
would form the basts for prosecution or 
the imposition of civil sanctions In addi¬ 
tion . knowledge gained through access to 
investigatory material could alert a vio¬ 
lator to the need to temporarily postpone 
commission of the violation or to change 
the intended point where the violation is 
to be committed so as to avoid detection 
or apprehension Further, access to in¬ 
vestigatory material would disclose in¬ 
vestigative techniques and procedures 
which, if known, could enable violators 
to structure their future operations in 
such a way as to avoid detection or appre¬ 
hension. thereby neutralizing investiga¬ 
tors' established and effective Investiga¬ 
tive tools and procedures In addition. 
Investigatory material may contain the 
identity of a confidential source of in¬ 
formation or other informer who would 
not want his identity to be disclosed for 
reasons of personal privacy or for fear 
of reprisal at the hands of the individual 
about whom he supplied information In 
some cases mere disclosure of the infor¬ 
mation provided by an informer would 
reveal the identity of the informer either 
through the process of elimination or 
by virtue of the nature of the informa¬ 
tion supplied If informers cannot be as¬ 
sured that their identities «as sources for 
information! will remain confidential, 
they would be very reluctant in the fu¬ 
ture to provide information pertaining to 
violations of criminal and ctvll laws and 
regulations, and this would seriously 
compromise the ability of the Customs 
Service to carry out its mission Further, 
application of 6 US.C 552a<d><l>, <e> 
and <fW2>. <3> and <5> to the 
above-listed systems of records would 
make available attorney's work product 
and other documents which contain eval¬ 
uations. recommendations, and discus¬ 
sions of ongoing civil and criminal legal 
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proceedings: the availability of such doc¬ 
uments could have a chilling effect on 
the free flow of Information and Ideas

tion is obtained by undercover officers, 
conformity to <e><3» disclose* their 
Identity as agent* of a law enforcement 
authority and thereby impairs their 
physical safety a* well as the successful 
conclusion of the Investigation When 
presented with a written statement com¬ 
plying with <e> '3 j by special agent* act¬ 
ing In undercover capacity, the indi¬ 
vidual may not thereafter be completely 
open with such agents For these reasons.

It would prohibit the initial collection of 
any data not shown to be accurate, rele¬ 
vant. timely or complete at the moment 
of It* collection In gathering Informa¬ 
tion during the course of a criminal in¬ 
vestigation it is not feasible or possible 
to determine completeness, accuracy, 
timelines* or relevancy prior to collection 
of the Information Pact* are first 
gathered then placed into a cohesive 
order which objectively proves or dis¬ 
proves criminal behavior on the part of 
a suspect Seemingly Irrelevant, untime¬ 
ly and incomplete information when 
gathered may acquire new significance 
as an Investigation progresses The re¬ 
strictions of <e> <5> could impede special 
agent* in the preparation of a complete 
investigative report For these reasons.

and unusual administrative demands on 
the Bureau of Alcohol. Tobacco and Fire¬ 
arms bv requiring a record system to 
follow uo on legal process emanating 
from court proceedings to which ATP is 
not a party The Bureau of Alcohol. To¬ 
bacco and Firearm* believes the duty of 


serving notice In such a case properly 
rests with the moving paity who seeks 
disclosure by utilization of the court s 
compulsory legal process Further In 
most cases where an individual s crimi¬ 
nal records have been disclosed pursuant 
to compulsory legal process, the in¬ 
dividual who is the subject of the records 
win be a party to the proceedings and 
win have actual notice of the disclosure.

(7) The Privacy Act of 1974 provides, 
at subsection <g». civil remedies for 
agency failure to grant access, agency 
failure to amend records agency failure 
to maintain accurate, relevant, timely 
and complete records and agency failure 
to complv with provision* of the Privacy 
Act which have an adverse effect on an 
Individual The Bureau of Alcohol. 
Tobacco and Firearms believes that this

individuals who Intend to violate civil or 
criminal laws to structure their future 
illegal activities In such a wav that thev 
escape detection Investigative material 
may contain the identity of confidential 
source* of information Individuals who 
sain access to investigatory material 
compiled on them learn the identity of 
ih«e confidential sources Even where 
the name of the source is not revealed. 


Investigated individuals may learn the 
Identity of confidential sources by the 
process of ellmination or by the very 
nature of the Information contained In 
the files Where the identity of confi¬ 
dential sources has been revealed, they 
may be subject to various forms of re¬ 
prisal If confidential sources of in¬ 
formation are subjected to reprisals or 
the fear of reprisals, they would become 
reluctant to provide Information neces¬ 
sary* to Identify or prove the guilt of in¬ 
dividuals who violate civil or criminal 
laws Without the information that Is 
often supplied by confidential sources, 
the ability of Investigative entitles would 
be seriously Impaired For the reasons 
stated in this subparagraph.
